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Car Salesmen’s Tricks 
And How to Avoid Them: 


Here Comes the Low- 
Or Is It the High-Ball?

“Buying a car,” the general manager of a Hub auto 
dealership once told his salesmen, “should be an emotionally 
satisfying experience. If the customers want a. little 
Hoilywood, give it to them.” 

So, how come the only Hollywood you’ve had in buying a 
car is straight out of a Horror flick? Well, it’s probably 
because the market today is so competitive that sales experts 
have developed a series of tricks designed to close a sale before 
you leave the showroom, even if you’re just “shopping 
around.” This is a story about those tricks and how to avoid 
them. I used to be a car salesman... 

Auto sales people recognize that today there are so many 
different models of cars within different classes (sub-compact, 
compact, intermediate, full-sized) and so many dealerships 
selling similar models it is almost impossible for you to decide 
upon the car you want without “shopping around.” 

BUT, dealers also recognize that when you come in, chances 
are high that one of their cars will appeal to you. So a 
dealership makes an assumption when you walk in the door: 
either you will buy the car then and there or another 
dealership will high-pressure you. 

From this springs the bag of “now or never’ tricks en- 
couraged by the manufacturers. Ford, for example, has a sales 
school manual which explains the art. It’s their better idea 
that’ is not advertised. 

Start the sale, they say, with a test drive. Why? Because 
you should know what you’re driving before you buy it? Not 
completely. Because any new car-will drive better than the 
trade-in. Psychologically, according to one sales manager, it 
reaffirms the shopper’s notion he needs a new car. 

The test drive begins the pressure to get you to buy on the 
spot — where the salesman is going to put you. 

All it takes is a question or an interest in the car. The 
salesman then uses what Ford calls THE SHORT ANGLE 
CLOSE. Any question about whether a certain option or color 
is available is all the salesman needs. “Do you want it if it 
does?” 

If you say, ““Yes,”’ you have just purchased a new car, which 
is maybe not what you intended when you started the day. If 
you say, “No,” the salesman exploits that too. The manuveur 
is called CLOSING ON AN OBJECTION. 

The salesman, after being told that the customer wants to

Q. My boyfriend just got out of the Army after being away for two 
years. He never used to drink much but now he has two or three 
drinks a night. Does that make him an alcoholic? And is this a 
normal problem with guys who have been in the Army? —D.G., 
Brighton. 

A. Two or three drinks a night doesn’t necessarily make him an 
alcoholic but it probably does mean he has a drinking problem 
and should get some help. The U.S. Army does have a drinking 
problem. Brigadier General Leslie Forney told a Senate panel 
that 36 percent of the Army’s officers and 70 percent of the 
enlisted men are currently abusing alcohol (downing a minimum 
of five stiff drinks each night over a four day period). Forney said 
that a recent Army survey of nearly 10,000 men found that better 
than one in every three officers and seven in every ten recruits 
was a “hard” or “problem drinker.” That’s enough to give the 
Army some real headaches! 


Q. There’s thousands of wild roses up here and I really want to 


make some rose hip tea. We’ve had the first frost, so I know 
they're ready to pick. But I have no idea of how to go about 
preparing them or drying them to make tea. Could you please 
tell me how to go about it. —E., Brooksville, Maine. 


A. Rose hips or the seed pods of roses, are extremely rich in Vitamin 


C. (three rose hips are said to contain as much Vitamin C as one 
orange). They are also richer than oranges in calcium, 
phosphorus and iron. Rose hip tea has been drunk for centuries. 
The Mescalero Apaches boiled wild rosebuds and imbibed the 
tea to cure gonorrhea. To make the tea you pick the rose hips 
and wash them removing the stem and flower ends. Then crush 
them and steep them for eight minutes in hot water. Sweeten 
witn honey.

Cornell University 
astronomer Dr. Carl Sagan suggests that life similar to that on 
earth might evolve on Saturn’s largest moon, Titan. Titan could 
already be supporting life forms identical to those found on 
earth. Titan is much further away from the Sun than the c«:th 
and other scientists’ theorized that this would produce cvid 
temperatures there. But Sagan has found from his observations 
of Titan that the atmosphere apparently absorbs and saves heat, 
keeping Titan’s surface warm. Sagan says the presence of water 
vapor and cloud formations on Titan are similar to conditions 
which have existed on the earth. Communication with beings 
born and raised on Titan, if Dr. Sagan is correct, would probably 
be possible one day.

Dear Owen, ; 
I have some information for M.S.A. of Brighton, who wrote asking 


for a date with a ghost. Unfortunately, I don’t think the ghost in 
pairs will sit for photos or doing anything audible or taperecor- 

able. While in college in 1968, I worked as a tour guide at the Gibson 
House at 137 Beacon St., Back Bay, Boston. The house had beén 
owned by a dude named Charles Henry Gibson (first cousin of the 
more famous Charles Dana Gibson of Gibson girls’ fame), who had 
kept his house untouched except for the addition of electricity since 
1874 or something and who died in the house, in the study, by 
suicide, in I think 1954; at which time, by his will, the place was left 
to a trust to become a museum: a home of the Victorian era largely 
unchanged. The Gibson House was being opened two hours a day or 
so when I worked there, for a charitable $1 per hour as a guide. In the 
time I was there, several parts of the house very clearly had unusual 
“vibes.” Other people, including those who lived on the top floors 
(not part of the museum) as caretakers, stated they heard sounds and 
had lights turned off on them, doors closed, etc., particularly to the 
study, which had many pictures of Charlie Gibson, as well as the 
couch where he is reported to have died. I don’t know much more 
about the house but would be happy to talk to M.S.A. about what I 
do know. I believe there are several fans of the Gibson ghost, as peo- 
ple would occasionally visit the museum and tell me very explicit 
details about the house’s history, and about Charlie and the way he 


‘died, and I have the impression there are people around who may 


know more than I do and who might respond to a published inquiry 
specifically about Charles Gibson. I imagine the people in 137 
Beacon now, if it is still operating as a museum, would be able to 
offer some information too. M.S.A. can write Owen Slade and get my 
address if they wish to talk further. It’s so sad to see a person dateless

But two 
questions arise: How high 
are the fix-up costs? And 
will the banks approve 


financing?

The peeling frame three-decker homes 
on Edison Green, just off Dorchester 
Avenue, Dorchester, aren’t unlike many 
abandoned homes in Boston. Some of the 
homes have windows boarded up by a city 
which spends $300,000 each year on that 
task, just as it spends $800,000 to destroy 
such structures which generate no taxes. 
Most of the floors on the Edison Green 
homes are empty, but sometimes 
squatters in housing-poor Boston use 
them as refuge. And, in a racially- 
changing neighborhood like the one 
between Uphams Corner and Savin Hill, 
the row of blighted homes mean nothing 
but fear for the older homeowners down 
the block, who tend their gardens, sit on 
the porches of their own three-deckers, 
and keep their lace curtains clean. 

Edison Green is also a prime candidate 
for what an aide to Kevin White calls the 
“sexiest political idea of the year”: urban 
homesteading. It could be seen as 
transplanting the law that helped settle 
the Wild West to the new frontier of the 
Wild East — vacated and decaying urban 
neighborhoods. With the frontier having 
gone as far West as it can, its romance 
seems now to be reappearing in the wide- 
open, unclaimed spaces of Boston’s three- 
family homes, Philadelphia’s and 
Wilmington’s (Del.) rowhouses, and even 
in Newark. All those cities are in various 
stages of implementing urban 
homesteading, in which city fron- 
tiersmen, preferably possessed of good 
carpenter's tools and not representing big 
developers, would be given, for a dollar, 
abandoned buildings owned by the city. 
Like the 1862 Homestead Act, which 
allowed squatters to take title to an 
acreage on which they'd built a home and 
lived for five years, urban homesteaders 
would live five years tax-free on the 
promise of rehabilitating the dwelling. In 
Boston, that amounts to a $7000 tax 
break. 


Edison Green would rank high in 
homestead priority because it is a 
neighborhood not yet gone bad, one that 
needs something to prevent it from going 
the way of Dudley Street. 


The Boston City Council, which first 
discussed homesteading in late July, may 
pass an ordinance creating the program 
within weeks. The proposal, sponsored by 
City Councillor Christopher Ianella, 
would establish an Urban Homestead 
Board, which would list available aban- 
doned buildings and process applications 
for them. When more than one applica- 
tion is received for a building, a lottery 
would determine- which pioneer would 
win. 


The attractiveness of the idea is such 
that more than 2500 people, spurred by 
reports that homesteads were already 
available, have called Ianella’s office to 


inquire about “that lottery where you can 
get a house for a dollar.” 

“If you’re writing something about 
this,” says Robert Kavin, aide to Ianella, 
“stress that it doesn’t exist yet.” 

Even if North Dorchester were opened 
to homesteaders tomorrow, however, 
you’d be advised to hold your horses. 
Unbeknownst to the grandmothers from 
Dorchester, the teachers from Roxbury, or 
the prison inmates from Danbury, who 
have called Kavin (especially after his 
name appeared in the New York Times), 
the odds on this new Game may not be 
very good, unless help from homesteaders 
comes from channels far removed from 
the well-meaning City Council. 

As things now stand, Boston can offer 
perhaps 200 buildings to a homestead 
lottery — hardly enough prizes for at least 
2500 competitors. 

There are at least 1500 abandoned 
buildings in Boston, but most never reach 
the rolls of the Real Property Board, 
which would supply the homestead 
program. Reasons for that vary, but 
center on the fact that current law re- 
quires nearly three years before a building 
whose landlord has defaulted on its taxes 
and abandoned it, can be foreclosed on by 
the city. By the time that happens, the 
building is often burnt or vandalized, or 
may have been sold cheaply to another 
slum landlord who has reopened it after 
minimal repairs. To make things worse, 
many abandoned buildings are owned by 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, 
technically separate from the city and 
not, thus far, prepared to give up the right 
to sell its structures to wealthy 
developers.

Problems such as that are, however, 
only the tip of an iceberg of complications 
surrounding the noble concept of 
homesteading. Unlike its.) Western 
countérpart, urban homesteading entails 


-considerably more than building a cabin 


and buying some seed. 

Even if City Council soon enacts 
homestead legislation, don’t give your 
landlord notice and point a stage coach 
toward Edison Green. ‘‘Some people 
think that all they have to do is a little 
painting,” says Bob Kavin. “They don’t 
understand that all they’re getting is an 
empty shell.” 


Will the Banks Help? 


No amount of good words in the 
Council will insure that the essential 
agents for successful homesteading will 
join the program. Those agents are 
Boston’s banks. 

“Unless banks cooperate,” says one of 
the Mayor’s housing advisors, David 
Strohm, ‘‘homesteading won’t help 
anything but the Council’s image.” With 
the cost of “rehabbing” a Boston three- 
decker likely to reach $30,000, according 
to Strohm, it is financing, not ownership, 
that will be the key to homesteading. 

“Homesteading so far has been a mis- 


A Bad Building Turns Good 


No. 22 Worcester St. would be a 
perfect target for Boston’s proposed 
homesteading program — except that 
it’s in Cambridge. For years the burnt- 
out structure was the only bad 
building on one of the best streets in 
East Cambridge. 

Despite all that, 22 Worcester will be 
occupied next week under a program, 
very much like homesteading, that has 
been going on with little fanfare in 
Cambridge for three years. Conducted 
by Homesteaders Rehab. Inc., an 
agency originated by Harvard and 
MIT but now operated by Cambridge 
Model Cities, it arranges for low- 
income neighborhood residents to ob- 
tain low interest loans for home im- 
provements, or financing and technical 
assistance for massive rehabilitation of 
abandoned structures. It acts as an in- 
termediary between Cambridge banks, 
wary of high-risk loans, and area 
residents who would otherwise not ap- 


proach banks. 


Rent is kept at a minimum until 


Rehab’s Melvin Gadd explains that 
the agency began from observation 
that areas of East Cambridge, at one 
time slated to be demolished by the 
aborted Inner Belt, were deteriorating 
almost as if they had been demolished, 
because of disinterest by local banks. 

“There was no highway, but the 
same impact,” says architect Gadd. 

In the case of 22 Worcester the agen- 
cy arranged a mortgage by which it did 
the major structural repairs, while 
allowing the future occupants’ labor to 
become credit toward reducing their 
mortgage once they assume ownership. 


repairs are complete. Thus a family is 
given help in rehabilitation — the key 
to successful homesteading. 

In the past three years, 
Homeowner’s Rehab has refurbished 
300 units for 150 families, and will soon 
open the first low-income con- 
dominium in the state.

leading idea for people,” says Strohm. 
“‘We’ve got to talk about financing first. 
Ninety percent of the properties in the 
homesteading program would be in areas 
of the city where no one is interested in in- 
vesting. The banks in this city are 
criminal. They condemn areas to death. 
Right now, you can’t even get a mortgage 
in Jamaica Plain, let alone for a 
homestead in Roxbury.” 

Strohm expressed fears that 
homesteading could really be a disguised 
blessing for the wealthy professional or 
developer, suddenly interested in city 
property, rather than for low-income 
persons already living in city 
neighborhoods. He cites the examples of 
the North and South Ends, where banks 
for years followed hands-off policies, until 
residents, in spité of neglect, began to 
salvage the neighborhoods. Upper-income 
ex-suburbanites are now accused of 
reverse block-busting in those areas, 
whose brownstones and converted 
warehouses offer aesthetics unobtainable 
in new developments. Redeveloping such 
properties can be so expensive as to price 
out long-time residents: construction 
costs on North End warehouses, now be- 
ing converted to 5-unit apartments, may 
approach $100,000 according to one 
architect. Until recently, federal Housing 
and Urban Development funds had 
provided long-term, low-interest “rehab” 
loans, but since the Nixon Administration 
declared peace with honor in the housing 
battle, those funds have dried up. 

“The idea of the program,” says Dave 
Strohm, “is to serve low and middle- 
income people who can’t buy homes 
otherwise. We want to involve next-door 
neighbors and local carpenters. To do that 
you must get financing. Those two ideas 
may be incompatible.” 


Loan Legislation 


The facts of fiscal reality may make the 
~coming Council vote meaningless, as 
Strohm says. The vote that could, 
however, make homesteading a func- 
tioning reality may never even be taken. 
While the Council seems sure to make 
headlines, far-reaching low-interest loan 
legislation filed by Boston State Sen. 
Joseph F. Timilty will likely continue to 
lie in the Urban Affairs Committee, as it 
has for months, opposed by conservative, 
politically powerful banking interests. 
Timilty’s bill, filed to “improve 
deteriorating housing and prevent the

The Environmental Protection 
Agency has released its official 
figures on the mileage that many 
1974 model cars will give 
you—and once again, American 
cars turn out to be gas-eaters. 

According to the E.P.A., the 
best mileage car available is the 
Hondo Civic, which gives 
motorists 29.1 miles to the 
gallon. The best-mileage 
category was dominated by 
foreign autos—with only a few 
American small cars, such as the 
Pinto or Vega, passing the 20- 
miles-per-gallon figure. 

On the other end of the scale, 
however, Detroit was well 
represented: Cars such as the 
Chevrolet Caprice wagon provid- 
ed 9.6 miles to the gallon, and 
the Oldsmobile Toronado clock- 
ed in at just 6.8 miles to the 
gallon.

Economist James Smith says 
that this 4.4 percent elite group 
owns 60 percent of all corporate 
stocks; and that they hold vir- 
tually all of the corporate and 
foreign bonds. In addition, they 
hold a third of the personal cash 
in the United States and a fourth 
of all the real estate in America. 

Smith said that this 4.4 per- 
cent group is made up of 
everyone who has a net worth of 
$60,000 or more. He said that 
many of them are wealthy 
millionaires, but a large number

Profits Up 


While inflation is running wild 
and shortages are haunting the 
American economy, U.S. 
manufacturing corporations are 
reaping record profits. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has just compiled its official 
profit-and-loss summary for the 
second quarter of 1973.. The 
F.T.C. reports that U.S. 
manufacturers enjoyed an 
average profit increase of 34 per- 
cent over the same period of a 
year earlier. 


The oil industry as a whole 
was up 63 percent over the same. 
period in 1972. 

The U.S. food industry was 
not suffering either: A com- 
parison of the food industry’s 
first quarter and second quarter 
profits this year found that giant 
food manufacturers—aided by 
rising prices—jumped their 
profits by 17 percent in a mere 
three months. 


Pregnancy Study 


A study of 6700 women who 
did not want to become pregnant 
has found that within a five year 
period, one-third of them 
became pregnant anyway. 

Drs. Norman Ryder and 
Charles Westoff of Princeton 
University, two sociologists who 
conducted the survey, conclude 
that even in our technologically 
advanced society, modern 
methods of birth control are still 
ineffective. 

The doctors followed the case 
histories of 6752 volunteer 
women who were using a variety 
of birth control methods to avoid 
pregnancy. Ryder and Westoff 
found that unwanted pregnan- 
cies commonly occurred within 
the five year period, either 
because of laxness on the part of 
the women or the failure of the 
birth control method. 

Women using either birth con- 


rol pills or I.U.D.’s were the 
st successful in avoiding 
pregnancy—but even then, one 
every 20 of these women en- 
untered an unwanted pregnan 
ithin the first vear

Fiery Funeral 


The F.B.I. is refusing to com- 
ment on its investigation into the 
ritualistic cremation of rock 
musician Gram Parsons’ body. 

The Bizarre case began a cou- 
ple of weeks ago when the 27- 
year-old Parsons collapsed and 
died of unknown causes in the 
California desert community of 
Yucca Valley. Two days later, 
when Parsons’ body was at the 
Los Angeles airport to be 
shipped to his family in New 
Orleans, it was kidnapped. 

Two fake mortuary atten- 
dants wearing long hair arrived 
at the airport shipping depot in 
an old hearse. The pair told air- 
line agents that, at the request of 
Parsons’ family, they were to 
pick up the body and coffin and 
take it elsewhere. 

The two loaded the body into 
their hearse and sped off into the 
night. On the following morning, 
however, campers in Joshua 
Monument—some 100 miles east 
of Los Angeles—were gtartled to 
find a coffin on fire in the middle

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‘Dot High: Hatred Without Anger Can Kill

Along Washington Street in 
Dorchester, the intersection at Cod- 
man Square is the boundary. Standing 
in front of Girl’s Latin, a tall black 
haired kid, maybe 17, made a sweep of 
his hand to the right. “That’s all 
niggerland,” he said, ‘and from here 
down,” his arm swung to the left, “‘is 
where the white people live.” The 
sweep of his arm was stiff and awkward 
because he had a sawed-off child’s 
baseball bat up his sleeve. Under his 
dark blue jacket he had a kitchen car- 
ving knife stuck in the back of his belt. 
“The niggers think they’re going to 
take over — they think they already 
have taken over Dorchester, but we’re 
going to stop that. Now and from now 
on. White kids are getting together 
now. Now that they’ve got guns, we’re 
going to get guns.” 


I looked at him askance; he was a 
nice kid and despite his armaments, I 
don’t think he could pull a trigger ex- 
cept in terror. He flustered, actually 
blushed, when he saw I didn’t believe 
him. “Well,”’ he stammered, “I know a 
lot of people who know people who 
have guns.” 


Girl’s Latin may be on the border, 
but “Dot High” — Dorchester High 
School — is~ four or five blocks into 
the white section. The “Woodie” — 
Woodrow Wilson Junior High School 
— is about four blocks further into the 
White section. Dorchester is still about 
60 percent white, but Dot High is over 
60 percent black. The Woodie is still 
predominantly white but with a large 
black minority. The stretch of 
Washington Street between Codman 


Square and the “Woodie” has become 
dangerous turf for Blacks. 

The structure of the school system in 
Irish Dorchester points like a ruler for 
those seeking “‘underlying causes’’ for 
the black versus white teenage warfare 
in Dorchester last week. (Warfare that 
will likely spread to the other district 
high schools this week, probably Hyde 
Park and English next.) 

White Dorchester doesn’t go to high 
school in Dot High, or at least signifi- 
cant segments don’t. Many white 
students are bussed across the city to 
attend virtually all-white South 
Boston High School. Another large 
group of white high school students at- 
tend one of the five or six Catholic 
parochial high schools (the parochial 
schools have been an enormous factor 
in segregating Boston schools). 


Yet, a constant complaint bitterly 
voiced by the young whites hanging 
around Dorchester is that “the niggers 
are taking over the schools.” 

Reporters and politicians have been 
more concerned with the immediate 
causes of this latest skirmish in the an- 
nual Dorchester student race war, but 
the root causes are more important. 
Underlying the violence of the past 
week are the same “causes” which 
created this city’s racially segregated 
school system. 

(Although it is still only vaguely 
realized by the general public, the 
federal suit against the Boston School 
System charges the school administra- 
tion de jure segregation — the same 
sort of legal and administrative action 
to separate the races found in

Talking Politics 


A Politically Brilliant ‘Non-Decision’?

When State Community Affairs Com- 
missioner Lewis_S.W. Crampton an- 
nounced two weeks ago that he was will- 
ing to “conditionally” approve the Park 
Plaza urban renewal project for downtown 
Boston, it looked for all the world like a 
cop-out, a non-decision. 

It looked like Crampton, caught in a 
political bind, feeling pressures from all 
directions, was afraid to give the project 
either a straight yes or no and had tried so 
hard to please everyone that he ended up 
with a shaky, unhealthy compromise that 
actually pleased no one. Now, looking 
back at the events that have transpired 
just prior to that announcement and in its 
wake, it still smacks of being a ‘“non- 
decision,” but a politically brilliant one. 
It has had the effect of taking the onus for 
killing the project — if, in fact, it dies — 
off the governor, it has given Crampton a 
defense against the charge of being a 
“puppet” or “stooge,’”’ and it has placed 
both Crampton and Frank Sargent on the 
side of the angels. 

Not bad for a non-decision. 

And also not too bad when you consider 
that last spring, after Sargent fired 
Crampton’s predecessor, Miles Mahoney, 
for refusing to buckle under to intense 
pressures and approve what he considered 
to be a fatally-flawed and illegal plan, 
everyone assumed that the next com- 
missioner, whoever he was, would be a 
hack, a whore, who would have his mind 
made up for him about Park Plaza before 
he even took office. 

Sargent had as much as said so. At the 
press conference when he announced his 
“‘reluctant’’ acceptance of Comr. 
Mahoney’s resignation and also 
castigated Mahoney as a “narrow-minded 
bureaucrat,’’ the governor urged the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and the 
Park Plaza developers, Boston Urban 
Associates, to resubmit the plan a third 
time. 

Asked if he thought there was any 
chance his next DCA commissioner might 
also reject the plans, the governor smiled 
and said,‘‘No.” | 

So the stage, it seemed, was certainly 
set for a hack to come in and take the 
post, at least long enough to do the gover- 
nor’s bidding. But Lew Crampton didn’t 
seem to fit that description, and when he 
accepted the post a week or two later both 
he and Sargent stressed that he was only 
given the job on an “interim” basis to 
keep the department rolling until a per- 
manent replacement could be found. 
Sargent said he did not expect Crampton 
to be making the big Park Plaza decision. 
In fact, Sargent’s aides had asked Cramp- 
ton point-blank how he felt about the con- 
troversy before offering him the post. 

When Crampton said he thought that 
Miles Mahoney had done the right thing, 
he «~ all offered the job, but with the 
viear understanding that he would not 
rule on Park Plaza. And the governor took 
a signed resignation from Crampton in 
advance. 

Lew Crampton was not a particularly 
wise choice to head a state agency that 
the governor had plans, however tenuous, 
to manipulate because, though not as 
stridently moralistic as Miles Mahoney, 
Crampton is one of those few bureaucrats

who can see beyond the expediency of 


day-to-day politics. He is hardly non- 
political. On the contrary, he is a protege 
of Secretary of Communities and 
Development Tom Atkins who, by the 
way, cast several votes in favor of Park 
Plaza when he was a member of the 
Boston City Council. But Crampton is 
still an idealist, however cautious and 
defensive, and has even spent a night in 
jail for principle. 


Once on Fort Hill 


It was in the summer of 1968 when peo- 
ple were getting busted on the streets of 
Boston and Cambridge for selling copies 
of Avatar, the outrageous little un- 
derground tabloid that printed four letter 
words in baroque script in the centerfold. 
Lew Crainpton was living on Fort Hill 
then and was co-editor of Avatar for the 


first three issues. In protest against the 


Death Knell for Park Plaza 


On Friday, Park Plaza, called by 
some the ambitious privately-financed 
renewal project and by others the most 
blatent land grab attempt in Boston’s 
hisotry, was officially declared dead. 


Here’s what happened most 
recently: 

Sept. 3 — Gov. Sargent as much as 
promised that Park Plaza will be ap- 
proved within two weeks. 

Sept. 15 — Late on Friday after- 
noon, the Department of Community 
Affairs (DCA) announced that a con- 
ditional approval of Park Plaza would 
be forthcoming. 

Sept. 19 — Cmmr. Crampton. an- 
nounced the plan would be approved if 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority 


and the developers could agree to 18 
conditions including future DCA 
review of an environmental impact 
study. 

Sept. 25 — The BRA said Cramp- 
ton’s environmental review would 
make the project unworkable and 
offered alternate proposal designed to 
remove him from the review procedure. 
Crampton rejects the proposals. 

Sept. 27 — BRA Director Robert T. 
Kenney announced the developer, 
Boston Urban Associates, had pulled 
out of the project and that “further 
communication about Park Plaza is 
useless.”’ 

Sept. 28 — Lew Crampton officially 
disapproved the project with “deep 


regret.” 


busts, all staff members including 
Crampton went out to Harvard Square 
one night, sold the paper, and Crampton 
was one of those who got arrested. They 
were all eventually vindicated in court. 


Crampton has also been a community 
organizer, a member of the Boston Model 
Neighborhood Board, and has done 
research for the Rand Corporation into 
the field of Chinese pelitics. Crampton 
was not one of the avid devotees of Mel 
Lyman, the guru of Fort Hill, while he liv- 
ed there. ‘But I respected Mel,”’ he says. 

Not the background of the political 
hack that Gov. Sargent needed to assure 
an approval of Park Plaza. Indeed, the 
feeling in Mayor White’s office is that the 
governor, busy with other things, 
somehow forgot who Crampton was until 
the Park Plaza plan had been resub- 
mitted, the Dept. of Comminity Affairs 
(DCA) began new hearings, and it was too 
late to replace him. 

Not a very believable scenario. Actual- 
ly, Sargent’s staff made concerted efforts 
to recruit a permanent commissioner but, 
with the exception of a few imcompetents 
whose appointment to the post would 
create embarrassment, no one could be 
found who would accept the job, which 
now had the “stooge” stigma attached to 
it and was to be phased out of existence 
under reorganization. “They might as 
well do away with the whole department 
since the governor has set himself up to 
make the decision himself anyway,” 
noted one Park Plaza foe — and that pret- 
ty much summed up the prevailing at- 
titude. 

So it was back to Crampton because he 
was there. Would he agree to sit in on the 
Park Plaza hearings after all? “I realized,” 
he says, “that it was a tough and tricky 
situation. I didn’t want to be put in a 
situation where I had to rubber-stamp the 


same plan that Miles had rejected. 


“But I wanted to see if the proposal 
could be improved. And, since I had been 
deputy commissioner, I had a feeling for 
the department. I didn’t want it to 
backslide. I didn’t want to let the good 
programs that Miles had started come un- 
der the domain of a political hack. 


“T accepted it as a challenge.” 


But the main challenge, it seems, is still 


for Crampton to convince people that he 
is his own man. He claims that he could 
have rejected the plan outright a couple of 
weeks ago with the governor’s reluctant 
support, and he claims that throughout 
his negotiations on Park Plaza ‘‘the gover- 
nor’s office has not been riding herd on 
me” as was done with Miles Mahoney. 


Crampton’s Claim 


All that is a little hard to swallow after 
all the heavy-handed political in- 
terference which preceded Crampton’s 
entry into the fray. And opponents of the 
project note that every time Crampton sat 
down with lawyers for the BRA or the 
developers, Bill Young, the governor’s 
lawyer, was there and his very presence 
served as intimidation. 

But there is also some supporting 
evidence for Crampton’s claim. There is 
the obvious point that, since his job will

Latin American War 


After seven weeks in Cuba this summer 
I left for Madrid on my way home to 
Boston. Throughout those weeks, the 
Cuban newspapers had been printing 
ominous reports from Chile. Many of 
them. All factual. No rhetoric, no 
polemics, no editorializing. Just what was 
happening. Bad news. I had the sense that 
everyone in Cuba who read the national 
daily newspapers, Granma and Juventud 
Rebelde (Rebel Youth), one of the official 
organs of the Cuban Communist Party, 
the other of the Young Communist 
League, knew what was about to occur in 
Chile. Not simply that a coup was on the 
way. But that the privileged classes of 
Chile, operating through the military and 
certain of the sympathy and support of 
private U.S. interests as well as the public 
agencies with which they are inter- 
nationally allied — The CIA, Pentagon, 
State Department — were going to use 
force and violence to overthrow a 
democratically elected government. 

Score one for the Cuban newspapers. 
And for the political intelligence of the 
Cuban people, an intelligence which the 
newspapers have helped to form. God 
knows the newspapers there are often 
pretty heavy. Even the sports page. I 
mean there are reprints from the works of 
Marx, Lenin, Jose Marti and so forth; tex- 
ts of speeches not only by Fidel Castro but 
by many another leader; chronicles of the 
comings and goings of dignitaries, 
delegations, teams. And yet, given a ma- 
jor event such as the class warfare in 
Chile, who was who and what was what, 
the “‘official’”” Cuban newspapers did a job 
which, we are told, is the basic job of a 
press: They informed people. 

Not after the fact but before. This in- 
terests me. Many years as a small-city 
newspaper editor in the U.S. and more 
years than that as a reader of the papers, 
started me wondering why the “‘free press’ 
seldom if-ever lets people know about 
something important in time for people to 
act. The Pentagon Papers are a case in 
point. So is Watergate. Also The Bay of 
Pigs. And Chile. Why is it, too, that the 
great U.S. newspapers feel able to take 
pride in themselves when they get around 
to printing the news — or some of it, 
anyway — months or years late? Late, 
that is, in terms of the standard which I 
am using to measure the performance of a 
press: Informing people in time for people 
to act. I do not think it is an unwarran- 
table standard. What else is the first 
amendment supposed to mean? 


A Chance to Act 


Information, of course, doesn’t 
guarantee that people will act. But it 
gives them a chance. Information on Chile 
would at least have permitted the people 
of the United States to know that their 
government, while making it extremely 
hard for the Allende administration to 
secure the international financial 
agreements necessary to keep the Chilean 
economy somewhat stable, was at the 
same time sending millions of dollars of 
military aid to the generals and admirals 
who eventually, when the economy was in 
terrible shape, turned their guns and 
dropped their bombs on the government 
of Chile. A conspiracy concocted by U.S. 
imperialism and Chilean militarism? 
Who needs such language? Conditions 
which the U.S. government helped to 
create were fundamentally responsible for 
what happened to Chile. 


This is now not only a matter or record,. 
it. was, over the past few years, a matter of 
fact. Of facts. All of which a, U.S. press 
might have printed prominently day after 
day, thus furnishing, an opportunity for 
people to decide if they wanted their 
government to behave in that fashion. I 
am not naive enough to assume that 
the press really wants people to learn-how 
to think and act in their own interest, in 
the interest of the general welfare, in the 
interest of humanity. It just seems to me 
shameful that the press pretends not only 
to be public-spirited but to be giving us 
the news, when it does no such thing. 

Not, anyway, until a CIA-sponsored in- 
vasion of another country has been con- 
ducted,..an.election has been. stolen, 


more than ten-year undeclared war has 
been waged against people who dare to 
desire freedom from foreigners, a 
democratically elected government and 
its elected president have been done to 
death. Then, after a safe while, the facts 
may break into print. And Pulitzer prizes 
awarded. It’s enough to turn a person into 
a cynic or a communist. Which are the 
routes being traveled by more than a few, 
although that is only to say that the 
polarization process here is in its early 
and dark stages. 

Why comehome to Boston fromCuba by 
way of Madrid? Because I had a friend 
with me, my 13-year-old son. Here is the 
way things work. If you cannot qualify 
with the U.S. State Department Passport 
Divison as having a reason for going to

Cuba that suits their government ma- 
jesties, then, by some coincidental 


mechanics, the sovereign government of _ 


Mexico will permit you to pass through its 
territory on the air link to Havana but it 
will not permit you to return in reverse 
direction. I happen to have a contract 
with a most respectable publishing firm 
to prepare a book on the youth of Cuba. 
So that moves somebody or other in the 
Passport Divison to affix a stamp in my 
passport which affirms that ‘This 
passport is valid for one round trip to 


Cuba.” What a business. And not a peep, _ 


as far as I know, out of the powers of the 
“free press’ in protest against so flagrant 
an authoritarian interference with their 
right to go where they please, while they 
lament the restrictions other governments 
impose on the freedom of their citizens to 
cross national borders. 

My son has no contract with a 
publisher. He simply wanted to go on a 
trip with his tather and for twelve years 
the ‘Passport Division has routinely 
denied any such family applications for 
visits to Cuba. Thus we flew from Havana 
to Madrid, Madrid to New York, New 
York to Boston. As it turned out, however, 
Madrid was a not inappropriate place to 
be only a few days before the Chilean 


oligarchy pulled off its coup. More than 35 © 


years ago, a Spanish oligarchy did exactly _ 
the same, with outside help furnished by. : 


the Nazis of Germany and the Italian 


Fascists, in what history has taught us — 


was the prelude to the second world war. 


So we are still in that period of struggle, ~ 
still learning the lesson’ that privileged ~~ 


people have no intention of allowing — 


democracy to go,so far as to-redistribute 
the wealth, to lay hands upon the <ources 


of privilege in land, mines, mills and tac _ 


tories. In a sense it’s like the lesson the 
powers-that-be of the U.S. taught the 
youth of the country at Kent State. You 
get too uppity, said privilege to the young, 
and we'll kill you. Bang! You see? A little 
time goes by before the press discovers 
that for some reason or other the young 
people on the campuses have quieted 
down, that their mood has become 


a’. passive. Connections never get drawn.

and not a word of respect for Allende 


More than a thousand on hand to hear how: 
he made mistakes, chose wrong tactics, 
“failed to perceive,” misread his texts .. . 
but no praise, no lament, for Allende 


Such heartfelt heartlessness marks the mode 
of the North American left, which could have 
observed that even in Venezuela the leaders 
decreed three days of mourning for a man 


who was dead, who was dead-and died fighting 
alone at his post at the end, having ordered 
the others to leave with their lives while he 

conducted the final rites of his high office . . . 


Surely us who have never sat in the seat 

of decision, nor faced death, nor even 
started making a Revolution might question 
our right to ‘‘hold a meeting” for Chile 


and say not one word of homage to the memory 
of Salvador Allende, might question our right 
to stay silent and the bearing this has, this 
lack of love and courtesy, on our own politics 


But it is all connected. During my 
weeks in Cuba I often raised the matter of 
the possibility of restored relationships 
between the U.S. arid Cuba. I raised it 
with students, workers, trade union of- 


- ficers, leaders of the Young Communist 


League, of the Communist Party, govern- 
ment officials, people in the street, 
writers. artists, professors and so forth. 
The first thing to note is that it was 
always I who raised the question. The 
Cubans didn’t, although they were 
perfectly willing to talk about it. And if 
anyone thinks that Cubans are waiting 
anxiously for the day when an administra- 
tion in Washington announces that it is 
willing to bestow upon Cuba the blessing 
of direct diplomatic relations, they have 
another think coming. Cubans — not the 
Cuban government as such but Cubans, 
Cubans generally — just can’t get the 
idea out of their heads that the monied 


_and propertied and privileged elements of 


this country exercise decisive control over 
government; that among these elements 
are the interests which once exercised 
decisive control over Cuba; and that they 
have a hankering to do so again. 

The record of the past 15 years, a 
Cuban will tell you, is proof enough for 
their case. Efforts to isolate Cuba in Latin 
America; an economic blockade; an inva- 
sion sponsored, financed and directed by 
the CIA; incessant raids and infiltrations; 
plots to assassinate Cuban leaders; 
pressures on other governments and on 
private business in Europe and Asia; 
these are the means which financial and 
corporate forces in the U.S. have chosen 
to use in endeavors to re-impose their rule 
in Cuba. None of which has worked. But 


is this to say that the interests have given 


up their heart’s desire? Please excuse us, 
say Cubans, if the thought crosses our 
mind that now that all other measures 
have failed to collapse our Revolution, the 
measure of “normalizing relations” might 
be proposed in order to do an inside job on 
us. So while we wish to be on friendly 
terms with the people of the United 
States, and while we realize that many of 
your people honestly wish to be friends 
with us, and while we would regard the 
dropping of the economic blockade as 
something productive of new conditions 
making discussions possible, we hope you 
will understand that we intend to keep 
our eyes open for Trojan horses. 

Such conversations took place before 
the Allende government was shot down in 
Chile. It is my guess that if I were talking 
now with Cubans, they would politely but 
emphatically cite Chile as another piece 
of evidence for the attitude they hold. 


Especially when it was the election in 
1970 of the Popular Unity slate headed by 
Allende which started a process of expan- 
ding relationships between Cuba and 
Latin American nations that appeared to 
be making it politically necessary for the 
Nixon Administration to reconsider its 
Cuban policy. Under these cir- 
cumstances, even lacking any more 


details than are generally available in the - 


economic-denial and military-aid course 
pursued toward Chile by the Nixon Ad- 
ministration, the Cubans can hardly be 
faulted for regarding the overthrow of 
Allende, the establishment of a Chilean 
military dictatorship, the signs of a re- 
entry of private U.S. interests into that 
country, as events confirming their sur- 
mises as to the power of these interests in 
determining overall U.S. policies in Latin 
America. 


But it is not only the Cubans who can 
be expected to draw conclusions from 
Chile, where a laboratory experiment in 
economic and social change was being 
conducted. For years every scholar study- 
ing Latin America has agreed that such 
changes are going to come, one way or 
another. In Cuba they came by armed 


' struggle after Batista in 1952 foreclosed 


elections and seized control of govern- 
ment in much the same fashion as the 
Chilean generals. The Allende ad- 
ministration had been trying to bring 
about the necessary changes through a 
political process. Now, everywhere in 
Latin America, impoverished and suffer- 
ing millions have been instructed that 
armed revolution is their only alternative 
for achieving changes in their lives and 
lot. Nor was it Fidel Castro who offered 
the instruction. It was the military of 
Chile, the privileged classes of Chile, and 
their friends in business and government 
in the United States. 


That is to say, as the returns on what 
has happened in Chile begin to come in, 
over the years, across Latin America, the 
people of the United States will be con- 
fronted by challenges to their intelligence, 
reason and morality that will make the 
challenges of Vietnam, drastic as these 
were, seem modest by comparison. The 
act of the Chilean generals amounts to a 
declaration of Latin American war. As the 
war develops, the people of the United 
States will be compelled to choose sides. 
In so doing we will be deciding not just the 
fate of Latin Americans but our own. Will 
the press provide the facts on this matter 
in time for us to decide and to act as we 
should? Bretheren and sisteren, let us 


pray. 
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Moynihan’s Back at his Favorite Game

They’re at it again out there. At Foggy 
Bottom and on the Georgetown cocktail 
circuit, at the U.N. and on Brattle Street, 
and, for all I know, in Hell’s Kitchen, 


they’re talking about Daniel Patrick 


Moynihan again. 

It began the way it always does, with a 
few reports in the press, attributed to 
highly placed sources, or some such, that 
Moynihan was up for a Big Job. The 
rumors began while Moynihan was in 
town, and intensified when he left for a 
few days. Then, demurely, after they had 
percolated long enough, the Ambassador 
did allow as how, shucks, gee whiz, there 
just might be a little something, well 
heck, there was a little job, you see, but he 
hadn’t really made up his mind. 

DPM was back at his favorite game. 

I am a Moynihan watcher. Some of my 
friends watch Kissinger, some of them 
watch Nixon. I even have a cousin in 
Washington who used to watch 
Ehrlichman and Haldeman, before the 
Fall. They all think they’re on to the most 
interesting apparatchik in town. They’re 
not. I am. 

Daniel Patrick Moynihan has spilled 
Scotch on my best suit, lectured me (and 
ten other tablemates) on the significance 
of Lionel Trilling, drunk my gin and tonic 
when the waiter confused our drinks, and 
with great satisfaction, explained to me 
the responsibilities of the journalist. I was 
sitting at the next table when he heard 
that LBJ had died, I have even been in 
the sanctum sanctorum of his Francis 
Avenue, Cambridge manse, hearing about 


his ambitions and his dreams. There are’ 


times when I almost think I know him. 


This lurid fascination of mine began in- 
nocently enough, when I was in college, 
three years ago. I was sitting in the new- 
sroom at the Harvard Crimson one spring 
afternoon, trying to find something to 
write about to help forget that finals were 
coming. There was very little news 
around, and everyone seeined to have 
pounced on what there was — people were 


writing sidebars on sidebars on stories 
that usually wouldn’t have gotten house 
room — when a telephone tip came in 
that Moynihan was about to leave Har- 
vard and take off to Cornell. I pounced on 
it. It took my mind off History 161. 
Moynihan, of course, was not available 
for comment. In fact, his secretary said, 
she didn’t know where he was, and, if she

had known, she wouldn’t have told me. 
He seemed not to be at home, or at his 
farm in Cooperstown, New York, hard by 
the baseball Hall of Fame. (I soon dis- 
covered that this is his standard M.O. 
Once a rumor is successfully launched, 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan disappears 
someplace — probably to the nearest 
Marriott Motel — to let the rumor 
blossom and be nurtured by his absense. 
What better hiding place then New 
Delhi? 

The official people at Cornell, of course, 
weren't talking. Somebody at the Cornell 
Sun reported that Moynihan had been on 
campus the week before, and shortly 
thereafter a rumor appeared that he was 
about to be offered the Senior 
Professorship — named after a man nam- 
ed Senior, not a rank — Cornell’s most 
distinguished academic post. This is also 
part of the M.O. It was shortly after he 
appeared in Washington last week that 
the rumor appeared that he was coming 
back to the State Department. Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan trails rumors behind 


him the way the old Queen Elizabeth 
trailed foam. 


The Great Man Beckons 


It developed, not surprisingly, that the 
black faculty and student organization at 
Cornell had taken issue with the appoint- 
ment of Moynihan, an act which I duly 
reported. Finally, it seemed, the offer had 
fallen through, or so, at least a depart- 
ment chairman at Cornell told me. When 
I printed that, along with the fact that 
Moynihan had been using the Cornell 
offer as leverage to get the Harvard 
Government Department to make him a 
Professor of Government, and rescue him 
from his low-prestige professorship at the 
School of Education, I heard from the 
Great Man for the first time. 

One morning, Moynihan’s secretary 
called to inform me that the Professor 
desired my presence that evening at his 
home. I spent the day exhilarated and 
anxious wondering whether I was on to a 
big story or in for a big tongue lashing. At 
the appointed hour, wearing my best suit, 
I knocked at the door. 

I was greeted by Moynihan and his dog, 
both of whom shook hands with me. The 
latter trotted outside, while the former led 
me to his library, sat me down, and went 
to get two scotches. He took a full five 
minutes, giving me the opportunity to 
soak up the atmosphere: the academic 
hoods and robes of seemingly in- 
numerable honorary doctorates hanging 
on the back of the door, the shelves, filled 
with books by and about Moynihan, the 
framed back issues of magazines with 
you-know-who on the cover, photographs 
of DPM with the Great and Mighty, and 
other memorabilia of his quiet and simple 
life. 


At last he returned, lost his footing for a 
fraction of a second, and sloshed part of 
my drink on me. He apologized, decorous- 
ly, and I assured him it was nothing 
serious, wondering what the hidden 


meaning of the gesture was. Then the in- 
terview began. 

“You’re probably wondering why I 
summoned you here, Mr. Ryan. Ahhh, 
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summoned.... I shouldn’t say that, I’m 
not in the Cabinet anymore, now am I? 
Why I asked you here.’’ This was 
Moynihan’s way of introducing the topic. 

I admitted that curiosity about his 
motives had been one of the things on my 
mind that day. Not surprisingly, he told 
me that my articles had prompted the 
phone call. 


He began to outline his objections to 
the stories. On the first point, he had me 
dead to rights. I had set the date of a 
department meeting a week after it ac- 
tually took place. My source had gotten 
the date wrong. The second point was a 
two-sentence description of the Moynihan 
Report which a copy editor had inserted 
into a story after I wrote it, but which 
seemed fairly accurate to me in any case. 
We went round and round on these two 
points for close to an hour, before agreeing 
to disagree. 


The whole discussion was a curious ver- 
bal ballet. Surely Moynihan hadn’t called 
me in to talk about two minor points — 
even he admitted they were minor — 
which could have been handled in a letter 
to the editor. Finally I realized what was 
happening. Although he declined to dis- 
cuss the Cornell offer at all, he referred 
back to it often — and always in the pre- 
sent tense, although my source had 
assured me that Cornell was no longer 
considering him. And so Moynihan went 
on, trying to convince me that the job 
offer was still operative, hoping that I 
might help convince everyone else. 


A Doenitz Subaltern? 


He didn’t get the Cornell job, nor did he 
get the title of Professor of Government at 
Harvard at that point. The next year, he 
was allowed to give courses in the Govern- 
ment Department, though, and he 
managed to move his office for the year 
from the Center for Educational policy 
Research Center to the more substantial, 
granite Littauer Center for Public Ad- 
ministration. I used to see him around the 
University, in his corduroy suits or his 
seersucker suits or, more often, his crazy 


blue blazer with a crest on the pocket and: 
red stripes on the cuffs that made him 
look like one of Admiral Doenitz’s sub- 
alterns or a history master at a bad prep 
school. We had no further dealings of con- 
sequence and he began to fade from my 
consciousness. 


It was about a year ago that I got a 
phone call from a friend of mine, the 
education editor of one of the daily 
papers. She had just seen Moynihan at a 
cocktail party, she said, and he had in- 
advertently given her what looked like a 
big scoop. He let slip the fact that he was 
thinking of going to Cornell, leaving Har- 
vard forever. She wanted to find out 
where to check it out. 


After I stopped laughing, I gave her the 
name of a friend in the Government 
Department. Sure enough, Moynihan was 
back on the agenda, trying one more time 
to get in to the Government Department, 
pressing his cold nose against the warm 
window glass of respectability and hoping 
this time, that a door would open. 


This time it did, and now Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan is a Professor of 
Government at Harvard. He didn’t have 
to go to Cornell. He didn’t even have to 
float rumors in the press that he was leav- 
ing. I know nothing about the politics of 
his new job, but he seems to have ac- 
complished it with a new tactic. This time 
he didn’t spill a Scotch on me, or any 
other reporter, as far as I know. 


Now, the papers say, he’s being con- 
sidered for a big job in Washington. And 
the rumors followed in his wake, after he 
visited the capital. I’m not suggesting 
that he started the rumors this time, and 
I’m not suggesting that there is no truth in 
them. I know nothing about the politics of 
the State department, and I would not be 
the least bit surprised to find Moynihan 
in an important, sensitive, highly visible, 
lucrative, and prestigious position. 
Perhaps this time he isn’t using the press. 
Perhaps this time, he hasn’t even tried to. 
But I’ve just done something I promised 
myself I would never do again.

Where are our yesterdays’ dreamers? 
Where are our sunshine brothers and 
sisters of music, light and bells? Where 
is the spirit, the belief, the magic that 
energized and sustained us through the 
creative years of the 60’s? 

The proud freaks seem to have dis- 
appeared, and so their visions. The 
stone-dreamers and acid-visionaries 
are no longer heard.

In the era of Central Square, ancient 
and venerable stronghold of dreamers’ 
and madmen, Whistling Crow came 
upon the Street Prince of Cambridge. 


There is, among the faces one sees on 
Massachusetts Avenue, a somewhat 
singular face; it is that of a young man, 
extremely slender and tall, with 
angular features, a pointed beard and 
deep but stern brown eyes which 
suggest somehow the aspect of some 
ancient Asiastic general. He can be 
seen at almost any hour, walking 
his shabby but faithful dog, stopping 
from time to time to greet his many 
friends and acquaintances — a moving 
fixture of the Cambridge street world.

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Sargent Wins His Crime D 


ata Battle —

~ Governor Sargent last week won his 
battle with the federal government to 
allow Massachusetts to continue 
withholding information on its residents 
from the FBI’s National Criminal Infor- 
mation Center (NCIC), a national com- 
puter data bank which has been described 
as leaky, and threatening to civil liberties. 
appears now that action by the Sargent 
Administration may make it impossible 
for the computer system to be im- 
plemented as originally designed. 

The victory involved a decision by the 
U.S. Justice Dept. to drop a federal court 
suit that sought to force Massachusetts to 
open its computer bank of criminal 
records, stringently closed here for all but 
pelice, to federal agencies barred from 
access under state law. Those agencies 
were the Small Business Administration, 
which said it needed Massachusetts 
police records to process routine loan 
applications, and the Defense 
Investigative Service, a Defense Depart- 
ment branch which claimed the informa- 
tion for “‘national security” reasons in hir- 
ing. When refused access by the state’s 
Criminal History Board, the SBA froze 
some $30 million in loans, while the DIS 
held up 3000 jobs. 

“We are not prepared,’’ said Gov. 
Sargent in a press conference called 
following the Justice Department decision 
to drop its suit, ‘‘to sell our rights to 
privacy for any amount-of money or any 
number of jobs.” 


Last month, the state also successfully 
held out information from the federal 
CODAP (Client Oriented Drug Applica- 
tion Program) drug program, which had 
made réceipt of federal drug abuse funds 
contingent on a state supplying data that 
would allow the federal government to 
trace the names of addicts treated. 


The larger issue raised when the federal 
suit against the Commonwealth was in- 
itiated last June, was the Sargent Ad- 
ministration’s refusal to link 
Massachusetts, alone of the 50 states, 
with the NCIC, which, if completed as 
originally designed, would supply records 
on 50 million Americans to 40,000 police 
agencies. (See Boston Phoenix, July 24). 
Sargent, in a letter sent directly to his se- 
cond cousin, U.S. Atty. Gen. Elliot 
Richardson, claimed that the federal 
system, unlike the state’s, allowed in its 
computer bank the arrest records of per- 
sons found innocent, domestic political 
intelligence information, unconfirmed 
police suspicions, and even records of un- 
paid parking tickets. The NCIC, says 
Sargent, also differs from Massachusetts 
standards (adopted last January under 
Ch. 805 of state law) in allowing private 
agencies—like banks or credit com- 
panies—to inspect individual 


records—and not allowing the individual 
to check his own dossier. The Sargent 
‘“hold-out” was particularly crucial in 
light of the fact that once a state plugs in, 


its own protected records can be obtained 
through the central FBI system, lacking 
the same safeguards. 

State officials have estimated that 
since the strict state law took effect, more 


than 10,000 individual records requested . 


by nearly 100 unauthorized agencies have 
been protected. 
“Our policy is clear,” said Sargent last 


week. “We have a state Criminal History - 


information system used to combat crime. 
We want to become partners with the 
federal government. We want to join the 


NCIC. But we insist there be rigid © 


guidelines.” 

So what began as a last-ditch letter to 
Richardson from the Governor of a state 
threatened by a federal law suit, has now 
ended that law suit. It now seems possi- 
ble, too, that with Sargent’s stand having 
gained him national publicity (Page One 
Washington Post and Los Angeles 
Times) and the support of six other states, 
that the Massachusetts hold-out could 
result in an end to the NCIC system as 
planned. 

That possibility has emerged both in 
promises by Richardson to investigate the 
NCIC standards, and in the revival of 
legislation filed by Rep. Donald Edwards 
(D-California), which would, in general, 
impose Massachusetts-like standards on 
federal computer systems. 


Testifying before the House Judiciary | 


Committee, considering the Edwards 
legislation last week, Arnold Rosenfeld, 


head of the Massachusetts Criminal 
History Board, told Congressmen 
(including Massachusetts’ Robert 
Drinan) that “it may be that these 
(proposed) safeguards will make it im- 
possible for a centralized computer crime 
center to exist and the project will have to 
be abandoned.” 

Governor’s aides say the Sargent Ad- 
ministration would like such a resolution 
to the state-federal conflict to occur. The 
NCIC would then be scrapped in favor of 
decentralized crime information systems, 
which, although linked by an FBI index, 
would allow the data itself to stay in state 
hands. This would likely limit use of the 
system to police involved in hot pursuit of 
fleeing criminals. 

Whether such a change occurs will like- 
ly be told, in part, by Elliot Richardson’s 
reply to a petition filed last month by the 
American Civil Liberties Union, in which 
Gov. Sargent was a co-signer. The peti- 
tion asks for “administrative review’ of 
the NCIC with an eye toward adopting 
Massachusetts safeguards for the system. 

Richardson, by law, has until October 
15 to reply to that petition. He has 
already displayed a pro-civil liberties 
stance not only in ordering the court suit 
dropped, but in praising a special Health, 
Education and Welfare report, com- 
missioned when he was HEW secretary, 
recommending strict limits on the use of 
social security numbers in federal com- 
puters.

Mississippi. Boston has 4 dual 
school system which funnels blacks into 
one group of high schools and shifts 
whites into another. 

The stories about how the trouble 
started last Tuesday vary greatly, but 
there seems to be general agreement 
among both young blacks and whites that 
what started as a personal fight between 
two or more kids of different races spiral- 
ed somehow into an incoherent battle 
between the races. By Wednesday after- 
noon, it was clear that young whites — 
with the greater numbers — were on the 
offensive. 

Young blacks who wanted to go to 
school at Dot or Woodie were walking into 
a minefield. Dot closed early Wednesday 
and stayed closed through the rest of the 
week but the Woodie stayed open, 
although with sparse attendance. 

The “outside agitators” mentioned by 
the Mayor, police and school officials un- 
doubtedly were present. Among the 
whites, they were local neighborhood 
kids, 19, 20, 21; the kids who are still 
hanging around street corners smoking a 
“J” long after their peers have moved on 
to other things. Among blacks, they were 
not so easily identified, although for in- 
stance there was a man in his mid- 
twenties who led a group of black toughs 
on a rampage down Washington Street 
Wednesday morning in which a gas sta- 
tion, donut shop, and restaurant were 
held up at gunpoint. This group ap- 
parently moved within a larger group that 
broke windows and tangled with groups of 
white students on the street. An elderly 
white man was injured somehow in the 
melee and it was reliably reported that a 
white woman and her baby in a carriage 
were knocked over. 


The reports of the elderly man and the 
mother and child being injured provided 
verbal ammunition for the passions of the 
white teenagers.and their parents. (Police 
had no report of the mother and child in- 
cident. But youth workers in the area 
verified that the mother and the carriage 
with the child were knocked over, possibly 
unintentionally, neither was seriously in- 
jured.) The rampant rumors that the 
child was struck and either thrown into 
the busy street or the carriage containing 
the child was wheeled into the street and 
hit by a passing car were inaccurate. With 
roughly 500-700 white kids roaming 
around Dot High and the Square at 
different times, rumors were generated 
and exaggerated at a ridiculous rate. 

The Mayor’s attack on the unidentified 
black militant group which he claimed 
was obviously trying ‘“‘to incite and to 
destroy” was apparently aimed at De 
Mau Mau, a black nationalist group 
which has had continuous trouble with 
the police and which has gained a reputa- 
tion for violence. Police say one of the im- 
mediate causes of the original fight may 
have been white students harassing 
blacks wearing De Mau Mau support but- 
tons. The role of the group was unclear 
and The Phoenix was unable to reach 
them for comment, but there were ap- 
parently several De Mau Mau members 
at Dot High Wednesday. 

Paul Nevins, president of the 
Dorchester High faculty senate, told 
reporters that he could identify several De 
Mau Mau in the milling crowd at the 
school, but described them in contradic- 
tory roles. “There (were) two cadres,’’ he 
said, “‘one group seemed to be trying to 
restrain; the other tried to incite.” But 
YMCA youth workers — who together 
with street workers from the Alliance for 
Co-ordinated Services and the city’s 
Youth Resource Center were a big factor 
in holding the lid on — say that the De 
Mau Mau seemed to be just urging young 


blacks to return to their homes or at least 
get back into the safety of the black com- 
munity. The anti-white chauvinist 
vocabulary the De Mau Mau use for any 
sort of verbal communication may well 
have been taken for incitement. 

From Wednesday afternoon on, the ac- 
tion seemed to be largely in the white 
community, with large groups of teenage 
whites stalking blacks with knives and 
clubs end being chased about by police 
who patrolled the area in force. 

The police seemed to have behaved 
well; dozens of white kids told me that the 
police seemed to be on the side of the 
blacks; constantly stopping, frisking and 
confiscating clubs and other weapons 
from whites. A judgement was apparently 
made to arrest only selectively, largely for 
specific violent offenses. Black street 
workers reported high feeling among the 
black kids that the police were focusing on 
them. The police were apparently detain- 
ing for a short time groups of black kids 
heading into the white community. 

The terms “white community” and 
“Black community,” like talk of boun- 
daries, are perhaps misleading. 
Dorchester is an area in flux racially, and 
there are many blacks living in 
predominantly white areas and whites in 
black areas, especially around Codman 
Square. Races mingle commonly here and 
friendships cross the racial line. One of 
the scenes that struck me Thursday was 
two young kids, perhaps 12 or 13, one 
black and the other white, standing 
together talking and laughing in front of 
the church in Codman Square. Both were 
holding sticks. They split and a half hour 
later I saw the young white in a mob of 
maybe 70 white boys who went charging 
across the square after about 30 black 
teenage boys and girls who had been 
waiting at the bus stop in front of Girl’s 
Latin. 

Both sides seem to know their enemies 
well enough to overlook disinterested par- 


ties. Several times groups of Blacks with 
sticks passed me in the back streets of the 
neighborhood without comment. And the 
groups of white teenagers, more 
aggressive, while they would charge any 
group of black teenagers, would run right 
past a couple 25 year old blacks standing 
on the sidewalk. Older people, from 20s 
up, seemed to be largely immune from the 
turmoil, although there was quite a bit of 
property destruction. By Thursday after- 
noon, there were roaming cars of white 
teenagers from Southie and Hyde Park. 
Several of the roaming bands of white 
kids had police radios (a common hobby 
in white Dorchester) so they could hear 
the police alerts. ; 

Talking with the kids was wierd. They 
were enjoying their time off from school, 
and they were excited at all the media 
attention — a lot of kids would mention 
talking with so-and-so from channel 5 or 
this reporter from the Globe. “‘Hey man,” 
giggled one 15 year old, “‘you gonna put us 
in the Phoenix too. Wanna get a picture? 
Say there’s gonna be big dooins in 
Dorchester — everyones invited’.”” Hun- 
dreds of armed kids were roaming around, 
ready to rush in a mob and draw blood — 
but there was no passion. They hated 
blacks, they said, but it was a casual 
hatred. And they’d double back when 
they said they hated, adding something 
like “I mean niggers are OK, it’s just 
when they start something.” A 14 year old 
who spent 10 minutes explaining in detail 
how he bashed a black kid in the face with 
a broken fence picket would cover himself 
with: ‘“‘They’re not so bad alone, but they 
try to take over and push you around 
when they get together.” 

The Dorchester riots are rooted in the 
sickeningly casual racism that these kids 
are fed at home with the morning 
oatmeal. The same racism that elects 
Louise Day Hicks (with her green on 
black signs) at the top of the ballot. The 
same racism that segregates the Boston

The Collapse of the Internal Balance of Power 


By Carl Oglesby 

I had to promise not to publish a 
transcript I was allowed to make of a 
recently tape-recorded phone conversa- 
tion — monologue, really — handed me 
on a cassette the other day by someone I 
think I know. I hedged my promise not to. 
I said the tape might change my mind. 
The appeal of truth to be told might prove 
too much to resist. I reminded my source 
how often I renewed my vow not to be a 
keeper of anybody’s Watergate secrets, 
and that my ‘ethic,’ if that’s what to call 
it, was the ethic of See All, Hear All, and 
Tell All, and that my source knew this 
well enough not to trust me, if that’s what 
to call that, with something that really 
didn’t want to be seen by the daylight. 
Because like the dirty old man that I 
basically am, I would flash it. 

I found the tape interesting, though it 
turned out to have no new information on 
it at all. Its value lies more in the way the 
anonymous double-blind informant ex- 
pects us to put known pieces together. We 
are being confronted by a new theory of 
Watergate. New, that is, for stalwarts of 
the major media who have so seadfastly 
resisted straying from the Ervin com- 
mittee’s straight and narrow conception 
of “the Watergate crime,” and who still 
consistently decline concrete analysis in 
favor of impressionism. 

A word about the Ervin committee’s re- 
entrance. Its sorry treatment of the 
witnesses Hunt and Buchanan, but es- 
pecially of the crucial Hunt, who has so 
much to hide and tell, its abject blood- 
curdling surrender before the implicit 
forces of Thou Shalt Not, its paralysis 
before any but the most orthodox lines of 
inquiry, its fatigue — what can this 
mean? Where is the comradeship of the 
spring? Did the summer not restore 
them? Has the research staff been 
alienated? Or is it that the Senators are 
filled with sudden dread at the abyss that 
they now see yawning like hell’s mouth 


dead ahead, the collapse of the internal 
balance of power? 

In brief, as the tape will in its own way 
elucidate, if civil war is what threatens a 
population whose over-all political 
leadership system suddenly starts 
dividing in a power struggle that could 
easily become all out, then we must stand 
a good deal closer to civil war today than 
our good ancestors of 1855 or thereabouts. 
I will take the time to remind the faithful 
that that was the epoch of Moby-Dick, 
the American radical Leviathan, pre- 
critique of the tragedy of absolutist 
technological materialism, a tragedy suf- 
fusing the modern nation state system, 
and therefore young America, already in 
the time of Melville and Calhoun. For my 
money, Moby-Dick is contemporary 
political novel number one if you want to 
understand the full menace of the 
systems-analysis mentality, Kissinger’s 
mentality, which sovereignly computes 
our affairs today, now. Ahab Nixon even 
has his parsees, for what else are these 
agents of established crime so con- 
spicuous now in the cotillion in which he 
dances, these shadowy links to the vaster 
than vast multibillion dollar power 
system based on gambling casinos and 
heroin in the Bahamas, Central America, 
and Las Vegas? Melville is talking in 1850 
to the America of 1973 when he poses the 
question: Why cannot the crew of all races 
and nations rise up and put this mad cap- 
tain in irons? How can so clear a madness 
rule everyone, even Ishmael and Quee- 
queg, and be outlasted by only rolling 


seas?

“Why the hell does Howard Hughes 


need help from a punk like me?” 

The punk in question is only a voice on 
a tape to me: that of an urbane 
pedagogical man of middle age or 
younger. Sometimes another person, my 
source, asks a question. 


‘Though Howard Hughes was a 
multibillionaire and one of the richest 
men in the world, he did not have the 
many multimillions required for TWA to 
buy the new planes. And scouting around 
he went to the Rockefellers and the 
Chase, and they were perfectly willing to 
loan him the money. They could just float 


‘it off their books. 


“David Rockefeller put a clause into 
the loan agreement stipulating that in the 
event of untoreseen circumstances arising 
that would affect the profitability of 
TWA, Hughes and company would 
remove themselves from the active 
management of the company and the 
Rockefeller people would move in. This 
despite the fact that Hughes would con- 
tinue to own 78% of the stock. 


‘“‘—Rockefeller through his 
machinations did maneuver TWA into a 
box. The way he accomplished this is that 
unknown to Hughes one of the vice 
presidents of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
also happened to be the chairman of the 
federal regulatory agency over the airlines 
and another also sat on the banking and 
currency operation. Between the two they 
maneuvered to strengthen other airlines 
and hurt TWA, so its profitability would 
drop. 

“Hughes had for a number of years 
been using the excess profits from Hughes 
Tool Co. to loan money to TWA, in effect 
financing himself, which is considered il- 
legal. Rockefeller then pulled out his full 
array of powers, and after forcing TWA 
into a position where its profits were fall- 
ing, he took Hughes to court. The judge 
was an appointee of a Rockefeller senator. 
And the judge ruled that under the terms 
of the loan he had signed with Rockefeller, 
despite the fact that Hughes was still 78 
percent owner of the corporation, 
Rockefeller did in fact have the right to 


take over TWA’s operations. 

“—-Then to add insult to injury, 
Rockefeller forced him to sell his interest 
in TWA for $436 million. He was badly 
beaten in that one. Then a few months 
later, after managing the new TWA for a 
while, Rockefeller operations instituted a 
new suit. It was a bizarre thing because in 
effect what they had done is that they had 
reviewed the books and they had filed a 
suit against Hughes as a person for mis- 
management of TWA which quote hurt 
the stockholders. This is ridiculous 
because Hughes was the stockholders. 
But the judge ruled that he had to pay 
$160 million in damages. 


‘Then Rockefeller’s people pushed 
their own operation all the way into TWA 
and were doing exactly what Hughes was 
doing with Hughes Tool Company, which 
was financing and paying money into 
TWA to make it go. The difference is that 
it’s illegal for a tool company to function 
as a banker, whereas Chase Manhattan 
Bank is a banker. All right? 


“This is where they put Hughes into 
the box. And Hughes, in order to meet the 
many problems relating to this, including 
hanging on to Hughes Tool, went to cer- 
tain underground bankers. That’s how 
the Rockefeller people forced him into the 
hands of the mob. 


Other voice: “‘When was this?” 

“Hang on, I’ve got a cross index. 
(Pages turning.) It was ’67 or ’68. It wasn’t 
too long after Charles Percy’s daughter 
Sharon married John D. Rockefeller IV. 
That’s when the Percys really got their 
chunk of the Chase Manhattan Bank. 


Other voice: ‘Was this after or prior to 
the time you mentioned about this 
nephew of Hughes going to Las Vegas for 
a leverage thing?” 

“—-This was all simultaneous, all

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wrapped up in the same package. It was 
the Hughes nephew who initially con- 
tacted me to see what I could do with my 
contacts to help his uncle. At first I 
thought He was joking. Why the hell does 
Howard Hughes need help from a punk 
like me? But he explained things. Said he 
was negotiationg down there with a 
Nevada bank. He also went out to the 
Bank of America. He even went to Rome. 
He went to the Vatican to see what they 
could do with some of their Swiss ac- 
counts.

“After the Meyer Lansky Operation 
got thrown out of Cuba (Columns of the 
July 26 Movement liberated Havana in 
January 1959). they shifted all their 
operations over into the Bahamas.

Paints, a frong for Lansky interests in the 
Bahamas operating out of Tampa. That 
company got shifted and became known 
as Resorts International Ink. It also holds 
an international investigation firm know 
as Intertel, International Intelligence Ink, 
as a subsidiary. (Which Nixon tried in 
1969 to integrate into the White House 
security force. It also works for Hughes.) 
This firm handles a lot of activity within 
the so-called community of intelligence 
networks, nationwide and worldwide. 


“The people who make up the 
management of Intertel are all people 
from the Justice Department who initially 
used to be the Task Force on Crime. So 
they laid down all the rules, regulations, 
guidelines, and techniques under which 
the Justice Department is supposed to at- 
tack organized crime. Then they stepped 
out, left a vacuum now filled by ad- 
ministrative bookends who are simply im- 
plementing those techniques and plans 
and systems that the older boys put in ten 
years ago. So they know exactly what the 
JD is going to use, and they just block it. 
For a consulting fee they sell this 
knowledge to organized crime. Beautiful.

The Picture of Watergate 


As promised, no big news in this. But 
taken as a timely reminder and integrated 
with other things we think we know, it 
allows us to paint a very full picture of 


Watergate. I reduce this picture to bare 
outline below so that at least in one 
dimension we can appreciate the im- 
mense span of the thing. 

Imagine that the executive of the 
modern nation state is a committee acting 
in behalf of a specific coalition of in- 
terests, and not on behalf of a party or in- 
deed, except by inference, of a social 
class. In the case of the Nixon coalition, 
research appears to discover the following 
elements assembled. The Texans. The 
Southern Californians. (Is Disney money 
on Nixon?) The Greek junta and the ship- 
ping magnates behind it. Hughes. The 
Mafia. The Teamsters. Agribusiness. 
Mutual funds. Tidewater and domestic 
oil. Hunt. Getty. Las Vegas. Miami. 
Cuban exiles. The Bahamas. National 
police organizations. ITT. The Pentagon. 
Think of these as forming a board of direc- 
tors with some allocation of votes per seat 
or per share, and conceive Nixon as mere- 
ly a professional politician serving their 
combined will, without personal power 
beyond the executive power conferred 
upon him for purposes of practical ad- 
ministration. 


Hughes apperas to have been making 
his fatal deals with underworld banks at 
the same time he was also making direct 
overtures to Nixon. Indeed his offer to 
finance Nixon’s ’68 campaign in its en- 
tirety could hardly come at the same time 
he was falling under the power of the 
Mafia banking system without being 
somehow related to it. 


It is a current rising speculation that 


what happened in the semi-famous 
shootout at the Sands Hotel in Nevada in 
November 1970 — Hughes’s post- 
Rockefeller headquarters — is that the 
Hughes empire, in its vulnerable position, 
fell to a power play backed by the same 
Mafia-Teamster combine which already 
had Hughes so deeply in debt. As a result 
of this, the Mafia-Teamster combine 
became in effect the Mafia-Teamster- 
Hughes combine. And this new 
amalgamation, coupled with who knows 
whatever other commotions of alignment 
and realignment resulted in an over-all 
shift of power within the Nixon coalition 
such that to an extent till then not 
paralleled, the presidency fell under the 
heavy influence, if not the outright con- 
trol, of a cabal headed by organized 
crime. 


It may have been this sudden lurch to 
the criminal (fascist) right within the 
Nixon group in November 1970 that 
precipitated what I conceive as the three 
countermoves against him from the 
Yankee CIA. First, most recently, the 
countermove of McCord, which blew the 
cover on the palace police and its 
significance. Second, before that, the 
countermove ot Klisberg, which blew the 
right wing fiction-that the Vietnam war 
was Kennedy’s and the CIA’s baby. And 
third, before that. as I will argue in a 
succeeding installment, the countermove 
of Clifford Irving of “*Hughes-hoax” fame, 
which might have blown the story of the 
links between Hughes, Nixon, and big 
crime in early ‘72, had it been permitted 
succeed. 
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The Day the Gays Went up to the Hill

They were all over, meeting in the halls, 
consoling each other about those 
legislators who wouldn’t vote right 
because they’ve “‘just still got some hang- 
ups,’ and being pleasantly surprised at 
the openness with which other lawmakers 
greeted them, bumping into each other 
coming out of offices, and snickering at 
the wariness of the elevator operators. 

It was Gay Americans’ Day at the State 
House. 


Bob Dow, president of the Homophile 
Union of Boston, was excited, because 
even though there were only about 150 or 
so in the crowd which descended on the 
State House last Wednesday, it had come 
off very smoothly. “It was just like Show 
and Tell,” he said. “‘Now they know that 
we can gather a good group of people 
together.” 


Barney Frank, the community’s cham- 
pion on Beacon Hill, whose gay rights 
bills this past year got only 16 votes, was 
also pleased. ‘‘Those legislators I talked to 
about the day,” he told the closing press 
conference, “were pleasantly surprised — 
but for an unpleasant reason.”’ Unplea- 


sant, because “‘we’re still in a universe 
where people have dismal expectations 


about how minority groups are going to - 


misbehave.” The gays weren’t misbehav- 
ing, really. It wasn’t a zap in the old sense 
of the word. 

Of course, Barney had to admit, there 
were those legislators who weren’t im- 
pressed, and his survey wasn’t complete. 
“A couple wanted to know why the gays 
were here. I told them, ‘Because they 
decided to come.” And everybody, even 
the gays themselves, knew they were a 
long way from getting their rights co- 
dified. A one-day Gay Americans’ Day 
might help break some stereotypes, but it 
wouldn’t necessarily pass bills. 

The Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts (ACLU), the state chapter 
of Americans for Democratic Action 


Boston’s Gay Americans at the State House 


(ADA), Citizens for Participation in 
Political Action (CPPax) and the eastern 
Massachusetts chapter of National 
Organization for Women (NOW) did 
show up, however, to reiterate their sup- 
port for repeal of the sodomy laws and in- 
clusion of the phrase ‘‘sexual preference” 
in the anti-discrimination statutes. 
Representatives from the League of 
Women Voters and Cooperative 
Metropolitan Ministries, and from the 
House Speaker’s and Senate President’s 
office joined in the closing panel on how to 


lobby effectively. The Rev. John Eller, 
director of research for the Speaker of the 
House warned the gays that the road to 
legislative reform was a long haul, and 
recommended that they might have a 
better chance working for their rights 
through the judicial system. CLU leader 
Joan Tuttle conceded that increasing the 
16 votes the gays were able to get last year 
for their bills was a hard row to hoe, but 
held out some hope for amendment of the 
anti-discrimination act. 

Barney Frank suggested that the gays 


also press their case through ad- 
ministrative channels. “The city could 
have easily harassed the (gay) coffee 
house on Charles Street,” he observed. 
“But it didn’t.” Frank also noted that as 
few as 10 letters from constituents on a 
given issue might also sway a legislator. 
“Twenty-five letters on a single issue is 
considered a flood,’’ he said, and the other 
panelists didn’t disagree. Not only didn’t 
disagree, but added that if the gays really 
wanted to change some laws, they might 
get their friends and kin in other parts of

be abolished in five months or so anyway, 
it is unlikely that a man with Crampton’s 
background would sell out completely to 
hold onto it. 

Also, Miles Mahoney’s charge of illegal 
interference by the governor’s staff with 
his statutory duties last March is still 
open to investigation by Attorney General 
Robert Quinn, Sargent’s political 
nemesis, and there would, therefore, be a 
natural reluctance to make it look like the 
decision was in the bag from the begin- 
ning. 

And it may simply be that it is no 


longer in Sargent’s political interest to. 


railroad Kevin White’s pet project 
through the DCA — if it ever was. 

One source reports that Park Plaza 
developer Mortimer Zuckerman overdid 
his pressure tactics to the point that 
Sargent’s people became “sick of being 
used by him.” And we remember Miles 
Mahoney’s claim that, privately, 
Sargent’s staff and legal advisers agreed 
that the plan was faulty, but wanted the 
issues decided in the courts to get the 
onus for rejecting it off Sargent. 

The prevailing attitude in the gover- 
nor’s office now seems to be that, though 
it would have been nice if Crampton had 
given the project his unconditional ap- 
proval on his own, there is nothing to be 
gained, in balance, from twisting his arm. 
Crampton’s “resignation” was returned to 
him two months ago and, more recently, 
Sargent is reported to have run into 
Crampton in a State House lobby and 
asked, quite matter-of-factly, “Are you 


said yes, he was sure, and the governor 
just shrugged his shoulders. 

Sargent’s chief secretary, Jack 
Flannery, has been saying of late, “I just 
want Park Plaza to go away.” 

If Crampton was placed under any 
restriction, it may simply have been that 
if he had to send Park Plaza packing, at 
least do it in a way that won’t give Mayor 
White an excuse to send his legions of 
hardhats up Beacon Hill to camp on 
Sargent’s doorstep the way they did last 
year. 

Crampton’s “conditional approval’’ of 
the plan, therefore, may have ac- 
complished exactly that — sound the 
death knell for the project without leaving 
the governor vulnerable. 

In effect, Crampton told the BRA and 
the developers that they must agree, in 
writing, to one sticky condition — that he 


_reserves the right to review a yet-to-be- 


conducted environmental impact study of 
the building mass and architectural 
design. 

It’s a condition that puts Crampton an 
arguable legal ground since a badly word- 
ed and as yet untested state law requires 
that he make an environmental finding 
but is vague about when. It’s also a condi- 
tion that the developers have insisted 
they can’t live with. Zuckerman has said 
that if Crampton retains power to veto the 
project at some future date, it could not 
be financed and becomes unworkable. 


The Sticking Point 


The BRA and developers were hoping 
to remove Crampton from the review 
procedure, leaving it in the hands of En- 
vironmental Affairs Secretary Charlés 
Foster, who is only empowered to check 
the impact report for its technical ac- 


is unacceptable to Crampton and it is on 
this point that the project has been stall- 
ed. 

“We had reached such an impasse over 
this point in negotiations,” Crampton 
says, “that I was considering rejecting the 
plan outright. But I finally decided, the 
hell with it, I'll make them eat the en- 
vironmental review if they want the pro- 
ject. If they accepted that final point, we 
could build a good project.” 

And if not Mortimer Zuckerman 
becomes the villain of the piece and the 
governor comes off as the protector of the 
environment. 

If Park Plaza really is dead, what 
happens to the “creeping blight” in Park 
Square that we’ve heard so much about? 
Well the mayor’s office feels that the Park 
Plaza experience will have effectively 
scared off all potential developers and 
that the area is in deep trouble. But the 
Park Square businessmen who have been 
fighting the project claim they have their 
own plans to rehabilitate existing 
buildings and improve the area without 
massive renewal. 

They also point out that the threat of 
Park Plaza has contributed directly to the 
area’s deterioration since landlords have 
been reluctant to invest in the 
maintenance of buildings scheduled to be 
taken by eminent domain. The death of 
Park Plaza may, in itself, be enough, 
ironically, to revitalize the area, they 
claim. 

“Zuckerman has an edifice complex,” 
Crampton quipped. It was more than just 
a bad pun, because Crampton also made 
very friendly overtures to Zuckerman 
when he announced his conditions for ap- 
p val. ‘“‘He wants to build a monument,” 
Crampton said. “I don’t know whether he 
wants it to be a monument to the city or a 


monument to himself, but it makes no 
difference. He intends to go forward and I 
believe he has the skills to do it.” 

However, the people who don’t believe 
the answer to Park Square’s problems is a 
monument to Mort Zuckerman are still 
suspicious and uneasy. They suspect that 
Zuckerman plans, somehow, to make an 
eleventh hour concession on the en- 
vironmental point to distract the media’s 
attention from other serious flaws that 
still exist in the plan. Zuckerman, after 
all, has been threatening to pack up and 
leave town since the first Miles Mahoney 
rejection well over a year ago, and he’ 8 
still here. 

Reports are, however, that Zuckerman 
has his own internal problems that are 
threatening to break up his infant 
development firm, Boston Urban 
Associates. His partner, Edward H. 
Linde, wants out, sources say, because he 
fears Zuckerman is too wrapped up in 
Park Plaza and the firm will never do 
anything else. Zuckerman has said 
privately that “given the choice between 
my partnership or the project, I’ll take the 
partnership.” 

It may be just another idle threat, but 
even so, Zuckerman has carried the game 
of brinkmanship pretty far this time. “My 
position won’t change,” he said in a late 
night phone call just prior to going to 
press. “ There is nothing to add to my 
previous comments.” He sounded very 
weary. “I don’t want to talk about it at 
all. I’m leaving town.” 

It’s just a vacation, we’re told. Zucker- 
man will be back and Park Plaza, which 
has been declared prematurely dead 
before, could come back with him. But it 
was more his tone of voice. Zuckerman 
sounded this time like he, too, just 
wanted to see Park Plaza go away.

Larry DiCara, 4th, 22,896 votes; Coun- 
cillor Joseph M. Tierney, 5th, 19,387 
votes; Frederick C. Langone, 6th, 19,059 
votes; Patrick F. McDonough, 7th 16,910 
votes; Councillor Gerald F. O’Leary, 8th, 
16,841 votes. It was hard work for the not- 
so-highly visible incumbents.

schools. It’s hatred without anger, robbed 
even of the humanity of passion. 


It’s so much more than that, of course, 
too. The recent trouble may well have 
been started by Black agitators, was in- 
deed exploited by black hoods, may well 
have been fed by isolationist tendencies 
among the black students. And at the 


school, the first gang fights may have 
been at the instigation of blacks. 


But what kept it going was plain simple 
casual white racism. A fight is a fight and 
society can endure them — but what 
reared it’s head among white Dorchester 
at the end of last week was the psychology 
of the pogrom. 


It rose because it had reinforcement 
from the general community, and it is a 
problem apart from and more dangerous 
than the gang violence at the schools. It 
will sicken us for decades. 


Youth Alliance street worker Ken 
Jerrier, a tall tousle haired blond from the 


Codman Square neighborhood who 
handles programs at both the local 
YMCA and the Woodrow Wilson School, 
was perhaps the most effective civilian on 
the streets dealing with the white kids. He 
knew literally hundreds by name; they 
seemed to respect him. Ken talked to me 
Friday about what had happened Thurs- 
day night, too exasperated to be angry. 
White gangs roamed the streets, ducking 
the police, hunting blacks, getting drunk, 
smashing windows. 


“But there were actually grown men 
there,” he said, “parents some of them, 
giving them encouragement from the 
sidelines.” A teacher from one of the local 
heavily black elementary schools dropped 
in at the Y and suggested aloud, that 
someone ought to just line the blacks up 
against the wall and shoot them. “Can 
you imagine that, while that was going on 
outside, this grown man, supposedly, 
educated man, who’s teaching black kids, 
says a thing like that!” 

And the neighborhood scratches it’s 
collective head and wonders why it’s

“I understand your desire to think it 
over, Mr. and Mrs. Smith, after all it’s a 
large investment, but I’d like to find out 
your specific objections so I may help you. 
What is it you object to? 

“Is it the color? No. Is it the comfort of 
the seats? No. Is it the safety features 
built in? No. Is it my integrity? No. is 
it. 

The manual cautions the salesman not 
to hesitate before asking the specific 
questions because the customer will 
usually respond, “It’s everything.” 

The . specific questions prevent the 
customer from probing his or her own 
mind for the negative feeling (however 
slight) about the car and the sale. 

CLOSING ON AN OBJECTION 
eliminates all objections except money. 
Unless the customer can come up with an 
objection, the salesman will ask one final 
question after the exhuastive passel of 
specific questions — “Is it the price?” 

More often than not, the customer will 
say, “Yes.” It’s a reflex. Nobody wants to 
spend more money than necessary on a 
new car. The salesman then heads for the 
kill. 

“Do I understand you correctly, Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith, that the only thing that 
separates us is price? If you can get the 
price you want, you will buy the car.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith have two responses 
besides walking out the door. They can 
agree with the salesman and eliminate 


every other consideration except price, or ‘an exaggerated price for your trade-in.

buzz saw because if the Smiths can find 
an objection, the salesman will answer it, 


‘then comeback with “Is price now the 


only thing separating us?” 

Why reduce everything to a price fight? 
Psychological. If you can get the customer 
to admit that price is all that separates 
him or her from a sale (or any other objec- 
tion, incidentally), then the customer will 
either have to buy the car or go back on 
his or her earlier statement. 

The objection game asks for rational 
objections that can be verbalized. Since it 
is hard for the customer to verbalize 
quickly some visceral or emotional feeling 
about the car, the customer may shut up 
and become entrapped by “Is price all 
that separates us?” 

Women, incidentally, are often harder 
to sell then men. There is no pressure for 
them to be able to make a rational objec- 
tion or keep quiet. It suffices that they 
object, fold their arms, and sit like the 
Rock of Gibraltar while the salesman tries 
to find an objection. 

After reducing the argument to price, 
there is only one way out besides playing 
the price game — tell the salesman you 
want to shop a comparative model. 

The salesman will show you com- 
petitive literature, which should be infor- 
mative. He is also forced to let you out the 
door if you’re strong about it. But beware 
because the tricks come now. 

It’s here where you can get lowballed or 
highballed. A lowball is a price so low that 
nobody can sell the car at it. A highball is 


The salesman quotes the price, merrily es- 
’ courts you to the door, and encourages 
you to shop around. 

After being told at five or six 
dealerships that the salesman is bullshit- 
ting you, back you trot to find out for 
yourself. He wasn’t bullshitting. 

“Sure,” the salesman says, “I'll sell it 
for X price. Just okay the purchase price 
on this line (Salesmen never say, “Sign.” 
It’s psychologically unnerving) and may I 
have a $200 deposit.” 

“Gosh, I’m sorry. The sales manager 
won’t okay the purchase,”’ says the 
salesman after going for approval (The 
sales manager must approve all sales). “I 
tried my best but he wants $450 more.” 

After you have exploded with claims of 
fraud and a tirade about how you could 
buy the car down the street for $200 less, 
the salesman, who now knows the lowest 
price offered you, tries to sell you at that 
price. 

As unethical as lowballing or highball- 
ing is, it works. It can be avoided by 
purchasing a dealer’s cost automobile 
book available at any bookstore. Don’t let 
the salesman know you have it! Go into 
the bathroom, figure the price, and if his 
offer is near cost, say, “Yes, but I want 
your sales manager to approve the price 
before I give a deposit, because it sounds 
like a lowball.” 

If the sales manager will not approve 
the price, walk out. You do not want to 
buy from a lowballing salesman. It is en- 
tirely possible the sales manager will ap- 
prove the sale, however, to avoid being 
caught in a lowball, but don’t count on it. 


When you are given a price for the 
trade-in, ask to see the book used to figure 
the. average trade-in value. If the 
salesman will not show you, threaten to 
walk out. You'll see the book and know if 
you have been highballed. 

But let’s say you didn’t turn the sales 
pitch off with shopping comparative 
models, but want to play the price game. 
You are, after all, interested in purchas- 
ing a car, but don’t want to get ripped off 
or high pressured. 

Here are some tricks that dealers and 
salesmen play. First, never fall for the 
good guy, bad guy routine that is almost 
always set up. 


The salesman finds out the price you 
want and pretends to fight for it against 
the sales manager, who “like any 
businessman wants to make as much a 
profit as he can. Wouldn’t you do it if you 
were in hs shoes, Mr. Smith?” 

Bunk. They’re both trying to squeeze as 
much as they can. If you have the dealer’s 
cost price book with you, you can estimate 
the squeeze. 

An average gross profit is between $350- 
$500 depending upon the car. Sub- 
compacts have a lower profit, which is 
why there is often little to no discount. 

The profit can be made in two ways. If 
you have been given a liberal allowance 
for the trade-in, you’ll get less on the dis- 
count. It merely gives the salesman two 
dimensions to move. 

Another trick to convince you to buy is

a free gift. Ford, for example, has offered 
100 free gallons of gas with every purchase 
of a full-size model. Somewhere along the 
line, it comes from the profit. 

Be most wary when the dealership 
rather than the manufacturer is offering 
| the free gift. It comes directly from the 
( gross profit on the car. At the dealership 
where I worked, we were told to figure 
that into the sale. 

If we would discount a car $300, while 
the free gas deal was on, we would only 
discount $262 because the gas cost us $38. 
Check the dealer’s advertising afterwards 
if you buy a car. While it is doubtful a 
dealership would try to screw you out of 
the gift (the fine is worse than the cost of 
the gift), it never hurts to check. 

On a double sale that I made, the 
customers were not sent the 100 gallons of 
free gas because the profit was so low on 
both cars. It was a clear violation of 
Massachusetts advertising laws to which I 
was an accomplice for failure to report it. 
One trusts that God will forgive the 
dealer. 


The Silent Treatment 


When it comes to the actual signing 
Ford tells its salesmen to shut up. 

SHUT UP???? A slick-talkin’-isn’t- 
this-a-beauty-here-kick-the-tires car 
salesman shutting up? You better believe 


it. When the salesman says, “The car will 
cost X amount,” and asks you to “Okay 
the agreement,” he shuts up. You can 
either sign or give a reason why not. 

“Whoever talks first,” says the sales 
manual, “‘is the loser.’’ So the best way to 
avoid being trapped if you don’t want to 
sign is to keep your mouth shut until the 
salesman cannot keep silent any longer. 
This is your strongest weapon because you 
have won the battle on his terms. 

If you don’t sign, haven’t been low- 
balled or highballed, have you finally 
gotten out of the woods? Can you proceed 
to shop some more? Almost, but not 
quite. 

There are a few trick closes and some 
outright deceptions that the dealership 
can use. Play along, they can be fun. 

One that I saw almost work is an out- 
right lie used to fire potential buyer’s ego 
and create a legitimate reason to buy now. 

The sale had progressed, but the 
customers were hesitating. 

A manager not yet associated with the 
deal entered the arena. “I saw the car out 
there, Mr. and Mrs. Smith (not their real 
name), and I came over because I think I 
know someone who might buy it.” 

He asked the Smiths about gas mileage, 
alignment, etc., went to a nearby 
telephone within hearing distance and 
called his wife or a friend who knew the 
game. 

“Say, Mr. Wilson, this is Shady 
McSale at Greater Boston Hubmobile. 
You told me last week you were interested 
in a super-charged Moch IV that’s three 
or four years old. Well, we have one that 
might be coming in and I’d like to 


describe it to you if you're still interested 
(Pause.)” 

The managers described the car by first 
playing it up then tearing it down. He 
ended by saying there had to be some 
work done, but “would you like to see it.” 

After a pause for a iew seconds. and 
some friendly chatter he beamed over to 
the Smiths and announced that he 
thought this guy would buy it only it had 
to go into the body shop or repair shop 
real fast for a tune-up, brake work or 
whatever. 

It gave the customer the impression 
that the dealership takes care of its used 
cars — brownie points for the dealership. 
It made the customers think he has a hot 
trade-in — ego trip for the buyer. And 
created a buy-now reason — we want that 
trade-in. 

If there is any hesitancy on the 
customer’s part, this trick is great because 
the manager (or another salesman) then 
goes to bat for the customer and Presto! 


My Pen or Yours? 


“‘Mr. Smith, we can sell you the car for 
the price you wanted because we want 
that trade-in. Will you okay the 
agreement? By the way, do you want to 
use my pen or yours?” 

Ford calls this CLOSING ON A 
MINOR QUESTION. It’s a small psy- 
chological ploy meant to divert some 
thought from the major question, should 
you buy the car? 

The customer, if he has a lot to think 
about, will shift to “‘your-pen-or-his”’ for a 


split second. If he decides on either pen, 
he will sign. Watch out for this one, it’s 
tricky. 

I used this close on a couple once and 
they almost bought it. The used car 
manager even went $200 more than what 
the customer asked, but it still didn’t 
work. Came close as hell though. 

These are not the only closes. Ford has 
a few more in the bag of better ideas. 
Appeals to pity; attempts to confuse. One 
that should be recognized is the “It’s-all- 
my-fault-you-did-not-buy-the-car-where- 
did-I-go-wrong?”’ close. If anyone tries 
this, don’t even respond. Just walk out. 

Another is the Ben Franklin. It 
attempts to get you to make two columns 
on a sheet of paper, put down the reasons 
for buying on one side, the reasons against 
on the other. Whichever side has more 
reasons wins. ““That’s how Ben Franklin 
made up his mind on tough decisions,” 
the salesman will say. 

Ford recommends it because the 
customer’s mind cannot shift fast enough 
from the Yesses to the Nos, so the manual 
says. It is, I would guess, an obscure close, 
but be careful. 

All in all, there are hundreds of tricks to 
pressure you into buying. You shouldn’t 
turn off as soon as you hear any. After all, 
you want to buy a car, or, at least, look. 
Nor are all dealers and salesmen dis- 
honest. 

Car dealerships aren’t all dens of con- 
niving, slick salesmen who plot how to 
screw consumers. The dealership I worked 
at tried hard to give good service, but 
harder to sell the cars to service. 

Like all dealerships, ‘They sell for less

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and still service best.’”” So when you look 
in the newspaper for advertisements, ig- 
nore them. It’s funny how every day of the 
year is the best time to buy. 

Choosing the dealership is hard. Talk to 
your friends with cars you may be in- 
terested in, to hear their experiences. 
Beware of advice from mechanics. Most 
salesmen set up a system of bird dogs, 
who are paid from $25 to $50 for referring 
someone to the salesman provided a sale 
is made. Mechanics make great bird dogs. 

And if you’re buying a used car, the 
same game will be played with nary an ex- 
ception. Just be aware that you are en- 
titled to the name and address of the 
former owner of the car. If you don’t call 
them before buying, Caveat Emptor! 

Also ask to see the ‘“‘Blue Book,”’ which 
is used to determine used car values. It’s 
published monthly so make sure it’s an 
up-to-date book. 

Watch used car mileage. Odometers 
cannot be turned back by law. So no 
dealer is going to let anyone know except 
the guy who turns it back. 

Look carefully at the odometer. If the 

numbers in the thousands, hundred, and 
ten columns ere not in a straight line, it’s 
an indication that the meter was 
tampered with. Point it out to the 
salesman and ask him if an independent 
mechanic can check the car. 
_ In fact, you should always have an in- 
dependent mechanic check the car before 
you buy it. If the salesman will not allow 
it, don’t buy the car. 

As the man said, “Buying a car should 
be an emotionally satisfying experience.” 
That should be your bellwether. If 


- something doesn’t seem right to you, 


don’t buy. Go home and think. 

If you’re worried about something, keep 
looking around. Remember one thing 
about new cars. Salesmen want to sell 
from stock, so the pressure will flow in 
that direction. 

But don’t be afraid to order a car and 
wait six weeks for one that has exactly 
what you want. The six weeks pale to in- 
significance compared to the four or five 
years you'll have to live with the car. 


Leave Money Home 


There is really only one sure fire way to 
set the salesman on his ear. When you’re 
psyching yourself at home to fight the 
good fight, take your wallet and 


‘checkbook out of your pants or pocket- 


book and put them in your dresser 
drawer. Then shop. 

If you have no money, you can’t make a 
deposit. The purchase agreement is 
worthless without the money. If you’re 
determined to shop around don’t carry 
money. Just don’t announce it as you 
walk through the door. 

If you are carrying deposit money, don’t 
act paranoid. The last person who prefac- 
ed everything with “I’m only shopping” 
got lowballed because I was being treated 
like slime. Salesmen are human beings 
too. 

Control is the, salesman’s strongest 
weapon. If he can’t control the flow of the 
sales pitch, all the pressure will 
evaporate. So, keep quiet. Don’t respond. 

If he asks you to “‘Okay the purchase,” 
and you aren’t ready, just keep your 
mouth shut until the salesmans curiosity 


is peaked. Better than that, take a 
sheet of blank paper and write something 
on it. The salesman should be curious 
enough to ask. 

But most of all, don’t be afraid to use 
your ultimate weapon — your feet. The 
car will be there the next morning. There 
is no reason in the world to buy today. 

When you go in to buy a car, ask 
questions. You should write them down 
beforehand. Tell the salesman about your 
driving habits. Maybe you don’t need the 


large engine. Ask about options. They 
cost money, but some add to the resale 
value — air conditioning in small or mid- 
size cars, for example. 

If you aks questions, you'll get to know 
how much the salesman knows. The less 
he knows; the less he cares (take into ac- 
count his experience). 

And when the pen is in your hand ask 
yourself one question — Is this emotional- 
ly satisfying? If it isn’t, maybe you better 
think it over.

spread of urban decay” was filed before 
homesteading proposals surfaced over the 
summer. Nonetheless it seems like a 
logical extension of the Ianella proposal. 
Timilty’s bill, Senate 1896, aiming in 
part at filling the housing vacuum left by 
Nixon, would establish a revolving fund of 
low-interest, fully-insured housing 
rehabilitation loans under the supervision 
of a Massachusetts Housing Rehabilita- 
tion Agency. Loans would be provided by 
banks and insurance companies, among 
other institutions, and insured by the 
state. Under the act, “neighborhood 
preservation programs’ would be es- 
tablished to designate which areas would 
qualify for the special loans. 
Christopher Lane of the Urban Affairs 
Committee staff makes no guesses on the 
bill’s chance for survival. He says frankly, 
though, that ‘‘we need a committment 
from the financial community for this bill 
to pass. If we don’t get banks interested, 


rehab programs won’t happen.” 

Among what Lane calls ‘“‘crucial 
points” in the Timilty bill is possible 
provision to require state-chartered banks 
to allocate a small percentage of their 
assets for housing rehabilitation loans. 


’ That requirement, the result of fear that 


banks would not willingly participate in 
high-risk ventures, has not, according to 
Lane, met with favorable reaction from 
banks. 

Besides the Timilty bill, judged to be 
virtually vital to homesteading, a bill that 
would make it easier for municipalities to 
acquire abandoned property, is also mired 
in Urban Affairs. The House Black 
Caucus is also preparing legislation that 
would facilitate financing, but that is not 
likely to be filed before the Legislature 
adjourns next month. 

Ianella aide Bob Kavin says of the 
Timility bill, ‘It doesn’t in itself establish 
homesteading. But it sure would make it 
a lot easier.” 

“There are a lot of people,”’ says Dave 
Strohm, “who think homesteading is the 
optimum resolution of urban problems. If 
it serves the right people, it might be.”

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Weatherpeople’s Reunion: 


A Mellow Party 


By Connie Paige 


From New York City — The party is 
in a nondescript apartment house in the 
West one hundred sixties — near the 
George Washington bridge — in a 
neighborhood so seedy that the slim UPI 
reporter hesitated coming at night. She 
need not have feared anything except the 
smell of the City here, rank as an un- 
scoured toilet. 

Inside is a joyful crush of Weatherfolks 
come together to celebrate their long over- 
due reunion with each other and with 
Howie Machtinger. A 1966 graduate of 
Columbia, one-time masters candidate at 
the University of Chicago, antiwar ac- 
tivist and finally Weatherman, 
Machtinger has just been picked up by 
the FBI as a fugitive from justice. 

He sits in state on a couch across from a 
wall of windows partly obscured by potted 
plants. Weatherwomen join him, hug 
him, beam at him while he regales them 
with anecdotes form his most recent night 
in jail. 

“It was like a college orientation. These 
agents stood in one corner and I waited in 
another and they came over one by one to 
check me out. They have their job to do 
and I have mine. They have their thing, 
their collective, like, and it’s all very dis- 
ciplined. The first guy, he says to me, 
‘You seen any good movies lately?’ 
Nothing serious... ” 

As the crowds flush in and out, some 
arriving late after previewing a new movie 
on the Attica uprising, as women dance 
with women, a grandmotherly lady sits 
patiently in a rocking chair flanking 
Howie. She smiles beatifically all evening 
and through her lack of similarity with 
the others dominates the room. 

“One reason I brought my mother 
here,”’ says Howie, “‘is to convince her 
that what I’ve been doing has some 
power to it and some love. We all need 
that.” 

It’s a mellow party, congenial. There is 
little drinking and less dope. Some of 
these people have every reason to be 
cautious. 


Howie himself deals with us only in 
metaphor, revealing very little about his 
activities these last few years. He waits 
for his lawyer before he will speak to us in 
an interview that at first he seemed eager 
to grant. Because my companion will be 
doing press work for an upcoming 
Weatherpeople’s trial, though, Howie 
trusts us more than he does the UPI 
reporter, who has tried to pass herself off 
as a former member of Harvard-Radcliffe 
SDS. When he asked her if she knew 
Jared Isreal, she said he was a good friend. 
If she had had any contact with SDS, she 
would have known that Jared Isreal, a 
leader in the Cambridge Progressive 
Labor Party, was an arch-enemy to 
Weatherfolks. 


* * 


On April 2, 1970, Howie Machtinger 
and eleven other activists were indicted 
by a federal grand jury of conspiring to 
cross state lines to incite a riot, in viola- 
tion of Title 18, Sections 371 and 2101 of 
the United States Code, better known as 
the Rap Brown Act. The Chicago 
‘“‘conspirators”’ and their counterparts in a 
similar indictment in Detroit face a possi- 
ble five years in jail if the cases come to 
trial. Two of Machtinger’s alleged co- 
conspirators, Judy Clark and Linda 
Evans, ahve been nabbed also, and a 
third, Terry Robbins, is dead, blown to 
bits in the freak townhouse explosion in 
March, 1970. All the rest in the Chicago 
case are underground, or at least have not 
yet been apprehended by the government. 

Machtinger, according to friends was 
an important ideologue in the Chicago 
Weatherbureau. the strategy center for 
the Weathermen. Though not as well 
touted by the media as his fellow 
“‘conspirators’”’ Mark Rudd and Bernar- 
dine Dohrn, Machtinger was one of the 
architects of the SDS position paper from 
which Weatherman got its name: ‘You 
don’t need a Weatherman to know wich 
way the wind blows.” The presentation of 
this document at a convention in June, 


1969 marked the culmination of a split 
within a disintegrating, student-based 
SDS, and the formulation of a new tactic 
to bring the Revolution home. 
Throughout the following summer and 


fall, in ever-evolving fashion, the thrust of 


the Weatherman faction was to create 
revolutionary cadres of young white 
militants recruited from working-class 
neighborhoods. Weatherpeople saw these 
cadres as the shock troops supporting 
anti-imperialist struggles elsewhere and 
the liberation movements of blacks and 
Third World people in this country. In 
several cities collectives raided working- 
class high schools and colleges, even 
beaches and street-corner hangouts. Dur- 
ing this phase, by accident if not by 
design, Weatherman resembled some of 
the earlier tough-guy sects — like the 
New York Up-Against-the-Wall- 
Motherfuckers — which deliberately 
created scenes in order to draw attention 
to their politics. 

By October of 1969, the Weatherpeople 
had attracted a predictably minuscule 
working-class following, but were con- 
tinuing with plans for a Chicago National 
Action, later dubbed the ‘Days of Rage”’ 
by non-Weatherpeople. The four Days of 
Rage, from October 8 through 11, con- 
sisted mostly of trashing and head-on 
conflict with the police, during which 
scores of militants and 75 police and local 
officials were injured. According to 
Kirkpatrick Sales’ book SDS, damages 
and expenses amounted to over $180,000, 
including National Guard fees, property 
destruction and $20,000 worth of medical 
expenses for Chicago’s Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Richard Elrod who attacked 
a demonstrator, rammed himself into a 
wall and was paralyzed from the waist 
down. 


This was the riot which Machtinger and 
the others indicted in Chicago allegedly 
conspired to organize. 

By late 1969, when Weatherpeople had 
as much as decided to go underground, a 


_ “National War Council” was held in 


Flint, Michigan. There the delegates com- 
mitted themselves to armed struggle 
against the State, what subsequently 
would become a rash of sabotage 
engineered so skillfully that federal 
authorities have as-yet to discover the in- 
dividual perpetrators. 


During a fall offensive in 1970, 
Weatherpeople blew up Chicago’s police 
statue in Haymarket Square (the second 
such assault), the Hall of Justice in Marin 
County,California and a Long Island 
Court House in New York. When Nixon 
extended the Indochina War into Laos, a 
toilet in the Capitol was bombed in 
March, 1971. Later in August, shortly 
after the murder of George Jackson, the 
San Francisco Department of Corrections 
office was blown up, as was the same in- 
stitution in Albany in September follow- 
ing the Attica massacre. The next year in 
May, in retaliation against Nixon’s es- 
calation of the bombing in North Viet- 
nam, Weatherpeople set off explosives in 
the Air Force sector of the Pentagon. 
There were many more acts of violence, 
some that Weatherpeople have claimed 
via the underground press, other they 
have yet to acknowledge. 


The indictment handed down in 
Detroit details plans for a conspiracy to 
carry on such sabotage and traces the 
whereabouts of the ‘‘conspirators’’ 
through December of 1970, but,. like the 
Chicago indictment, charges no in- 
dividuals with these specific acts. New 
developments suggest the prosecution 
may want to drop its conspiracy charges.

‘When I was at West.Street Prison the 
other night,” said Howie, ‘‘some prisoner 
asked what I was charged withand I said 
something about being in a demonstra- 
tion. He said, ‘Demonstration? You a 
vacuum cleaner salesman?’ ” 

In contrast to the prisoner who cares lit- 
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tle about the Weathermen, 
the demonstrations, sit;{ns; ri 
campus rebellions and :terrorism of t 
last decade, Howie sees the vast majority 
of Americans as irrevocably transforméd 
by the sixties, Like the black cop who took’ 
him to his New York Court hearing who 
couldn't believe that Allende had com- 
mitted suicide because ‘‘they don’t work 
that way.” 

“Typical New York hip.cynicism, and I: 
never heard anything like it. It wasn’t-like 
their consciousness was advanced, or even 
that progressive, but it was just in a new 
place.” 

The message to the Left is clear, for 
him, that the new awareness that the 
liberation struggles sparked over time can 
be forged into revolutionary con- 
sciousness. 

“There are basic things that people do 
to carry on life,’”’ he says. “You know, they 
bring up kids and eat together — those 
things in and of themselves can reflect 
people’s consciousness, and the con- 
sciousness is not separated from what 
people do. What we have to do is to show 
how things that people are doing reflect 
the changes they go through. You’ve got 
to be into something that’s real, that’s not 
just some kind of ego trip. It’s got to have 
a root.” 

Judy Clark, fellow Chicago 
‘‘conspirator,’’ interrupts Howie to 
clarify. “Four years ago we were allowing 
ourselves to react to the world, to react to 
Vietnam — totally — and living in 
Chicago, say, to react to the state of 
police terror against people in that com- 
munity, against black people. In the 


atting’ we went thréugh in- 


process of 
relate to” other*people who weren't ex- 
periencing that process in exactly the 
same way. We were right, partly, becuase 
some. people weren’t reacting at all. But 
we've begun understanding over the last 
few years. that building a movement is 
part of a process and we have to com- 
municate that more. 

“Like with the Chicago trials. Having 
a trial is the hardest thing you have to do, 
but you try to turn it around and make it 
into the most positive thing you can. We 
have to communicate now what our ac- 
tions were all about then, why we felt it 
was necessary to show our militancy and 
seriousness and be voracious about it. We 
have to validate it by explaining it to peo- 
ple we didn’t explain it to four years ago.” 


Their remarks testify to a new maturity 
that was absent from the youthful, ragtag 
band that formed the Weatherpeople 
four years ago. Their hope signals a 
defiance in the face of governmental 
repression that has led many to believe 
the movement is all but dead. 

“People were really crazy when I was 
going to school ten, fifteen years ago,” 
says Howie. ‘They were really suckers for 
all kinds of crazy shit. They said, I want 
to be a nice person, and yet they ended up 
giving up on that really early. People are 
giving up on that a little later and they’re 
also giving up less.” 

* * *

és,'but wé couldn't exactly 
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without money and without prospects but 
he adapted quickly to the life of city-shuf- 
fling. 

He lived from meal to meal (he would 
sometimes sweep the floor of the old Sun- 
ny Place Pizza in exchange for a sausage 
sub). He drifted from apartment to apart- 
ment (exclusive of brief crashes and one- 
night stands, he claims a total of 19 
separate addresses in the last four years). 
And when he had no real address, he slept 
on roofs and in cellars (he abandoned 
cellar-sleeping, though, when he awoke 
one damp and dreary basement-morn to 
find a giant slug sharing his soggy bed.) 

’ Now if all this may sound like little 
more than plain and simple down-and- 
out, it’s not. It has it’s own rationale. The 
Street Prince, remember, is a man of prin- 
ciple. 

He says that living from hand to mouth 
and with persistent insecurity is not simp- 
ly expedient. It is actually his goal. He 
says that he wants to achieve that state of 
mind where he is concerned with nothing, 
where he worries about nothing but his 
next meal. He would like in other words to 
free himself from what he would consider 
useless anxiety, compulsive neurosis. _ 

His strategy seems to be to live a life 
that would drive lesser men crazy. He 
holds no full-time employment, lives by 
himself, claims to think as little as possi- 
ble about the future. His contempt for the 
future, incidentally, is matched by his 
disdain for the past: he says, straight- 
faced, that he very often doesn’t 
remember what he did the previous day. 
And his apparent disregard for both past 
and future have, as well, their own 
rationale. 

“I’ve learned to live more and more 
comfortably while paying less and less 
attention to reality.” 

Reality, to be sure, is something of a 
dirty word to the Street Prince. In the 
great tradition of counter-culture 
philosophers, he would focus on a level of 
being other than that which is commonly 
accepted as the real. In the noble vein of 
spaced-out sci-fi mescal meta physics, he 
speaks of universes other than our own, 
‘Whatever power created our own un- 
iverse with its own particular laws,’’ he 
says ‘‘would soon have grown bored, He. 
would’ certainly have created other worlds 


On a less transcendental plane, the 
Prince demonstrates his contempt for the 
conventions and contrivances of social 
man. He avoids newspapers, disregards as 
many laws as he can and speaks even of 
defying natural law (he explains, self- 
critically that it is only his lack of self- 
discipline which has prevented him until 
now from developing the ability to defy 
gravity.) 

-But:thé Prince has, defied the telephone 


company (to which he has never felt oblig- — 


ed to mail a bill), countless landlords 
(who have sought vainly to track him 
down through his numerous aliases) and 
certain of the more common laws of 
economics. (It should be emphasized, 
though, that the Prince, surprisingly, does 
earn his money legally, albeit 
sporadically). 

The Prince, born 24 years ago in a dying 
south Massachusetts mill. town, is of 
French-Canadian (and part Indian) ex- 
traction. He says: 

“T would like to be like my forefathers 
digging moats around castles in France or 
crawling through the forest after deer in 
Canada.” 


What is finally redeeming about the 
Prince is that his survival philosophy is 
not simply a rationale or smoke screen for 
hostile behavior. The Prince is an uncom- 
monly polite and gentle person. He has 
been known to ignore $400 bills from im- 
patient landlords. But he has also been 
known to go out of his way to pay off a $2 


~debt to a friend. He says: “I believe in 


dealing with people with love and respect 
for myself and for them’”’ (then he adds — 
“in that order,”’ contending that one in- 
sures the other.) 

He describes his attitude towards 
women as “machofeminist.”’ “My per- 
sonal style is macho,” he explains, “but 
my social concept is feminist.” He is fond 
of speaking of his idealized woman as a 
“critter.” He defines “critter” — “a 
strong self-respecting woman, someone 
who is startled by social realities, 
someone apt to be startled and amazed by 
neon signs and paved roads.” 

Elaborating on his self appraisal as 
part-macho, he says: “I would like a 
woman who would follow me.” Then, 
reflectively, almost sadly, he adds: “But 
I’m not going anywhere right now.” 


This, finally, emphasizes the element of 
pathos, seemingly so inherent in the life 
of the Street Prince. While he speaks of 
digging moats and castles: in medieval 
France, he survives by painting 
apartments in Boston high-rises. While he 


speaks of transcending natural laws, he — 


finds himself tied to a life (which, even 
wheii fationalized bears an unmistakably - 


lurid coloration.) And while he would like 
to be followed, he must admit to the fact 
that he is stationary. The Street 
Prince, for all his brave ideas, is subject, 
finally, to the penalties of independence; 
to-poverty; inseeurity and loneliness. 


So there is a quality of sadness to it all. 


But: was it not, really, this bravery, this’ 
pathos, that was the essence, the inspira- 
tion of our generation. Was this not the 
way we once dreamed, lying around in our 
bleary apartments, smoking dope, 
oblivious to what others saw as squalor, 
transcending in our minds, in our visions, 
the consequences of our independence? - 


This was Once our pride. Many of our’ 


brothers and sisters lived and grew by it. 
Some,-it seerfs, still do.

Amazing. Just amazing. 

I’ve been walking around in a kind of 
dumb-assed euphoric stupor all morning 
ever since I picked up the paper and look- 
ed at the standings and realized that it 
was still baseball season after all. 


Sort of. 


A friend of mine dropped in last week. 
“You know,” he said, “I just reread a 
story you wrote back in spring training, 
and it was really incredible. Everything 
you said in that story came true this year. 
Except the Red Sox didn’t win the pen- 
nant.” 

The Red Sox didn’t win the pennant. 
And it occurred to me that just as I didn’t 
think Bill Lee should be a starting 
pitcher, I knew it, just as I knew that 
Rogelio Moret should be a starter and 


that banking on Marty Pattin to win 20 
games was a shaky proposition, that when 
Carl Yastrzemski came alive the Red Sox 
would too, that Reggie Smith would prove 
to be a pain in the ass, just as I knew those 
things I knew the Red Sox were going to 
win the pennant. 


I don’t know if Eddie Kasko talked me - 


into it or if Carl Yastrzemski talked me 
into it or if I talked myself into it, but the 
fact is that I spent this entire summer 
from March on swathed in a bubble of 
elation because I knew I was going to be 
covering the World Series in October, and 
that delusion followed me around the 
American League all season. From the 
time I left Winter Haven until the end of 
August the thought never crossed my 
mind that the Red Sox might not win the 
pennant, and then on Labor Day weekend 
in Milwaukee the bubble burst. 

When Boston lost those three games in 
Milwaukee the season was over, and 


everything since has been a perfunctory 
exercise, playing out the string. Going 
into the weekend series against the 
Brewers, the Sox’ magic number to 
successfully defend their second-place ti- 
tle is two, and they are 10!2 games behind 
Baltimore.

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B.C.’s Bourbon Street Blues

NEW ORLEANS — The suggestion 
that you can’t find the word “South” on 
the Boston College campus is, as they say 
in the deception game, inoperative. A 
vicious Boston University - type joke, 
sounds like. Imagine how any maroon- 
blooded Eagle feels when he hears 
ridiculous stuff about how the wings in 
BC’s new dorms are designated by 
“North” and “Other.”” How J. Donald 
(Skates) Monan, BC’s president, is think- 
ing of having the name of South Street, 
where some BC dorms are located, chang- 
ed to Charlie O’Rourke Avenue. That in 
the history books in BC’s Bapst Library, 
the Civil War is referred to as being 
between the “North” and the “Bad 
Guys.” This is cruelty. This is, as they say 
on The Heights, slandah. 


Granted, the Boston College football 
team’s success in games played in a South 
more southern than South Station hasn’t 
been anything in recent years to merit ad- 
ding another chorus to “For Boston.” In 
fact, every time an Eagle football team 
has ventured into the foreign country of 
Good Ol’ Boys Towns during the Pepsi 
Generation, some have suggested that the 
first lines of the song should go: “For 
Boston, For Boston, we sing our sad 
refrain... . ” Not since 1962 against 
Vanderbilt, kind of the Tufts of the 
South, has BC won a southern road game. 


And if last Saturday night’s disaster 
against Tulane in the land of Jax beer is 
any indication of coming attractions, 
Coach Joe Yukica’s people best be think- 
ing about going to Bates-Colby, Maine- 
Vermont and Harvard-Yale or somewhere 
in the upcoming weekends when they are 
supposed to be playing Texas A&M (the 
29th), Miami (a 20-15 conquerer of No. 1 


Texas last weekend) and West Virginia — 
all On the Road. 

It was not so much that BC lost a foot- 
ball game by what sounds like a respec- 
table 21-16 score, though they didn’t 
deserve to be that close; nor that they ex- 
ecuted generally as well as a group of 
trained bears practicing in groups of twos 
and threes; that their Coach, their 
Leader, Yukica, called the plays for his 
quarterback Gary Marangi from the 
sidelines for the entire game, up until the 
last minute - and - a - half, then told 
Marangi something to the effect, ““You’re 
on your own now, Gary”; even that run- 
ning back Mike Esposito, who is as good 
as anybody, on one running play in the se- 
cond period circled back to about the Gulf 
of Mexico before being trapped for a 25- 
yard loss to put BC in a first half hole 
which it never really got out of. No, it was 
just that once more, with a chance to shut 
up a lot of people in Boston by winning a 
Big Game (translate that to mean: Big 
Southern Game), the Eagles acted with 
all the cool, crisp efficiency of a team of 

‘Gordon Liddys. 

One series of downs late in the first 
period was a thematic flash for a second 
period which has to rank right up there 
with BC’s All-Time, All-Bad, Excessively 
Violent, Off-the-Wall fifteen minutes of 
football. 


The Eagles had scored on the fourth 
play of the game. Steve Foley, the Tulane 
quarterback who was to later perform like 
a combination of Chip Hilton, Frank 
Merriwell and Billie Jean King, had 
funbled on the first play. Runs by 
Esposito and fullback Keith Barnette 
brought the ball to three, and Esposito 
swept right for the score. With the speed 


of a Bourbon Street hooker, BC led 7-0. 


Tulane was then forced to punt, and 
BC, after a clipping penalty, started out 
at its 7-yard line. From there, using strict- 
ly straight-ahead dives, the Eagles moved 
the ball out to the 44. First down. 


First down. Illegal procedure penalty, 
Boston College. First-and-fifteen at the 39. 
Marangi double dribbles the first of about 
six center snaps. Second-and-16 at the 36. 
Esposito sweeps right, and is shut off near 
the sideline. Reverses field, deep. Very 
deep.

But Charlie Hall, 
Tulane’s superb defensive end, catches 
him from behind back at the BC 15. 

Esposito punts the ball 
away. Yukica’s strategy obviously being 
that if BC was to run one more play, 
fourth down may have originated in 
Arkansas. 

Tulane didn’t score on its ensuing 
possession, but the emotion of the first 
half had been tampered with. Instead of 
being behind 0-14 as it looked like they 
might be, the Green Wave was only 
behind by seven, and to a BC team that 
looked like it might never complete 
another running play at certain junctures. 

“After that,” Yukicasaid afterwards,"‘it 
just seemed like we had that same terrible 
field position for a long time, and couldn’t 
get out of it. We kept making mistakes 
and making mistakes and pretty soon we 
were behind 21-7 at halftime.” 

Yukica’s team was behind 21-7 mostly 
due to the efforts of Foley, who by the 
cruelest of ironies turned out to be an 
Irish-Catholic. Twice on semi-broken 
plays, he scrambled past the first line of 
BC defense, made three or four swivel

moves in the open field, pushed and 
orchestrated his blockers and scored. One 
was for 35 yards, the other for 50. Tulane’s 
other touchdown of the second period 
came on a Foley moonball pass to Frank 


Andersen, who beat Steve Sciallaba to the 
deep left corner of the end zone. 


‘Eight times he scrambles in the game,” 
intense BC linebacker coach Bill 
Campbell muttered after the game. “He 
scrambles eight times, and four of those 
times we stuff him completely. But the 
6 ” The others? The Eagle 
linebackers looked like they dug trenches 
in case of a Foley mortar attack — and 
were in them. 


‘When you rush the passer,” explained 
Jim Combs, captain of the BC defense 
and an excellent linebacker, “there's an 
alley between your ends and your tackles. 
It’s not very big, but it’s there. Foley is 
the best I’ve ever seen at looking for it — 
and finding 

‘He certainly did run by some people,” 
Yukica said. “He kept making the big 
play and you don’t count on someone do- 
ing that. But Foley’s not really what I'm 
concerned with. 

“I’m concerned with 15-yard penalties 
and mishandled balls. We were very poor 
offensively.” 

There is no question that BC’s lack of 
precision and smoothness in mere offen- 
sive coordination was the major reason for 
the Eagles inability to do anything at all 
in the first half. But Yukica’s own play 
calling certainly did not help matters 
much. It was as if he had found the follow- 
ing words engraved in the pool of the

Why Quadraphonic? 


By Edward Tatnall/Canby 


“Four loudspeakers? New tape and 
record players — what next?” That is a 
common reaction to the first news of 
quadraphonic sound. After all, your pre- 
sent stereo system works well and sounds 
fine. Is quadraphonic just one more gim- 
mick, like peddling Cadillacs in pairs? 
Our answer, of course, is no. 

In the early 1950’s, the home music in- 
dustry survived a similar changeover, 
doubling everything from mono to stereo. 
“What — two loudspeakers? And one 
makes all the sound I need! A double 
amplifier — how redundant can you get?”’ 
Remember? Yet today, a very high 
proportion of all home music is heard in 
stereo, there are few mono recordings left 
on the market, mostly historical reissues, 
and it is virtually impossible to buy a 
mono music system much larger than a 
transistor radio. Stereo has won our con- 
fidence. Now comes quadraphonic, and it 
is a logical development straight out of 
stereo itself. 

Quadraphonic is not a rich man’s toy, 
as you may suppose. Early installations 
have been expensive (as in early stereo), 
inevitably. But you should know right 
now that quadraphonic sound is best 
suited to home listening rooms. Your liv- 
ing room is where it blooms most easily — 
and it is less, not more, choosy than pre- 
sent stereo when it comes to room 
variations. The four distributed channels 
produce a sound that is very nearly in- 


dependent of the room itself, and thus you ~ 


have a realism that can remove your four 
walls and take you straight into another 
sonic world. 

That sounds like exaggeration. It is no 
more than the truth. One could cite a 
thousand facets of listening experience, 
according to the variety of material 
already available in this form. You will 
find everything from first-line ~~~ to Per- 
sichetti and Puccini, from dra,..er races 
and (yes!) ping pong, or alternatively a 
fourway (doubles) tennis match, to music 
for synthesizer. And there is Bach, 
Beethoven, Mozart, Vivaldi. Every area 
has its own new values. And keep in mind 
that all quadraphonic discs are compati- 
ble. They play as standard stereo (or even 
mono) on all presently existing equip- 
ment. 

We do not automatically appreciate 
each new kind of sound, such as 
quadraphonic, on first hearing. We must, 
to an extent, learn to listen to it. No fancy 
academic courses. We learn as we are 
entertained. Thus a dozen years ago, 
many people could not hear any 
difference between mono and stereo (like 
people who can’t tell a Ford from a 
Chevrolet). Now, those very same people 
generally find stereo natural and “right,” 
whereas an old-type mono’ recording 
seems to lack impact, with an unnatural, 
squeezed kind of effect — however ex- 
cellent its content. There is a lot missing,- 
as our ears now rightly tell us. 

Those of. us who have already been 


listening to quadraponic have come to feel 


the same way about stereo. For us, the 
lack of active sound from the sides and 
back of the room has a kind of passive, 
dragging effect, as though half our system 
had unaccountably died. Are we spoiled? 


Perhaps, but we have simply learned to 
“read’’ the more ample quadraphonic 
message, as you have learned to read 
stereo. 

Take an illuminating analogy. The old 
single-channel mono sound is comparable 
to a single strong electric light in your liv- 
ing room. All the light comes from one 
source. With good placement, with the 
help of diffusion and reflection, you can 
light up your room quite successfully: 
Not, however, with much versatility. 
Much better, perhaps, to use two lights, 
perhaps two good lamps placed apart in 
the most active area of your room. That is 
more or less equivalent to stereo sound. 
Not more light — better, more controlled 
and versatile light. You can see more, do 
more; a fundamental improvement! 

Part of your room, however — to con- 
tinue the analogy — is still inactive, 


merely reflecting light from the actively- - 


illuminated area. Via bright walls and a 
white ceiling, you may have a very well- 
lighted room. And yet —? Why not light 
up the whole space actively? More 
separate light sources, for maximum 
usefulness. Mos tof us have long since 
done exactly this with our living rooms. 
Now let us see what quadraphonic sound 
can do for living room sonics. 


MONO 


The old mono sound, recorded and 
reproduced via a single channel of infor- 
mation, was the only sound we knew dur- 
ing some eighty years of recorded history, 
from the original tinfoil cylinder 
phonograph of 1887 through the long-play 
disc of 1948 and the advanced sound of hi- 
fi magnetic tape in the 1950’s. It was a 
long, fruitful development and the late 
mono sound of the 1950’s still rates as 
superb hi-fi by any standard. 

But the mono system has limits, not 
unlike those of the single electric light. 
Like a flat picture, mono has no dimen- 
sions, except that of near and far — there 
is no left, no right; all the sound comes 
from everywhere. We infer dimension, as 
we do in a picture that is flat; and that is 
good. By spreading out that single sound 
source, via living room reflection from 


walls, chairs, pianos, Venetian blinds, we . 


can give our ears a sense of space — we 
can actually hear the sound of a concert 
hall. Imagination can do wonders, when 
the music itself is inspiring. We should 
never scorn the mono art, for it brought us 
a wealth of fine experience. 

And yet, it did not give our two ears 
enough material to work on. By nature, 
our ears are designed to hear two 
messages at once, minutely different, and 
to derive (as with the two eyes) an ex- 
traordinary array of subtle information 
from those specific differences. The ran- 
dom room reflections of mono helped 
satisfy this need, but the effects were, so 
to speak, purely accidental. We could do 
better than that. 


STEREO 


And so we came to stereo. Its two 
channels of simultaneous information did 
more than merely double the sound. For 
the first time, there were actual, recorded 


differences between two sound®; millions 
of differences of the sort that our ears 
could “decode” into actual dimensions. 
And into a more realistic space. 

First, we could locate specific points of 
direction. Not merely out of each speaker, 
right and left, but actually at an infinite 
number of points between the speakers, 
and out beyond them to each side. We 
could create an entire “‘curtain of sound,” 
the spread of an actual orchestra, a pop 
group, an opera stage, all the way across 
the front of our listening space. There was 
left and right, and all points between. 
(Early stereo demo discs stressed ‘“‘A-B”’ 
sound out of the two speakers, the ping 
pong effect, but that was a misguided use 
of stereo subtlety, as we soon learned.) 

Second and just as important, we could 


enhance the immediacy of the space 
around our music, the feeling of an actual 
hall or room, out beyond the living room 
wall. That is because our perception of 
such spaces also depends on tiny two- 
eared differences, differences at each ear 
in the mass ambient reflections that con- 
stitute the liveness or reverberation inside 
a hall. We decode these into the feeling of 
enclosed space. In mono, we “‘faked”’ the 
effect. Now we could actually project real 
tiny differences, via the two speakers, to 
provide a stronger, more accurate range of 
space clues. Hence the more realistic 
sense of being there, in another and much 
larger space, which stereo uniquely brings 
to our living room listening.

Welcome to true four-channel sound — 
‘music the way it was meant to be heard! 

The Warner, Elektra and Atlantic 
QUADRADISC is a stereo-compatible 
quadraphonic record. Play it on a normal 
stereo (or even monophonic) phonograph, 
and it will sound like a fine stereo (or 
mono) record. But play it through a four- 
channel system equipped with a CD-4 dis- 
crete demodulator and cartridge, and 
you'll hear it in full, breathtaking discrete 
quadraphonic sound. 

That’s because QUADRADISCS carry 
the sum of the right and left front and 
back signals on the normal groove wall. 
Therefore, when you play a 
QUADRADISC record on a stereo 
phonograph, you will hear both the left 
front and left rear signals coming from 
your left stereo speaker and the right front 
and right rear signals coming through 
your right speaker. 

But QUADRADISCS carry not only 
these two combined signals, but also two 
other signals that are never audible. 
These ‘‘carrier”’ signals control your CD-4 
channel demodulator, telling it instant by 
instant just how to reconstruct the 
original four discrete signals so that each 
speaker of the four-channel system will 
produce only the signal it is supposed to 
reproduce. 

That’s important. Because, if each 
speaker is haunted by ghosts from other 
channels, the sound perspective becomes 
blurred, and you can’t really capture all 
the spaciousness, all the sonic excitement 
and brilliant intensity the artists and 
engineers intended you to have. Other 
four-channel record systems (called 
‘matrix’? systems) have this ghost 
problem built-in, even when they are 
“assisted” by elaborate enhancing cir- 
cuits designed to mask the problem. 

What equipment do you need to play 
the QUADRADISC? If you’re only in- 
terested in playing it as a stereo disc, your 
present stereo system will do fine. You 


can play it as long and as often as any 
other record you own, and you'll never 
miss a note. Whenever you're ready to 
move up to true quadraphonic sound, all 
you'll need is a CD-4 demodulator and 
CD-4 cartridge with Shibata-type stylus, 
two extra speakers, and two more 
channels of amplification. If you prefer, 
however, you can preserve your current 
stereo system, putting it in another room 
of the house, and purchase a completely 
new, up-to-date four-channel amplifier or 
receiver and phonograph system with CD- 
4 demodulators and cartridges already 
built in. 

Getting the most from CD-4 discrete 
records is a simple matter of giving CD-4 
records the same care your stereo discs 
should be receiving already. This means 
cleaning your stylus (needle) and records 
carefully before each playing with the 
special brushes your record dealer sells, 
keeping a dust-cover on your turntable, 
and putting your records back in their 
protective inner sleeves and jackets when 
you’re finished playing them. It is ad- 
visable to store all types of records in an 
upright position, away from sunlight and 
heat. Following these simple guidelines 
will make your entire record collection 
sound better and give you many years of 
listening enjoyment.

Not only more information, but new 
kinds of information, over and beyond 
mono. That is what the stereo system did 
for us. 


QUADRAPHONIC 


Quadraphonic is indeed an extension of 
stereo. But if it merely doubled the 
channels in the same configuration — i.e., 
four loudspeakers lined up across the 
front of your listening spot, we would have 
only a marginal advantage. Three- 
channel and later, four, eight and sixteen 
channel recordings have been common in 


the recording studios since the late 1950’s,’ 


but they are mixed down to two for stereo 
home use. Spread out in a line, three or 
four channels do offer some improvement 
in stereo detail. Like a sharper picture. 
But, there is an immense difference 
between that and our present 
quadraphonic sound, which is surround 
sound. It is no longer confined-to one front 


wall, with only a passive mono-style 


reflection from the rest of your room. Now 
there is active sound from every direction. 
Four active walls, if you wish. We still 
hear stereo out of the same front two 
speakers. But we have added more stereo, 


not twice as much but six times as much. - 


Four loudspeakers and active stereo in- 
teraction between all of them, the front 
speakers, the pair in the rear, the side 
speakers, and the two diagonals. Every 
speaker is,a stereo pair with every other 
speaker, all simultaneously. An éxtraor- 
dinary enlargement of information. 

But wait! Who wants all this surround 
sound? Isn’t most music, and particularly 


classical music, entirely up front? Why 
add a symphony in the rear? Or on the 
sides? 

The answer is that though actual “‘live’”’ 
sound sources — the music — may be in 
front, as in a concert, a large part of such 
sound reaches us by reflection, bounced 
off spacious ceilings and distant walls, 
behind you as well as from every other 
direction. Reverberation, which gives us 
the sense of space, by its very nature, 
comes from every direction. Yet, 
remarkably, we still can hear the music 
itself where it belongs. The ears easily sort 
out the sonic complexities. Direct sounds, 
arriving first in a straight line, determine 
the basic direction in which you hear. The 
later (milliseconds later) reflections, from 
all around, determine the space you hear. 


Even the synthetic reverb of pop music 


works the same way. 

Via quadraphonic’s four surrounding 
loudspeakers we can now reproduce all 
these effects, to suit our needs. We can 
place a big space all around, in front and 
even far back in the rear. But we can also 
keep the music itself entirely up front. 

We also can produce specific direct 
point sources, just as in stereo. But now 
they may extend 360 degrees, all the way 
around. And, again, not only at the four 
speaker locations but in between them. 
By freakish good luck, we have even found 
we can place sounds seemingly overhead, 
as though we were inside an inverted sonic 
bowl. We don’t have to! We have a choice. 
But these new directional impacts are 
already being put to imaginative use. 

Thus we have an immense new range of 
effects, over and beyond stereo, which are 


available to use — or not to use — as we 
wish. Good taste is the same in 
quadraphonic as elsewhere. We have an 
enormous choice, from very conservative 
to ultra-far-out. Some classical 
quadraphonic may do nothing more 
radical than extend the concert hall more 
realistically around and behind you, with 
the music precisely where it has always 
been. On the other hand, there are 
already classical quadraphonic recordings 
in which you will find yourself in the mid- 
dle of the orchestra—brass to your right, 
perhaps, strings on the left, percussion to 
the rear and winds up front. The conduc- 
tors don’t enjoy it since they must spin 
like tops to face the musicians all around 
them. But the quadraphonic impact in 
the home is a wholly new “translation” of 
concert music into the home listening en- 
vironment and it is both interesting and 
important. In non-classical music, direc- 
tional effects are common-place and there 
is no strong “up front”’ tradition to inhibit 
experiment. Yes, the new medium is enor- 
mously flexible. Far beyond. mono. Far 
beyond present stereo. What more? 
Only that, as a sort of by-product, the 
quadraphonic system can do interesting 
things to standard stereo discs when they 
emerge through four speakers. The effects 
are random, not built in. But you will 
never have less than you had before, and 
often you will get more out of your plain 
stereo recordings, played in what we 
might call pseudo-quadraphonic. Very 
useful, while you are building up your 
library of true quadraphonic discs. 


COST 


Does quadraphonic sound cost double? 
Not necessarily. 

As technological improvements come 
along, our channels cost less, and take up 
less space. Note that today’s two-channel 
components are much smaller than their 
bulky mono equivalents of years back. 
New miniaturization, solid-state 


technology and the integrated circuit 
“chip” (a fingernail-size unit incor- 
porating dozens, even hundreds of elec- 
tronic elements) mean that even four 
channels are easier to produce, and in far 


‘ less space, than the single channel of 


mono times. 
The four loudspeakers would seem to be 


‘an irreducible factor. And a doubled 


space-eater! But even the loudspeaker 
bows to progress. The cost does not dou- 
ble, nor even the space requirements, 
from mono to stereo nor from stereo to 
quadraphonic,because of the very potency 
of these more advanced systems. The 
stereo enhancement of effect, the further 
enhancement via quadraphonic, results in 
an apparent enhancement of sound quali- 
ty, speaker for speaker. Your speakers are 
better instruments in stereo pairs than 
singly, and even better in quadraphonic 
fours than in pairs. It is always thus when 
our senses find themselves newly 
gratified. 

You may easily put this to advantage. If 
you buy two more loudspeakers to match 
your present stereo pair, you will end up 
with much improved over-all sound, as 
you hear it. Alternatively, you may ac- 
quire less fancy and/or smaller speakers 
and find that in quadraphonic you have 
just as good sound as at present. Four 
smaller speakers can easily equal two 
bigger ones. (And in fact collectively, they 
produce deeper brass than any one of 
them could alone.) 

We expect the economics of 
quadraphonic sound will work further to 


- reduce the unit cost as the new system 


finds its way into more and more homes 
and multiple space-saving speakers 
become common. 

Before long, we think, quadraphonic 
sound will simply be hi-fi sound, just as 
two-channel stereo has been in recent 
years and, before that, quality mono. 
Quadraphonic is the present and future 
state of the art — and that is what hi-fi 
has always been. 
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The waiting is over. Barney just bought his first 
Quadradisc. It took him awhile to get over his 
suspicion that four-channel was some expensive: 


hoax. thought up by greedy audio equipment makers. 
What settled Braney s paranoia were a few facts: 
1. He found out that to enjoy quadraphonic he 
wont have to grow four ears. Like everyone 
else's. Barney's two ears hear in acomplete 
circle. with him in the center. He heard 
Quadradiscs. and now stereo seems almost like 
mono: squeezed-together sound. 
2. Quadraphonic standardization looks like it's 
here. The discrete disc system (which is synonymous ® 
with Quadradiscs) is now widely accepted. (Matrix 


seems 


to have fallen into the same ‘nice try category 


as “wire recorders. ) So that battle’s.over with. 
3. Quadradiscs work sensationally on Barney's stereo 


system. So he can buy Quadradiscs from now on, knowing the 
albums he’s buying this year wont be sonically:obsolete next year. 


In other words, Barney has no reason left to stall.

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How Adapt Your Stereo Setup 
Discrete System 


By Martin Clifford 
When music is recorded for four- 
channel reproduction, the sound is con- 
sidered as flowing toward the 
microphones from four main segments of 
the recording room — left front, right 
front, rear left and rear right. It is in this 
sense that the sound is regarded as for- 
ming four channels. Naturally, the 
various sounds aren’t completely 
separated, for there is always some merg- 
ing of tones, but if a violinist is playing at 
front right and a drummer at front left, 
your hi-fi system should create this spac- 
ing sensation for you, provided it is stereo 
and provided your stereo hi-fi supplies 
good separation. It is this ability to pro- 
ject a sense of music spacing, of sound 
separation, that distinguishes a good 
stereo hi-fi from one that is not so good. 


The same concept applies to quad, only 
more so. The beauty of quad, as in the 
case of stereo, lies in its ability to separate 
sound for you, except that in the case of 
quad you not only want to get the impres- 
sion of front left-right sound, but also the 
ambient rear left-right sound. To the ex- 
tent to which a quad system can do this 
is its right to be called four channel. 

Of all the four-channel techniques, dis- 
crete lays claim to a designation as a 4-4-4 
system, since it is recorded as 4 channel, 
decoded and amplified in the home 
receiving system as 4 channel, and is 
reproduced by four speakers. And, is 
stereo compatible. This means that the 
discrete system does not make your pre- 
sent stereo setup obsolete. On the con- 
trary, for your stereo becomes an integral 
part of a four-channel arrangement. 


However, the move from stereo to dis- 
crete four-channel reproduction does 
mean you must make some changes and 
some additions. As a start, you will need 
to replace the stylus and cartridge you are 
now using for stereo with a special stylus 
known as the Shibata (or its American 
equivalent) and a four-channel cartridge. 
You will not need to change the tonearm 
or the remainder of the record player. 


Since the output of your record player 
will now be four channels of sound instead 
of two, you will need a demodulator, a 
component which will change the four 
signals received from the record player 
into four electrical signals corresponding 
to the originally recorded four channels of 
sound. The output of the demodulator, 
then, will require four pre-amps followed 
by four main or power amps. This isn’t

additional pre-amp, power amp witha built- in demodulator. 


Discrete four channel setup for record reproduction. This is a system using separate components. It is possible to buy the 


quite as bad as it appears, for you already 
have two pre-amps and two power amps 
in your existing stereo system. Double 
that and you’re in business with quad. 
The easiest way is to buy an integrated 
two-channel amplifier, consisting of a pair 
of pre-amps and a pair of power amps, 
already connected. This extra integrated 
amplifier need not be a spowerful as the 
one you now have, particularly since you 
will want to use it for rear channel sound. 
If your budget can take the shock, it 
would of course be ideal to match your 
present integrated amplifier, watt for 
watt. 

Finally, you will need two extra 
speakers. Here again you will have the 
problem of deciding whether to economize 
a bit or to use duplicates of the same 
speakers you now have for stereo. Again, 
ideally, if you have a pair of quality 
speakers for up front stereo, it would be 
nice to say ditto for the rear. However, 
since the rear sound is reverberant or am- 
bient sound, you could get away with a bit 
of economy here. 

What we have just described could be 
called the individual component ap- 
proach. A separate demodulator, separate 
pre-amps, separate amps. However, you 
can also get a combined or integrated 
demodulator, pre-amp, power amp. The 
advantage is that connecting this into 
your present stereo system will be very 


easy. However, if you feel you can follow 
manufacturers’ instructions, and aren’t 
fazed by all those patch cords behind your 
hi-fi equipment, then you can opt for 
separate four-channel components. The 
advantage of having separate components 
is that you can update more easily and 
more economically. 


With a four channel discrete system at 
your disposal, the records you will buy 
will be CD-4 records, such as those made 
by Warner, Elektra and Atlantic and also 
by RCA using the Quadradisc name. 
These discs are all true four-channel discs 
in the sense that the V groove, normally 
carrying just two channels for stereo, is 
now modulated with four channels for 
quadraphonic sound. These records are 
also stereo compatible, that is, you can 
play them as stereo records either, with 
your existing stereo stylus and cartridge 
or with your new quadraphonic stylus and 
cartridge. 


If you feel you would rather wait until 
the four-channel issue is completely 
resolved, consider that the same situation 
existed when mono moved over to make 
way for stereo. There are some diehards 
who are probably still waiting for stereo to 
prove itself or to settle down. But in the 
meantime they are missing some mighty 
fine music. And that goes for four-channel 
too.

There’s an article on dieting, 
on sex on the campus, and on black 
college students today. I’m not in- 
terested in any of that now. I want 
my fix. 

Two hours and 417 pages later, I 
haven’t skipped a single ad. I can’t 
tear myself from a picture that 
shows a blood red bottle of Cutex in 

front of a huge platform shoe of 
navy-blue polkadots. It’s the most 

! brilliant piece of iconography since 
the figleaf, the shadow which reveals 
as it obscures.

And, 
my God, those men escorting the 
women, everyone of them is H. R. 
(Bob) Haldeman. Strangest of all 
are the women. Cretin Mother 
Goddesses everyone, with billowing 
skirts belling towards the ankles, 
wasp waists cinched in by wide shin‘ 
ing belts, surmounted by jutting 
breasts, and the faces! They don’t 
look like college girls, they look like 
women of thirty. 

Is it the gash of lipstick, the thick- 
ly penciled eyebrows, or the per- 
manents and the pincurls, those 
hairdos pulled away from the face 
and off the foreheads?

The style of the Guest Editors Log 
is as rigidly preserved an art form as 
the haiku.

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Film: ‘Graffiti’ a Tough Act To F ollow

The early forties have acquired a 
definite taint of high fashion to improve 
their remembered image, and ever since 
The Last Picture Show the early fifties 
have radiated a bleak but arty charm — 
but why is it that the early sixties provoke 
such affectionate but unmistakable 
scorn? I don’t know why, but I don’t think 
it makes much difference, at least not 
where American Graffiti is concerned. 
This film is not about the era it’s set in 
any more than a good western is really 
about the west, despite all of Universal’s 
misguided efforts to represent it as some 
kind of nostalgic tribute to the joys of the 
Sock Hop. Even if you’ve never so much 
as heard a Twist record, it’s still possible 
to appreciate George Lucas’ masterful se- 
cond film as a wonderfully evocative por- 
trait of a mini-population in transition. 

Lucas sets his story on the last night 
before college in a small California town. 
His characters are all frightened because 
they see, with varying degrees of clarity, 
that this one night will bring permanent 
changes. Some of them may even unders- 

_tand that the changes — i.e. who'll go to 
college, who won’t; who’ll break up, who’ll 
keep on going steady — aren’t really 
changes at all, because each of them is old

enough to have already established those 
traits that foretell the future. Steve, the 
class president, is destined to be a regular 
guy: Big John, the hot-rodder with a 
heart, is destined to be left behind once 
his friends get old enough to stop enjoying 
his affections. Terry the Toad will be a 
spiritual four-eyes wherever he goes, while 
Curt — the boy bright enough to snag this 
year’s Moose Scholarship — combines 
pure impulsiveness with a dangerous 
tendency to equivocate. The girls’ respec- 
tive fates seem equally locked in, but. 
their futures are far more depressing to 
contemplate. They all appear to be head- 
ed for one sort of trouble or another — 
although that’s hardly any excuse for 
Lucas’ leaving them out of his tacked-on 
epilogue. Perhaps it’s just as well, though, 
because the epilogue is the film’s only 


glaringly false note; it provides concrete 
information about what will ultimately 
happen to the four male principals, yet 
the body of the film has already created 
far more eloquent, less literal glimpses of 
the lives they’ve begun building for 
themselves. 

Lucas’ use of such overpowering period 
memorabilia — cars, letter sweaters, spit 
curls, the works — makes far more sense 
in the context of his characters’ fear- 
fulness than it does in the abstract. The 
cars begin to feel like armor after a while, 
and the jive dialect is protection against 
having to articulate the dread. A night’s 
worth of terribly cute escapades makes far 
more sense, in the context of such uncer- 
tainty, than sitting home brooding ever 
would. 

Each of Lucas’ characters is seeking out 
some very specific form of release. Curt is 
the most adventuresome of the lot, and so 
he tries out the greatest number of 


possibilities: he falls in love with a 


stranger (and her car), visits an old 
girlfrield, tries to talk serious with a 


young teacher who’s already too deeply 
into his own rut to understand Curt’s con- 
fusion. And he eventually goes in search 
of Wolfman Jack, whose friendly radio 
blather comes through as the voice of con- 
sistency, because everyone in town listens 
to him all night long. When the two final- 
ly meet, the Wolfman is enigmatic (the 
scene feels ominous) and sucking on a 
popsicle (the scene gets laughs, too), but 
he also puts a subtle end to Curt’s in- 
decisiveness. The Wolfman is this town’s 
outer limit, its zenith of exotica — one 
young gangster proudly announces that 
his dream is to be “a Wolfman,” as if 
there could be more than one — and 
Curt’s finally exploring the boundary is 
enough to convince him that he’s ready to 
leave. 

Wolfman Jack may be something of a 
period piece, but Lucas turns him into an 
abstract renegade spirit that could surely 
exist anywhere, in one form or another. 
Similarly, he combines the more 
humorous aspects of the film’s Sock Hop 
with an awareness of how necessary 


rituals can be in moments of secret 
trepidation. He then cuts from the 
dancers to Curt, who walks quietly down a 
hallway lined with lockers; it’s a sixties 
high school hallway, sure, but those un- 
iform, sealed-off compartments also 
suggest Curt’s nervous contemplation of 
what must feel like an infinity of 
possibilities. 

Ironically enough, George Lucas is 
reportedly caught up in a what-next 
situation not unlike Curt’s right now. No 


“one, not even Lucas, really expected the 


picture to be such a royal smash; it was 
made on an extremely low budget and, 
although all of the actors do sensationally 
well here, none of them was well known 
beforehand. Also, Lucas is reportedly a 
bit surprised to find the critics reading 
epic qualities into his work, because it is, 
in a sense, very small-scale: one night, one 
kind of turning point, one very tightly 
constricted society. Small-scale or no, this 
is easily the year’s best comedy, and one 
of its most substantial serious efforts, too.

NIGHT WATCH Directed by Brian

No one but Liz could possibly get away 
with any of this — Night Watch is a real 
old fashioned chain-clanker; complete 
with everything but the chains — but 
Taylor has infinite gall, which is just what 
the role requires. She has enough gall, for 
instance, to pretend to awake from a 
nightmare wearing full makeup, even 
wetlook lipstick. She has enough gall to 
expect us to believe she’d be married to 
the eternally unsavory Laurence Harvey, 
who even does a reasonable enough job 
with his role, that of a walking mass of 
contradictions. And she still wears an aw- 
ful lot of hot pink, which is perhaps the 
nerviest thing of all. 

The story may rely heavily on a certain 
gimmick, but Brian G. Hutton’s direction 
does everything possible to throw his 
audience off base. He is able, by toying 
with the basically know-it-all stance of 
most chain-clanker aficionados, to en- 
courage audience smugness, which is why 
the film’s ‘last fifteen minutes are more 
than enough to make up for its slower 
moments. Just remember one thing, and 
you’re sure to enjoy the whole eampy 
business: She may be the world’s foxiest 
grandma, but she’s nobody’s fool.

This is a very competently made 
documentary but it is not, repeat not, 
much of a music picture. It is primarily 
about last year’s PLUS Expo, which took 
place in Chicago and presented lots of 
black businesspeople with a chance to dis- 
play both their progress and their wares. 
A number of well known black musicians 
were on hand to entertain the crowd, but 
it just wasn’t an occasion for self- 
promotion, and so most of the performers 
steer clear of their big hits, opting instead 
fer something inspirational.

GROUP MARRIAGE. Directed by 
Stephanie Rothman. At various 
drive-ins. 


With a title like Group Marriage and a 
flash multiple drive-in release, it would be) 
more than easy to overlook this extraor- 
dinary comedy. But to make a cinematic 
find you must go seeking, and this gem of 
a picture is well worth the search. 

Already a year old by the time it makes 
it Boston premiere, Group Marriage is 
that true rarity, a sexy comedy. Con- 


sidering how quite difficult it is to make a 
sensuous picture to begin with, and 
noting how few deft comedy directors 
have emerged over the past twenty years, 
one would have to admire director 
Stephanie Rothman for her technical 
facility alone. 


But the very things which make Group 
Marriage such a joyous movie also lend it 
substance, for Ms. Rothman is concerned 
not only with the pleasures and pains of 
emotional commitment (explored here in 


‘surprising depth), but also with the 
various delights of liberation. Group 


Marriage is, above all else, a happy 
movie, obviously the work of an un- 
fashionably committed optimist. 


Two very simple examples from the 
film can best serve to illustrate what I 
mean. About midway through the pic- 
ture, the six major characters (like her

mitment to each other. The camera con- 
tinuously follows a cup of wine around the 
participants’ circle, pausing to isolate 
each individual, thus emphasizing both 
the forces which link these people and the 
separate characteristics each one 
possesses. Later, when one of the women 
(a very high percentage of thisii]m’saction 
is initiated by women) finds she can no 
longer hold to the pact, Miss Rothman 
repeats the same camera motion, this 
time breaking the circle for a lateral track 
to the soon-to-be-isolated character. 

The other example is the use of a 
homosexual couple as the spokesmen for 
conventional morality. This not only 
provides an additional form of sexual bon- 
ding for presentation (if Group Marriage 
has a fault, it is trying to squeeze in all the 
logical conclusions of its initial concept), 
but it also liberates the director to play 
homosexuality for hur-or without ever be- 
ing offensive.

WESTWORLD. Written and 
directed by Michael Crichton.

‘The potentials are vast: Crichton’s 


screenplay about a fantastic resort with 
three total environments — Medieval, 
Roman, and Old West — sweeps the skies 
of speculative literature, encompassing 
the pressing themes of dehumanization in 
industrialized society. The potential crisis 
is that of too much leisure time; the 
defeatism is that of unlimited self- 
indulgence. But the execution is banal 
and at times unbelievable, as if Crichton 
were providing some minor pilot for bored 
television producers to ponder. 
Benjamin and Brolin are two wide-eyed 
junior execs who plunk down a thousand 
dollars a day to indulge their fantasies of 
frontier life. When Benjamin first en- 
counters Brynner, the surly gunfighter 
robot, he’s scared stiff in the one moment 
of suspense the film provides. Benjamin is 
not certain that Brynner is a robot. What 
if he shoots another guest? What if the 
other guest shoots him? Such matters are 
vitiated by constant cuts to the un- 
derground control center, itself a very dull 
panorama of eléctronic gadgetry, where 
very dull technicians mutter nonsense 
about the machinery malfunctioning. 


Crichton accidentally offers one power- 
ful inkling of what the film might become, 
and reminds us of his failings, when the 
face of Brynner the robot is removed by 
the technicians, revealing the circuitry 
beneath. The scene vividly recalls Fran- 
juie’s Eyes Without a Face (American 


title: The Horror Chamber of Dr. 
Faustus), a nightmare vision of 
dehumanization). 


But this film dissolves into nonsense as 
the machinery runs amuck — without ex- 
planation, trapping Benjamin in a race 
for his life against the inhuman Brynner. 
Perhaps Crichton wished to express the 
greater terror and sense of chaos that 
comes when our machines inexplicably 
turn upon us, but he has expressed 
nothing other than confusion. 

The most disappointing thing about the 
film is that all the fantastic issues that are 
sensed in the plot aren't even raised in the 
screenplay. They are just there on the 
fringes, as if by accident.

THE STONE KILLER

The Stone Killer comes on like a hot 
kiss at the end of a wet fist, or something 
like that. Pulpy hyperbole, slightly askew, 
is the Stone Killer’s grammar and raison 
d'etre. 


Pulp is cheap naturalism. It reduces 
without elevating, and jeers without in- 
structing. It can be a hell of a lot of fun. 
Because it degrades the human ex- 
perience, it is fertile ground for the ex- 
istentialist, the absurdist, and the hack. 
The Stone Killer is the work of a hack ab- 
surdist. And don’t worry about un- 
commercial, existential pretensions; there 
aren’t any, thanks to de Laurentiis’ 
famous box-office acumen. 


The film’s plot, a tale of Mafia revenge, 
is sufficiently large in scope to be beyond 
our comprehension or experience, and 
thereby, to be beyond our concern. The 
film’s killings — numerous, baroque, and 
violent — are completely free of the 
viscerality that makes Peckinpah’s 
killings so disturbing. One can enjoy the 
film’s brutality with qualm or conscience. 

Charles Bronson, the “Stone Killer” of 
the title, and reputedly the world’s 
biggest boxoffice draw, portrays the ul- 
timate extension of the “macho”’ hero; 
he’s so macho that he won’t sleep with 


women. The film makes a couple of half.’ 
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hearted attempts to graft some angst onto 
the Bronson mask; but the mask wooden- 
ly resists. There might be a tendency to 
view the character as a street-wise, fascist 
philosopher cum “Dirty Harry,” but the 
film’s choice of villian renders this im- 
possible. In an interesting inverstion of 
the Dirty Harry formula, the villains in 
The Stone Killer are not dirty hippies, or 
even greasy Mafiosi, but a corp of clean- 
cut, predominantly white, Vietnam vets. 
They kill with an infectious, gung-ho 
spirit that would warm a football coach’s 
heart. 

Michael Winner directs the numerous 
chase scenes in The Stone Killer with ad- 
mirable energy and elan. He stages a 
scene in a hippie California ashram that, 
although totally extraneous to the film, is 
hysterically funny. Winner piles absurdi- 
ty upon absurdity, from riots in Watts, to 
outrageously obvious Godfather rip-offs, 
without ever becoming blatantly 
parodical of the genre. 

Bring your sense of humor with you 
when you go see The Stone Killer. The 
way I figure it, if you’d even consider see- 
ing a film called The Stone Killer, it will 
be right up your alley.

GORDON’S WAR; Directed by 
Ossie Davis.

There is a ridiculous paperback thriller 
series called ‘““‘The Executioner” about a 
returned Vietnam veteran who, 
motivated by vengeance, declares war on 
the Mafia and uses his military training 
to wipe them out all over the country. 
Gordon's War is a slightly less ridiculous 
story about a returned Vietnam veteran 
who, motivated by vengeance, vows to get 
the smack out of Harlem and uses his 
military training to wipe the dealers out. 
Inexplicably, three of his former Army 
buddies re-enlist in this enterprise with 
no questions asked. 


Perhaps not so inexplicable. Gordon 
tracks them down studying in a library, 
working in a rollerskate rink, and selling 
clothes, respectively. I can see where the 
prospect of trading shots with professional 
drug dealers and. thugs seems mighty 
appealing at that point. 


Ossie Davis’ careful direction concen- 
trates on narration with a minimum of 
motivational flashbacks, very much like 
the devices Sergio Leone frequently uses. 
For the type of story this is, there is 
remarkably little violence even in the big 
shoot-out scenes. Winfield, as Gordon, is 
so tight-lipped and efficient that we 
wonder what he might have done if drugs 
hadn’t killed his wife; for the duration of 
the picture the man at least has a goal in 
life. Davis waltzes his principles through~ 
a variety of grimy Harlem junk dealing 
scene. There is one scene where Carl Lee, 
masquerading as a junkie, fakes death by 
rat poison to convince other users that 


their source is unreliable. The room where 
the action takes place radiates a feeling of 
ill health and dirt, aided by the 
background noise of junkies wheezing 
their guts out. Davis certainly has an eye 
for set.

HARRY IN YOUR POCKET. 
Produced and Directed by Bruce 
Geller. With James Coburn, Trish 
Van Devere, Walter Pidgeon, and 
Michael Sarrazin. At the Cinema 57. 


If you’ve got Harry in your pocket, 
you’ve got troubles because Harry In Your 
Pocket is a terrifically tedious film. It’s 
tedious because it’s false, and it’s false 
because Bruce Geller, the father of 
“Mission: Impossible” and ‘Mannix,” 
directs his cinematic debut with all the 
care and sensitivity of a deranged 
plumber. His film leaks implausibility in 
every scene. 

Harry is the story of a gang of 
pickpockets consisting of the cannon, 
Harry (James Coburn), the fingerman 
(Walter Pidgeon), and two stalls (Michael 
Sarrazin and Trish Van Devere.) The 
finger-man spots a victim with cash, the 
stalls distract him, and the cannon picks 
his pocket. Sarrazin and Devere are young 
and romantic, Coburn and Pidgeon are 
old and hardened. Eventually, Harry 
sacrifices himself so that Sarrazin and 
Devere can stroll off together into a 
technicolor sunset. Sure. 

Coburn and Pidgeon portray complete 


professionals; their entire lives are com- 
mitted to their craft. They are fragmented 
and isolated. Sarrazin and Devere are 
amateurs, clumsy thieves whose 
emotional lives intrude upon their jobs. 
Consequently, they are continually screw- 
ing up. That Sarrazin and Devere are 
better for this professional flaw would be a 
reasonable conclusion and & strong in- 
sight if Geller had handled his material 
with any wit. But Geller fails at every 
turn to create any believable emotional 
values in his characters. He shows us 
nothing in the Coburn character that 
would explain or motivate his final act. 

Geller’s lack of directorial care 
sabotages his actors. In the final, climac- 
tic scene of Harry’s sacrifice, Sarrazin and 
Devere, who have just had a violent fall- 
ing, out in the previous scene, enter as 
lovers in a romantic two-shot. What 
happened to their argument? Why are 
they smiling at each other. Can it be that 
they’ve peeked ahead at the script? Can it 
be that Bruce Geller lost track of his 
shooting sequence? Who’s minding the 
store? 

Geller’s inadequacies are not covered 
up by his actors. Michael Sarrazin, with 
his moon-calf mummery, removes the 
film another step from reality. Coburn is 
unrelievedly wooden. What Trish Van 
Devere sees in either of them is inex- 
plicable. What Bruce Geller saw in Harry 
In Your Pocket is, however, perfectly 
clear: a way to get into your pockets.

But of course that wasn’t the issue at 
all. Sex. and,the Great Virginity Debate 
raged then, as it does now, although in a 
different context. The ‘‘smart young 
women” who read Mademoiselle really 
considered virginity a form of appendix, 
better to get rid of it before it flared up 
and gave you trouble, and yet, at the 
same time they experienced a primitive 
fear that in killing off this albatross some 
curse might befall them. 

In ’73, despite Women’s Liberation, the 
Sexual Revolution, and Feminism, the 
issue is aired in this woman’s magazine in 
a way that can only add to the confusion, 


under the ironic hip banner: sex on cam-_ 


pus; all talk and no action? Poor 
freshwomen and men. They haven’t even 
sorted out their laundry problems and 
already they’re being dis- 
illusioned...“‘despite all the talk, Harvard 
is no nest of erotic bedlam”’ glooms one 
sidebar. ‘‘On campuses with sex- 
counseling services, students talk more, 
do less.”’ Is that a warning? 

The one small voice of reality directed 
towards women in this issue is now, alas, 
stilled. The late Lillian Roxon was a con- 
tributor of a column, “The Intelligent 
Woman’s Guide to Sex.”” This month she 
wrote about Myra Friedman’s biography 
of Janis Joplin and the lesson in it for 
women: Don’t use sex to fill your 


loneliness, to assuage your sense of in- 
adequacy, or to gratify your need to be 
needed. 


Before taking a closer look at the help- 
ing hand that’s being offered to the con- 
fused, I'd like to note one important and I 
think, unpleasant, recent feature of 
Mademoiselle. They’ve gone ecumenical. 
Since "72 men have been allowed to com- 
pete for guest editorship and since ’71 the 
fiction awards have been opened to them 
as well. Apparently some people at 
Mademoiselle felt that they were becom- 
ing too Women’s Liberationist, and that 
this would be an appropriate antidote. 


Now there’s a regular feature column 
written by two men but addressed to 
women’s problems. Called Talk’ 
their tone is filled with hate and con- 
tempt. Just take the lead for a sample, 
“You are bright, attractive, enlightened, 
with a mind of your own. (Choose any one 
of the above. If none apply, you shouldn’t 
be reading this—you should be poised on 
a window ledge.)”’ No thanks, I’m afraid 
of drafts. 


“Sex...all talk no action?”, the first 
feature, written by a woman, is 
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mysteriously more directed towards men. 
The tone is rather distantly sociological 
and statistical. Colleges which have 
professional and peer sex counseling (the 
latter much approved) are listed. Also 
listed, with superficial description, are 
the different sex information booklets now 
being produced by some colleges. But 
only buried at the very end are books 
mentioned written by and for women. The 
Boston’s Women’s Health Collective is 
called a complete and readable supple- 


ment to the other guides. Two books, 
noted as ‘‘frankly ferninist”’ get one line 
listing, “How to Have Intercourse without 
Getting Screwed,” by the women’s com- 
mission at the U. of Washington, and 
Hollins College’s ‘“‘Guava Jelly’. Dr 
Elaine Pierson, author of “Sex is Never an 
Emergency” written at the U. of Penn- 
sylvania, is quoted as saying apologetical- 
ly, “It has been very difficult to answer 
some of these questions without sounding 
like a feminist or a ‘women’s lib’ ad- 
vocate.”’ 

If you're beginning to get the feeling 
that maybe these are two dirty words 
nothing further will dispel that intuition. 
Some of the statements quoted in the arti- 
cle do reveal what's happening to women 
on campus, but only indirectly from a 
man’s point of view. “It’s easier to sleep 
with someone than to go out with her.” 
“Many men prefer to see women from 
other schools because there’s a lot of work 
to do and its easier to see someone on a 
schedule.”” From the women’s angle a 
woman sex counselor remarks snidely, 
“On any given night, get a group of 
women together and they will get 
hysterical over questions of femininity, 
careers, and relationships. But so far, no 
one has sacrificed grad school for a 
relationship.’’ That’s women for ya, 
hysterical, but tough as nails underneath. 

The next article is even more dismay- 
ing. The writer, a junior at Radcliffe, is 
angry that women have ‘‘settled for se- 
cond best, for a man’s world.”” Feminism 
is rebuked for having failed to explore the 
concept of female consciousness, and has 
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“compromised itself.” I'd be unhappy as 
she is, if this were true. But anybody 
who’s keeping up with the Women’s 
Movement these days, and of course it’s a 
movement which includes many women 
working towards many different goals, 
knows that it is well aware of the pitfalls 
of mere “equality.” Feminism today is 
more than ever concerned with defining 
female values and perspectives. 

But the author goes on to explain that 
Women’s Liberation gave its blessing to 
the Sexual Revolution and took the fun 
out of sex. Sex being the same old mixed 
bed of pleasures it’s always been, I won’t 
comment on that. “I think we scared Har- 
vard a bit, too,” she writes. “Radcliffe 
had been a stronghold to be conquered, 
courted, and panty-raided.”’ In that 


order? “But those sharply writ symbolic . 


fields of action for sexual conflicts are 
gone.” Living together, according to her, 
has produced unhappy androgenes and, 


“after three years of just liberated talk to 
feed on, it seems only logical that Harvard 
should be desperate for the old, the 
familiar separations, a richly laid out sex- 
ual battleground.” And I don’t think she 
intended to pun. 

Frankly, I read the message of these two 
features very clearly.Get back to the “‘bell 
jars’”’ of ’53. Women’s Liberation and sex- 
ual revolutions, that are changing sexual 
role definitions are dangerous and bad for 
you. There’s nothing surprising about this 
line. The last thing Mademoiselle or any 
of the other glossies want is women who 
refuse to accept the images and standards 
imposed on them by a sexist and con- 
sumerist society. Not that Mademoiselle 
and the others object in principle. If they 
could sell more to women because of 
Women’s Liberation they’d be the first to 
push it. They have cleverly hoisted their 
model of the “liberated woman,” the ’73 
natural gal with her money and time con- 
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suming panoply of cosmetics. They’re 
prepared to cash in whereever they can. 

We're going to witness, at the same 
time, subtle and not so subtle attempts to 
prevent the real message of Women’s 
Liberation from getting out. In ’53, 
Mademoiselle had an easy time of it, 
there were no alternatives for women to 
look to. It was possible to promise those 
non-existent ‘“‘careers’ while carefully 
creating those standards—husband, 
home, perfect children, which were to 
make such “careers” impossible. 

But today, there are women whose 
refusal to live by the old definitions has 
created new possibilities. Their example 
is what Mademoiselle and the other 
women’s magazines will try to distort and 
conceal. In spite of that effort, there will 
be no going back. The necessities for 
change are now confronting the readers of 
both the ’53 and °’73 college issues of 
Mademoiselle.

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Music: Comings and Goings

For sheer industry, there are few artists 
who surpass Delaney Bramlett. Since 
1969, his name has appeared on the 
myriad album jackets of different artists 
as producer, writer and sideman. By his 
own count, he has written over 500 songs, 
although he is quick to grant the 
roughness of that figure — every so often a 
company or artist will aporoach him for 
permission to use a song he cannot even 
remember composing. As the perpetrator 
of The Original Delaney and Bonme on 
Electra, his first released album, and 
‘hence the employer of Bobby Whitlock 
Bobby Keys, Jim Price, Rita Coolidge, 
Jim Keltner, Carl Radle and Leon 
Russell, who have since fanned out to 
become ubiquitous session men (Leon of 
course is something more), Delaney com- 
pounded his influence many times over. 
In addition, he lent an entire vocal style to 


_ Eric Clapton. To all his offspring he un- 


possessively wishes godspeed, except for 
one saxophone player he would like to dis- 
claim: “Bobby Keys is a terrible, terrible 
sax player. He’s got a great personality — 
you’d hire him for his personality. He 
came in and said, ‘I’ll pay you five dollars 
a night if I can play with you.’ He worked 
free for six months. Finally we started 
making some money and he was already 
in. I never hired him.” 

In this indirect way, Delaney may have 
suffered from over-exposure. It was D & B 
and Friends who challenged Nashville 
cats Buttrey, McCoy, Drake, etc., for the 
hearts of pop musicians. Memphis-cum- 
Los Angeles redneck funk began phasing 
out Nashville C & W efficiency. At their 
peak, they personally took over Joe 
Cocker, while an artist like Steve Stills 
was driven to hiring the Memphis 
Horns and to having delusions of being a 
soul singer. Yet, when Delaney opened 
with his new band Mobius at Paul’s Mall 
Tuesday two weeks ago, so few people 
were in the audience that the show was 
cancelled. Saturday’s show attracted 
about 25 people. Certainly, the absence of 
Bonnie, from whom Delaney is estranged, 
had something to do with it, but for the 
toast of the international rock elite to 
creep in and out of Boston having been 
seen by fewer than 200 people seemed the 
quintessence. of music business injustice. 
Why, the Mall’s proprietors even offered 
to pay the band’s expenses for the 
weekend to get them out of there, until 
they learned that the band’s expenses ex- 
ceeded what was being payed them. This 
was all quite depressing especially since 
Delaney and Mobius Saturday night 
played a magnificent set. 

The emptiness of the room did not seem 
to throw Delaney. During Jimmy 
Buffett’s set (Buffett is a very amusing 
country singer and writer with an album 
on ABC, A White Sport Coat and a Pink 
Crustacean) Delaney from the sidelines 

shouted encouragement; he even strolled 
up to the bandstand to sing a duet. When 
Mobius assumed the stage, however, the 
after-hours atmosphere seemed suddenly 
ridiculous. This was a militarily precise 
band of great potency. With typical 
acumen Delaney had gathered a former 


_ James Brown drummer and organist, plus 


trombone, sax, trumpet, guitar and bass 
to produce the kind of earnest synthetic 
soul he has always been known for—from 
the Stax album Home’s sorrowful 
“Everybody Loves A Winner’’ to “I’mA 
M-a-n” from Delaney’s less orthodox 
latest, Mobius Strip. It was wonderful to 
hear musicians willing to put out so much 
for so few listeners. What was more 
wonderful was that they were really play- 
ing to please themselves. The basic pur- 
pose of this club tour was to break in a 
new band. Next time they will require our 
support. 


“I don’t know how he knew, but 
whenever [ was about to go on tour, Gram 
would call upand say ‘Have a good trip.’” 
Delaney and Gram Parsons as sons of the 
South in Los Angeles may have felt a 
special kinship. Yet the news of Gram 
Parsons’ death on the heels of Jim Croce’s 
shocked everyone. Gram and his band 
had rolled into Boston last spring aboard 
an enormous bus with the initials GP 
emblazoned on its sides. This was to be a 
country and western tour in more ways 
than just music. Fred schruers and I spent 
two afternoons interviewing Gram, follow- 
ing him around to radio stations, and so 
on: We listened to Emmylou Harris and

him sing Boudleaux Bryant’s aching 
‘‘Love Hurts’? and the anti-hippie 
truckers’ lament ‘‘Widow Maker.” 
Everyone on the tour, from his wife to 
Emmylou to road manager Phil Kauf- 
man, seemed devoted to him, and we 
could understand why. 


Gram was a great fellow to talk to; he 
was extremely bright, amiable, and full of 
wit. Physically, however, he was not the 
slim youth I had seen with the Burrito 
Brothers at the Tea Party in ‘6Y, 
Gram had gained weight; his face, which 
he kept. hidden behind sunglasses, had 
gotten puffy. His hand suffered from a 
nasty tremor, and he hit the bottle upon 
rising. As an interview, he was almost 
shocking in his candor. He was amused 
by, yet felt bitter towards many people in 
the music business and did not hesitate to 
express that. In retrospect, Gram’s hones- 
ty could be read as the recklessness of a 


man who knew his mortal debts had ex- 
pired. 


I was first made aware of Gram through 
an article in some Harvard freshman 
publication. The editors had apparently 
deemed Gram the year’s most intriguing 
freshman; the chap already had a 
manager, and seemed more intent on 
breaking into pop music than collecting a 
BA. It was while a freshman at Harvard 
that Gram founded an improbable 
C&W group called the International Sub- 
marine Band. It was only on joining the 
Byrds, however, that Gram attained 
public recognition. The obscure ISB 
album Safe At Home is purported to be 
the first country-rock album, yet the 
Byrds’ Sweetheart of the Rodeo was the 
one to have real impact. By re-directing 
Roger McGuinn and re-awakening Chris 
Hillman to his country origins, Gram had 
become a seminal force in American 


music. The Flying Burrito Brothers of 
course followed. Gram spent much time 
hanging out with the Stones, then after a 
period of gestation recorded GP for 
Reprise. It is an album which sounds aw- 
fully sweet today. 

The unseemliness of the circumstances 
surrounding Gram’s death are totally at 
variance with his well-bred demeanor.The 
word from his record label is that the theft 
of his body from the LA International Air- 
port, from which it was to be flown to his 
parents’ home in New Orleans, and its 
subsequent partial immolation at Joshua 
Tree National Monument, California, 
was the work of two close friends who were 
carrying out a preordained plan.Although 
Gram had apparently made a pact with 
these two that he should be cremated at 
Joshua Tree, and though he reportedly 
spoke of his death often, he died, accor- 
ding to Warner Brothers, of natural 
causes. UPI’s report of the 23rd states

King Crimson’s Royal Flush

The first group at the Orpheum was a 
San Francisco area throwback known as 
Steelwind featuring a girl singer who wore 
very short silver silk pants which revealed 
garters, a glossy maroon vest made out of 
some synthetic, a black mesh shirt, tall 
silver platforms, and black nylons and 
nails. She had long brown hair and a star 
over her left eye and her appearance was 


the most striking feature about this band,’ 


which too earnestly attempts to recapture 
ight. 


Both lead singers sounded like Marty 


Balin, while the tentative flute offerings - 


from the rhythm guitarist (Skip Moriar- 


ty) had the unnerving effect of making the - 


band sound like the Airplane trying to 
sound like Tull. A wholesome band that 
might meet with greater success at small 
colleges in rural areas. 

After a considerable wait; the post- 
Byrds Roger McGuinn Band wandered 
onstage: an organist, a drummer and a 
bass player, the latter two having played 
with McGuinn previously, plus 
McGuinn sporting a double-necked 
Rickenbacker. They went immediately 
into a re-arranged “Get To You,” which 
was more nostalgic than immediate, and 
from that into “Johnny B. Goode Rip-Off 
No. 1” while the audience screamed, 


“Turn it up!” (meaning McGuinn’s 
guitar) as well as “Unplug it!,” which was 
a bit unfair since in truth the guitar was 
inaudible. 

After some volume boost, they played 
“B. Goode Rip No. 2,” (‘‘Tiffany 
Queen’’), then went into a long, loosely 
connected series of balladic themes from 
McGuinn’s solo album, with Mike 
Wolford’s over-rich organ smeared in- 
discriminately over the board in an 
attempt to gather the diverse sounds 
together. It didn’t work. McGuinn’s play- 
ing was mechanical and downright sloppy 
in parts while the band churned on, im- 
parting a sense of Victorian staidness; be- 
ing Creedence and again Jethro in their 
‘strict adherence to the expected and the 
acceptable. Above all, Roger McGuinn’s 
new band conveyed a sense of dignity to 
the audience, and what the world does not 
need is a dignified rock band. Wasn’t 
Blood, Sweat, and Tears enough? 

The fellow behind me who had driven 
up from Providence to see the concert said 
to his date in the middle of a set, ‘“‘Really 
unprofessional. Really — that’s the only 
word I can think to describe it.” The hand 
muddled through a song about 747 jets, 
“Draggiu,” then into the calypso ‘‘Melin- 


da,” which suffered “the worst’ from**

McGuinn’s listless picking, then “Chest- 
nut Mare” which is still a pretty song. 
Then there was an end to these things. 

When King Crimson emerged it was 
evident that there was avery partisan 
house, breaking into appreciative cheer- 
ing at the first sounds of ‘“‘Larks’ Tongues 
in Aspic.” Crimson looked collectively 
thin. They had a big light tower behind 
them like a combination drag strip 
Christmas tree signal tower and a prisoner 
of war camp watchtower that sprayed 
them with the usual pizza colors, oc- 
cassionally blasting forth a ghastly white 
light that made the band, particularly 
drummer Bill Bruford, look like animated 
corpses. 

Fripp sat through most of the evening 
concentrating on his guitar work, and 


- delivering a long, nervous solo filled with 


angular Miles Davisish runs. After “Larks 
Tongues,’’ Fripp moved to the 
microphone and surprised some watchers 
by delivering a short, witty, debonair 
speech on the meaning of Boston to the 
band. They then began “Easy Money” 
which featured a somnambulent vocal by 
bassist John Wetton who missed a 
number of notes through simple lack of ef- 
fort. However, Wettdn’s bass playing was

that the coroner’s office had originally 
found him to have succumbed to a heart 
attack. After his body was rediscovered 
the cause of death was changed to 
“undetermined.” Joshua Tree was one of 
Gram’s favorite spots. His sister lived in 
the vicinity and he visited there often. 
Startled campers happening upon the 
burning scared the two friends away, leav- 
ing the job unfinished. Neither of them 
has been identified or apprehended. 
Gram did manage to complete an 
album before he perished. Warner 
Brothers plans to release it by January. 
Whatever its contents, it will be the most 
fitting posthumous statement we will ever 
have on this highly gifted, likable, 
worthwhile man.

According to Neil Young and David 
Crosby, Neil’s long-awaited firm Journey 
Through the Past is having its world 
premiere in Cambridge at the Orson 
Welles because “‘Cambridge is the hippest 


place in the country.” Words like “hip,” 


“trip,” and “groovy” roll easily off the 
tongues of Messrs. Young and Crosby. 
With the exception of ‘like’ and 
“y’know,” they are the only words that 
do. Young, in particular, had an awful 
time composing thoughts and construc- 
ting sentences during the question-and- 
answer period following the screening. 
Crosby was more garrulous, still striving 
to keep his title as the most fatuous man 
on earth. Naturally, one of Journey’s 
many confused points is the idleness of 
words, and this, ironically, from one of the 
few men who can write lyrics which sur- 
vive on the printed page. 

Journey intercuts performance shots of 
the Buffalo Springfield (its sole redeem- 
ing feature) with scenes which delineate 
the circumscribed world of the rock star: 
radio station, studio, concert hall, ranch, 
beach, We are treated to Nash, Young 
plus sidemen turning on backstage. Gee. 
Nash mentions that tobacco companies 
have been registering names like 
Acapulco Gold — an interesting piece of 
gossip two and a half years ago, which was 


when this movie was made. Young freely 
admits that the performance scenes were 
included to justify commerically the rest 
of the film. 

Lest Journey be mistaken as anything 
but art (and an art, according to Crosby, 
so radical and multi-leveled that the 
“straight” press will not comprehend it), 
the film is ripe with allegory: some dunce 
in academic gown and mortarboard is 
ejected from a Mercedes limousine in the 
middle of the desert, treks across the 
sands to Las Vegas, where he is dazed by 
all the rude sights. Then there’s the fellow 
whose best friend is his car. All he wants to 
do is promenade around the beach near 
his monolith, but many hooded figures in 
black on horseback come and spoil the 
fun. But Neil’s got a social conscience, 
too. Sitting in a junkyard, he tells us that 
we should all drive old cars. Eureka! Of 
course, earlier in the movie, we are shown 
Carrie Snodgrass and Neil driving 
something like a °32 Ford. For comic 
relief, a boar gets launched. Crosby may 
call all this non-linear; it could with less 


pretense be termed incoherent. 

Young is an awkward, uncommanding 
figure on screen, at best the stuff of the 
maternal fantasies of 14-year-old girls. He 
utterly lacks comedic skill. Journey is not 
even your typical cinema student failure, 
as the man has seen probably no more 
than ten films, including 2001 and The 
Graduate, in the past five years, not to 
mention read books which would give him 
even a sophomoric grasp of mythology, 
symbolism, narrative, etc. I am beginning 
to think that rock ’n roll, which Young has 
been brilliant at, is.as narrow a specialty 
as ornithology or accounting. In his and 
Crosby’s isolation, they live enslaved by 
the slogans of 1967. One of Young’s film 
clips shows Nixon prattling on about 
clean air, peace, etc — an easy shot. But 
these grotesquely spoiled; untethered 
children stand as far outside American 
life as the President they ridicule. This 
film, which cost $350,000, and which is 
being released by the company which Neil 
made a lot of money for, is his grossest in- 
dulgence yet.

one of the sad, banal tracks from this 
record I search for a definition as a way of 
figuring out what these guys are doing 
’ wrong. Actually, it’s not that they’re do- 


ing anything wrong, it’s simply that their ||. 
material is turgid and familiar. A good | 


humorist can take an otherwise com- 
monplace moment and freeze it forever by 
careful characterization, but the bits and 
snippets of Los Cochinos merely occur 
and recur with us in the room with all the 
activity and impact of unfiltered daily 
reality. 

Too much of Cheech and Chong’s 
humor comes from the simple-minded 
regurgitation of drugged follies. “The 
‘Strawberry Revival Festival’ has two 
drugged-out roommates hassling each 
other over who paid for the baloney and 
related matters. I’ve heard those whiny, 
ignorant voices before saying the same 
things and thought they were tedious at 
the time, although slightly fascinating in 
the way all small-time neurotics are 
fascinating. 

“Pedro and Man at the Drive-In” is a 


long theatre of cruelty piece whose sole 


source of humor derives from the plight of 
some suckers who are locked in the trunk 
of Pedro’s car while the two completely 
spaced-out friends, Pedro and Man, fuck 
up every attempt to free the captives. 
Pissing in the trunk is part of the humor. 
Farting in the trunk is also part of the 
humor. 

These situations are not funny; the 
characters that Cheech and Chong con- 
sistently portray are pathetic and boring. 
I would try to avoid them in real life and I 


advise listeners to avoid them on record.

Peter Banks: TWO SIDES O 


PETER BANKS (Sovereign SMAS-' 


11217) 


The difference between Yes with Peter 
Banks and Yes with Steve Howe is 
devastating, despite the fact that Banks’ 
final appearance with Yes, on Time and a 
Word, was a scant half year before the 
recording of The Yes Album, the first 


with Howe. With Banks, Yes were a good 
club band with interesting chops, nothing 


more. Not until the appearance of the 
similarly dedicated Steve Howe were the 
Yes able to focus their potential and 
emerge as the champions of Meaning. 
Banks was not so much heretically un- 
serious as spontaneous: he disliked being 


trapped in Yes’ charts, nor did he sym- 
pathize with Anderson’s goals. He formed 
Flash as a power trio (organist Tony Kaye 
appears on the first album only as guest 
artist) so he could, not to mince words, 
jam a lot. His best work in Flash consists 
of his great jamming riffs, also the strong 
suit of this album: Banks overlooks 
Meaning in the pursuit of simple 
pleasure. 

Side one runs through a number of 
stylistic games, motifs and sounds in the 
most spontaneous progression of good 
music since “Dark Star.” In ““The White 
House Vale,”’ he plays alternating lead 
lines on two different acoustic guitars, 
then tosses in one electric to contrast tex- 
turally with both. The various riffs of 
“‘Battles” all lend themselves to construc- 
tive improvisation in Banks’ unusually 
fluid style. Banks and co-author Jan 
Akkerman, a member of Focus and 
another splendid guitarist, join up to 
produce some striking, nearly visual 
effects through the formidable masonry of 
double guitars. 

The flip side contains a couple of real 
jams featuring Banks, Akkerman, Flash 
bassist Ray Bennett and session drummer 
Phil Collins, which sound pretty dismal, 
especially in contrast to the other 
material, and a tune by Akkerman in 
which Banks plays a set theme and 
backup piano. It’s an original way to piece 
together an album, and the best way 
possible to Banks, whose various exploits 
with Flash have been spotty (it appears 
he has loosened the reins on Flash while 
working on this album, because the new 
Out of Our Hands is pretty poor 
altogether). Banks is a guitarist who 


deserves exposure.

Jimmy Cliff: UNLIMITED (Warner 
Bros. 2147) 


Watch out, fans, for this new Jimmy 
Cliff album contains more flavor than 
substance, like some foamy confection 
scarfed down to the accompaniment of a 
good movie. With Unlimited, we get the 
soundtrack but the movie is lacking. The 
Caribbean rock stretches from first to last 
track; neat, swift and spacey. When you 
bring all faculties to bear on the apprecia-

tion of this record, its merits pale. In- 
dividual songs do not support each other. 
They wait as fragments for a director with 
a greater totality of vision to weave them 
together. Songs like ‘‘Commercialization” 
and “Fundamental Reggay” are built too 
thinly. Jimmy Cliff takes thedynamism of 
his reggae beat for granted, lets the 
arrangements slide towards the same 
bright, shallow basin, leaves it to his ex- 
ei to drive the song through to the 
end. 

There are moments. “Under the Sun” 
is, like all of the record, charming and in- 
fectious, but it has a special charm, 
perhaps because it comes first. “World of 
Peace” shares the same charm, standing 
out because of some golden vibe work. 
“On My Life” is a solid number that 
utilizes the beat perhaps best of all. The 
song rolls lightly along on its four note 
bassline plus flute, asking, perhaps, to be 
given a richer treatment by Led Zeppelin, 
J. Geils. No kidding. This one can carry 
the load. “I See the Light” makes it 
because it’s totally conceived and sustain- 
ed. 

Jimmy Cliff is a first-rate singer who 
understands a certain kind of movement 
and a certain kind of rhythm, but he 
needs a richer understanding of song 
structure.

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Art Blakey and the Jazz Messengers: 
BUHAINA (Prestige PR 10067) 
Elvin Jones: MR. JONES (Blue Note 
BN-LA110-F) 


Drum freaks, renovated hard. boppers, 
Coltrane Quartet worshippers take 
note—the new Blakey and Elvin records 
have arrived almost simultaneously. Both 
still attract gutsy young writers and 
soloists with something urgent, if not 
always unique, to say. This time around 
the drummers are a bit too conscious of 
the memories they evoke in older fans, 
but the backward glances are always 
bright and sincere, if not always an im- 
provement on the originals. 


Blakey has a new line-up, adding guitar, 
congas and occasional vocals to his stan- 
dard quintet, but devotes half of the 
album to revivals. “Gertrude’s Bounce,”’ 
first done by the Clifford Brown-Max 
Roach combo, is still buoyant, but the 
repeats of ‘““Moanin’’and ‘Along Came 
Betty,” two of the Messengers most pop- 
ular tunes from 1958, are disappointing. 
Jon Hendricks adds raspy lyrics and scat 
choruses which are diverting at best, and 
the other soloists place second to the 
originals, though trumpeter Woody Shaw 
throws in his best Lee Morgan licks. Shaw 
is more himself on the three originals, 
showing a new control that is quite attrac- 
tive, and new tenorman Carter Jefferson 
offers raucous contrast, another in the line 
of hard Messenger saxes. Cedar Walton’s 


rambling piano and the new material are 
unremarkable. 


The parts would add up to little more 
than a competent blowing date were it not 
for the leader. Fully recovered from the 
stodginess of his last record, Blakey is his 
old fire-breathing self, clattering his 
counter-rhythms behind the sidemen and 
soloing with a new restraint and finesse on 
“Mission Eternal.’”’ At these moments, 
when Blakey gets going, the record moves 
from the ordinary to the special. 


The drums of Mr. Jones are not so 
emphatically dazzling, but his is the 
better record. Elvin has the advantages of 
unusual instrumental combinations: (at 
one point a front line of flute, soprano sax, 
flugelhorn and baritone sax) and superior 
writers, not to mention a closer musical 
proximity to the contemporary. Five of 
the six tracks were recorded last summer, 
with guests in varying numbers added to 
the Steve Grossman-Dave Liebman-Gene 
Perla edition of Jones’ quartet. The’ in- 
dividual pleasures are spread throughout: 
ripping acoustic piano from 
Mahavishnuite Jan Hammer, Perla’s 
evocative ballad “‘“Gee-Gee,”” Thad Jones’ 
blue flugelhorn on the same piece, and'the 
shifting voices in the arrangements 
(credited to Elvin!). The title cut is the 
ringer, a blues previously issued on Poly- 
Currents, whose long-winded solos did not 
merit reissuing. 


Most of the solos go to the saxes, and 
Grossman and Liebman use the space to 
provide the nostalgia. In both tenor and 
soprano solos, the ghost of early and mid- 
period (i.e., Elvin) Coltrane is relentlessly 
pursued. Many young players have been 
hung up on Trane, but these men ab- 
sorbed enough of their master’s voice to 
become more reflectors than imitators. 
The tenor solo on “Soultrane,” which 
Trane originally did with composer Tadd 
Dameron in 1956 and is probably per- 
formed here by Grossman, is the best ear- 
ly Trane since early Trane. Judging by 
the recent addition to the band of a 
Tynerish pianist, I’d say that Elvin must 
enjoy the old musical neighborhood.

Singles 


Despite a marked increase in the sale of 
albums, the lifeblood of soul music is still 
the 45. This means that parties still 
revolve around stacks of platters; it also 
means that careers are made and broken 
on the release of a 45. A lot of 45s never 
make it onto albums; a lot of very 
successful soul singles never get played on 
top-40 stations, particularly here in 
Boston. What follows are the noteworthy 
if littlke known soul singles recently put 
out. 

Ann Peebles: “I Can’t Stand The Rain” 
(Hi) Al Green isn’t the only thing 
happening at the Hi studios. This is the 
‘second follow-up single to the Straight 
From The Heart album. The first, “I’m 
Gonna Tear Your Playhouse‘Down”’ was a 
relaxed pseudo-Al Green thing that mov- 
ed all right but crapped out in the clutch. 
This is a bitch of a song, almost savage in 
its intensity and mood. It should also do a 
lot to dispel rumors that Willie Mitchell is 
using an endless loop of “Let’s Stay 
Together” as a rhythm section. 

Blue Magic: “Look Me (Atco) 
This is the best single out of 
Philadelphia since “‘I’ll Always Love My 
Mama”. It sounds like the Stylistics sing- 
ing on top of a rhythm section laid down 
for the Spinners. “‘Look Me Up” is an 
irresistable dance record and is _ best 
described as elegant soul. 

Moments: ‘“‘Gotta Find Away” (Stang) 


The Moments are a staple on the N.Y.- 
Philadelphia-Balt. circuit, occasionally 
breaking out with something big like 
“Love On A Two Way Street.” “Gotta 
Find Away” combines smooth, falsetto 
singing with airport sound effects, in- 
cluding flight announcements, stewardess 
“i take-off. Recommended for lovers on- 

Don Covay: “I Was Checkin’ Out While - 
She Was Checkin’ In” (Mercury) The 
sleeper of the year. Who would have 
thought that the man who inspired Peter 
Wolf and Mick Jagger would pop up in 
1973 with the biggest record of his career 
(it’s on the jukebox of the only diner in 
Maynard, Massachusetts). The latest in a 
long line of R&B adultery songs, Don 
pulls out all the stops here, even throwing 
in his famous falsetto (double tracked) to 
tell us what happened that night at the 
Hideaway Motor Inn. 

Veda Brown: “Shortstopping’”’ (Stax) 
One of the Underplayed R&B classics of 
1973, ‘“‘Shortstopping” sounds like the 
kind of song that would be carried out of 
Miami by Clarence Reid or Betty Wright. 
“You think you’re cool tryin’ to be 
Superfly/But I got my fingers in both your 
eyes’’ is sung on top of a choppy Memphis 
rhythm section and mid-sixties Stax horn 
arrangement. It’s a little greasy, but 
greasy hasn’t sounded so good since Betty 
Wright’s babysitter ‘walked in with a 
truckload of you know what. Also on Stax 
is a new record by the MGs without 
Booker. The magic’ must be gone from 
their name because the record bombed, a 
smooth organ-guitar vamp called ‘“‘Sugar- 
cane” recorded three years too late. 

Isley Brothers: “Who's That Lady” (T- 
Neck) Just when you think they’re down 
and out the Isleys pop up again on a new 
label (this time Columbia), with a varia- 
tion on the same old sound. I like this one 
much better than the infinite versions of 
the “It’s Your Thing” riff they’ve been 
giving us the last four years. A typical 
Isleys harmony wrapped around Ernie 
Isley’s sinewy guitar, it’s guaranteed to 
put more dip in your hip and glide in your 
stride. The song is available as a four- 
minute single or six-minute album cut 
(two more minutes of guitar solo). Buy the 
single and save yourself from excess. 
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Theatre: Brecht and Some Handke-Pandke

Brecht’s THE JEWISH WIFE: Wife

Handke’s I CAME INTO THE 
WORLD: Suzanne Baxtresser, 
David Neill, Jayne Chamberlain, 
David Klein. Both directed by Joann 
Green, at the Cambridge Ensemble. 

The Cambridge Ensemble has a 
questionable “talent” for making difficult 
and austere theater-pieces palatable to 
their audiences through either cuteness or 
melodrama. They have learned over the 
years (they are a recent independent 
offshoot of the Caravan Theater) how to 
please a particular audience, and they 
settle for that, They never seem to ask 
themselves whether audience-pandering 
is fair to the plays and playwirghts they 
tackle. 

Given the genuine talent of the com- 
pany, and the actors’ clear potential for 
power and intelligence, the present state 
of the Cambridge Ensemble strikes me as 
both unfortunate and wasteful. And as 
long as their apparently faithful 
audiences eat it up, things will not 
change. Since the group’s so-called “first 
season of American premieres” opened 
last week with two pieces premiered last 
season to rave reviews, I thought I’d go 
against the grain a bit and offer critique 
on their facile success. Keep in mind, 
though, that it is not success per se that is 
my target, but rather success through 
easy manipulation and a refusal to bring 
the audience's level or awareness up to 
that of the authors whose work this com- 
pany chooses to dramatize. 

The Jewish Wife, a minor Brecht 
piece, requires tremendous restraint for 
its effect. Lotte, the wife, has come to a 
firm decision to leave her gentile husband 
(the time is 1933, in Germany). She is 
marvelously self-possessed, methodical, 
and thorough in a most Germanic way 
(which, is part of the interest of the piece, 
for she is German as well as Jewish). 


Brecht gives us no hint of indecision in 
her; she telephones friends and acquain- 
tances before her departure with a calm 
relentlessness that is at once chilling and 
moving. She burns her private telephone- 
address book after the calls are made, in 
order not to leave a tell-tale trace for im- 
minent investigators. She is so deter- 
mined and strong that she looks forward, 
not backward: “Give me that underwear. 
Those have sex appeal, I'll need them,”’ . . 
. “The next man I get must be allowed to 
keep me.” 

At Cambridge Ensemble the piece is 
played as soap-opera melodrama. Lotte 
enters indecisively, the victim par ex- 
cellence. She fidgets about approaching 
the telephone, bites her thumb, turns 
away again and again, hesitates between 
phone calls, and tears up her little book 
(the Gestapo, however, is adept at jigsaw 
puzzles). She either throws away or never 
voices (I missed hearing the lines) those 
two expressions of practical determina- 
tion that tell us she is strong. The mere 
victim-approach — the sacrificial lamb — 
is both too easy and against the text. 

Aili Singer is a good actress (I’ve seen 
her in several productions), and she is 
marvelous at giving us a sense of someone 
at the other end of her telephone conver- 
sations. But the rest of her portrayal is 
studiously overdrawn. Brecht prepares us, 
early, for understanding that if her hus- 
band hands her her fur coat he must know 
that her departure is for more than ‘‘a few 
weeks.”” When the moment arrives, and 
she asks for the coat, Ms. Singer un- 
derscores the line with such overemphasis 
that it is an insult to Brecht’s art and an 
audience’s intelligence. The force of that 
line to her husband lies completely in our 
preparation for it, and in the wife’s calm, 
ironic, underplayed certainty that the 
coat will be handed over. It is a line to be 
delivered in a quiet, almost uninflected, 
voice: then the husband’s acquiescence 
comes like a crack of thunder — occurring 
in the audience’s mind,not on stage. What

we get throughout this production, 
however, is sentiment in place of irony, 
and obviousness instead of subtlety. The 
approach is wrong. 

The Handke piece (based on his Self- 
Accusation) is another of Director 
Green’s attempts at making difficult 
pieces “charming” (it happened with 
Beckett’s Cascando a while, back). There 
are, to begin with, better Handke theater- 
pieces (Offending the Audience is one); 
this one is boring to read, and may 
therefore have seemed a theatrical 
challenge. But Handke is very specific 
about what he wants: he wants two 
speakers, sometimes speaking 
simultaneously; he does not want in- 
cipient “‘drama’”’ or a literal acting-out of 
what is being said. And above all, he 
wants what his translator calls ‘accoustic 
patterns” — which are dependent upon a 
single voice repeating certain verbal con- 
structions and even contradicting itself. 
But with these non-naturalistic pieces, 
Ms. Green is always tempted to 
dramatize contradictions by dividing 
them between two speakers (at least), and 
to negate the build-up of word-patterns 
by turning them into little mini-dramas 
(with props) that create dramatic in- 
terplay among her actors and coy risibili- 
ty_in her audience. | 

Two analogues might prove suggestive. 
In Jewish Wife, Lotte contradicts 
herself at several points, and always in a 
single breath: “Incidentally, I’m _ not 
angry. And yet: I am”’; “If I loved you, I’d 
hold my tongue. I love you, really.”” We 
can accept this as a human foible, 
sometimes even a human strength; but if 
the play were not naturalistic, I could im- 


agine Ms. Green using two actors for 
Lotte (male and female), with one voicing 
the negative and the other the positive — 
a “dramatization” of inner conflict much 
like the Good and Bad Angels in Doctor 
Faustus.~ The genre or the Brecht piece 
luckily forestalls this possibility, but Ms. 
Green gives in to it with the Handke 
piece. My second analogue is balletic: 
Robbins’ “Dances at a Gathering” is a 
plotless ballet for a large group of dancers. 
Much of its power derives from the lack of 


‘specific emotional interplay among the 


participants, and this is how it is danced 
by Robbins’ own company. When it was 
done by the Royal Ballet in London, 
“Dances at a Gathering” underwent a 
startling and unfortunate transformation: 


‘ritual and stylization gave way to sen- 


timentality and an imposed “plot” of 
emotional interactions. The ballet 
became cute and sentimental instead of 
sharp and austere. This is what has 
happened to the Handke piece. 
Handke’s “‘Self-Accusation,” on which 
I Came Into The World is based, is much 
like the litany of confession with which 
most Jews are familiar from the Yom 
Kippur service. In the latter instance, the 
entire congregation confesses, through 
ritual chant, to all possible sins and incur- 
sions, detailed specifically, while knowing 
that no single person has indeed com- 
mitted all these infringements against 
morality. The single voice speaks for 
humanity, and joins other voices in an 
identical confession to enormities for the 
most part not committed. This goes on in 
the Handke piece too, though it is 
dramatically livened by a suggestive jux- 
taposition of the serious and the trivial: “I 
loved committing crimes,” or “I played 
with human lives” on the one hand, 
against “I failed to shake the hair lotion 
before use,’’ or “‘I failed to lead dogs on a 
leash” on the other. The rules of civiliza- 
tion help to bring on some of its dis- 
contents, but surely one of the 
provocative aspects of Handke’s piece 
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(and I don’t find it all that interesting) is 
the lack of distinction between the serious 
and trivial in the rules broken or followed 
by the single voice. Maybe the piece is 
about the blurring of moral distinctions 
beneath the conventional patterns of 
language. In any case, the Cambridge 
Ensemble makes little dramas out of the 
juxtapositions, sharing them among four 
interplaying speakers cavorting im- 
aginatively among simple props. Our eye 
is entertained even as our mind is drawn 


away from the grotesque humor of the text; 


sequential phrases are divided between 
speakers so that Handke’s little 
equations” are lost. The progression im- 
plied between mastering a thing and lear- 
ning its limits in society is a major theme 
in one section of Handke’s text: “I became 
capable of eating with my hands: I was 
supposed to avoid soiling myself,” “I 
became capable of distinguishing between 
hot and cold: I was supposed to avoid 
playing with fire.” Now each of those 
sentences is to be voiced by a single 
speaker; they are “‘progress reports” on 
rules to be mastered. But in this produc- 
tion they are divided in half, given to 
separate speakers, and voiced as dis- 
connected qualities of distinct per- 
sonalities vying with each other in 
boasting of what they have learned. 
Handke’s section on cliches, which I find 
the most amusing in the piece, is in- 
troduced by him with the statement “I 
used words thoughtlessly.” The speaker 
then proceeds to demonstrate his cliche- 
ridden mind: “I called dignity inborn. I 
called trust blind. I called passion hot.” 
But in this production the confession “I 
used words thoughtlessly” belongs to one 
character, and each of the subsequent 
cliches to others, and they are voiced in 
pleased wonderment, without irony, with 
the pronoun oddly stressed, and with no 
indication that the cliches are

demonstrations of the thoughtless use of 
words announced at the beginning of the 
section. The direction of the play 
obscures completely the intended struc- 
ture and thrust of the piece. Because of 
what we are seeing, and how we are hear- 
ing, we are stopped from really hearing, 
and that is not what Handke wants. 


Now, maybe what Handke wants isn’t 
much fun, and maybe this is the only way 
to make his text interesting in the theater. 
My question then is, why do this piece at 
all? If its authorial intent is ignored with 
such determined energy (I called energy 
determined), isn’t what we are seeing 
rather perverse? 


All of the actors in the Cambridge 
Ensemble are excellent, I feel sure they 
could manage to shine as well if future 
productions came a bit closer to the inten- 
tions of the playwrights they choose to 
present. We’re being entertained now, 
certainly, but at the expense of what the 
plays have to say.

strong and propulsive..throughout the 
evening. 

The next piece began in a very eastern 
jazz mold and could have segued easily 
into a standard Pharoah Sanders set, due 
particularly to Bruford’s imaginative per- 
cussive work on a large platform bearing 
gongs, triangles and the like. Bruford 
later switched to vibes, confidently but 
unspectacularly. 

The spaces in Crimson’as music are 
very evident; their use of volume takes 
into consideration all the possibilities of 
sound — the band never plays loud 
gratuitously, There are places where 
Fripp softens his guitar to achieve an 
almost acoustic effect while his band 
members fade as far back as possible. 
Crimson uses these contrasts in sound 
most effectively, juxtaposing soft, lyrical 
Stravinsky-like passages with strident, 
blaring, crowd-pleasing rock. 

David Cross on violin was most ac- 
complished and filled out the sound to 
perfection. He seemed self-effacing next 
to the antics of his compatriots; Wetton’s 
studied non-chalance, Bruford’s flailing 
and Fripp’s isolated concentration. 


- blends so many diverse elements. 


The band moved through a series of 
remarkable changes; relying as heavily on 
silence as on their music for effect, and’ 
afterwards Fripp advanced to the 
microphone again to announce the names 
of the songs, which included 
‘‘Nightwatch,”’ ‘‘Fracture’’ and 
“Lament.” 

“You might be interested to know. that 
‘Fracture’ deals with the fragmentation 
and -dissolution of a personality — my 
own” (random guffaws). 

The latter portion of the concert was 
given over to “uncharted territory” form- 
ed around the ratchety rhythm of some 
kind of mellotron, like one of the 
Wurlitzer organs which will produce a 
funky polka beat if you push the polka 
button. 

Bass and guitar engaged in wry com- 
mentary, and the similarities between 
Crimson’s music and that of Miles Davis 
were even more pronounced as Fripp pur- 
sued his jagged course. The use of 
mellotron and synthesizer was minimal 
during the concert, but when it appeared 
it made a-great deal of sense. The most 
effective sound came from a large sheet of 
tin or whatever which Bruford oc- 
cassionally shook to achieve thunder. 

Everything was finally distilled into 
“Larks’ Tongues Part II,” giving the per- 
formance a nice symmetry. I can think of 
no other rock band that successfully

McGuane’s Greatest, Cheever’s Latest 


Ninety-two in the Shade. 
Thomas McGuane. Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux, 197 pp., $6.95. 


I have read this goddamn book twice — 
a degree of affection it now shares only 
with The Wizard of Oz, Ecclesiastes, and 
that issue of Scrooge McDuck comics 
where he unrolls a ball of string across 
Africa. Though tempted to read it even a 
third time, this would be such a kowtow 
to McGuane that assassination might 
soon appear my only avenue to freedom. I 
don't want to have to hit you, Tom; but if 
you try to publish another one of these 
novels. . . Pow, right in the kisser. 

He understands me but it don't seem I 
got all that much credence. The story 
takes place in Key West, where McGuane 
himself passes the winter season fishing, 
fucking, and being facetious. It’s been 4 
long time since someone of his artistic 
calibre has done any writing down there. 
As such, Ninety-two in the Shade is, on 
one level, an updated impression of Key 
West — a town which has always been one 
of those berserko backwaters which spice 
an otherwise uniformly garish continent. 
Indeed, the place has changed a bit since 
— aw, say it — Hemingway used to fish, 
fuck, and be facetious down there. 
Cinderblock franchises have raised their 
grotesqueries in the Keys as much as 
everywhere else. Quite naturally, they 
are the physical and spiritual background 
for McGuane’s characters: Thomas 
Skelton, who can read a book review but 
would rather not; Nichol Dance, who can- 
not read a book review and doesn’t give a 
shit; Miranda, the kind of woman a book 
reviewer would give it all up tor; Roy 
Soleil, Myron Moorhen, Faron and Jean- 
nie Carter, etc., all of whom have 
probably never heard of book reviews but 
who are salt of the earth nonetheless. 
Book reviewing does not figure in this 
novel, by the way. 

Neither, in my opinion, does the 
“perilous testing of man against man” in 
“Hemingway country.”’ These are merely 
the oily words sliding off the lips of 


English Sieiieaie chairmen as they try 
to find McGuane’s talent. McGuane is 
not Hemingway, though he owes him a 
great deal —'as do we all. The keel of 
Ninety-two in the Shade may be Nichol 


Dance’s promise to kill Thomas. Skelton: 


should he try to enter the fishing guide 
trade, and the other characters — es- 
pecially Skelton’s father and grandfather 
— may be the ribbing which gives the 
story its gorgeous lines, but this novel 
floats on dew and ghosts in a dead calm. 
It catches breezes invisible to lesser craft. 
Sure, the perilous testing of male egos is 
in there somewhere, but I can’t believe 
McGuane would fly such serious blather 
at the masthead. As he says: “Yes, 
gentlemen, there is next to nothing; but 
I’m going to have fun anyway. 

His trick, finally, is to ‘keep them roll- 
ing in the aisles, saving the best one for 
last, about how we die and die and die.” 
When I lived in Key West a couple of 
years ago, there was a jive-ass social club 
on the island called Club Mandible — 
originally chartered, I have since learned, 
as camouflage for extra-marital affairs. 
Though I was too young then to unders- 
tand much of what was going on at Man- 
dible parties, I do remember rolling in the 
aisles a lot over the one-liners exchanged 
between some of the more mature 
members. Or maybe it was the Colum-, 
bian grass. Regardless, McGuane was 
quite often the King Harvest of laughs at 
these debauchs. He is a very funny man. 
Ninety-two in the Shade is, above all my 
other considerations, a very funny book. 

So yes, let us make barking up the 
wrong tree a way of life. If this novel has a 
flaw, it’s one of those flaws which is not a 
flaw, but rather a limitation. McGuane, 
and his favorite characters in this as well 
as previous works, move through spheres 
of upper-class privilege, or else woo the 
Noble Savage. His, and their, contempt 
and detachment is aristocratic. All this 
means, however, is that he’ll sell more 
copies in Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
than in Orlando, Florida. 


Ninety-Two in the Shade is bound to 
piss off.a lot of young writers, because it 
comes close to being essence. It may even 
leave a few people with nothing more to 
write about, at all. As for me, I shall no 
doubt soon read it a third time. ;, .

The World of Apples by John 
Cheever. Knopf,174 pp., $5.95. 

Cheever’s realm is so well within the 
American experience that it’s practically 
a genre. His stories are typically concern- 
ed with prosperous exurbanites who turn 
unsuspected corners and fall off the edge 
of things. In synopsis, the sinister shading 
of these stories can seem affected, but 
Cheever is persuasive. His edges are real, 
and the corners he turns to reach them 
seem perilously near. 

Kafka has managed to evoke the terror 
of a citizen forced by a faceless and 
brutalizing state to stand trial for an un- 
specified crime. Cheever writes of a kin- 
dred terror: that of citizens richly and 
capriciously rewarded by an equally 
faceless society, wondering why they 
deserve the country clubs, the trips to the 
islands, and the swimming pools. More 
significantly, they wonder how long the 
good life will continue and what they 
must do to make it last. 

In another day, these elements might 
have made for tragedy, and we may all 
deplore the genuine inaccessibility of that 
vision to us. No need to pity or fear for 
Mr. Cheever though; his temperament 
and talent appear appropriately suited to 
the times. His most recent volume of 
short fiction shows a remarkably serene 
writer who is perfectly comfortable in the 
company of wealthy neurotics and petty 
grifters alike. 

Unfortunately, Cheever betrays a 
weakness at characterization that 
threatens to undermine his art. On close 
inspection, many of his characters seem 
propelled by compulsions instead of 
human necessity. A well-digger named 
Artemis pursues his vision of ideal beauty 
(inspired by a nubile girl on an 


oleomargerine package) to the Soviet 
Union, finds her and loses her in an even- 
ing of political intrigue, and returns home 
to a State department investigation 


ASiniging the’ unreality ‘blues.” A free- 
«tanee engineer: applies the principles of 


Euclidean geometry to his troubled life 
and discovers that by “correcting” the 
distance between his reality and the 
realities that surround him, he can 
neutralize all those forces that relentlessly 
pound at his spirit. 

As delightful and disturbing as these 
stories are, they draw most of their 
strength from Cheever’s gift for invention. 
The inexorable demands of a preordained 
plot permit little in the way of nuance to 
slip in. Likewise, these recurring in- 
stances of arrested character development 
may be attributed in part to a generic 
deficiency. After all, fables rely almost ex- 
clusively on archetypes to implement or 
thwart a certain moral design. 
Nevertheless, these creatures are so flim- 
sy that the drama of their metamorphoses 
remains wholly unconvincing. 

Stylistically, Cheever is unmistakable. 
You can check off his techniques — the 
startling sentence in a bleak and almost 
tedious paragraph, the odd occurrence in 
an otherwise commonplace setting, the 
shattering understatement that levels 
everything that precedes it. 

Cheever has probably added little to 
the grammar of the abyss since ‘The 
Enormous Radio” and “The Swimmer”, 
but then those were two powerful short 
stories. With critical acceptance, the 
danger for any writer is flabbiness and 
fear of the deep end (to borrow a Bullet 
Park metaphor). At times, he displays a 
taste for shallow and facile themes: those 
embarrassing exercises in creative writing 
collectively titled ‘“Three Stories”’ for ex- 
ample. More often than not, his stories 
are fetching, and his message is vital, 
even though his poets, lovers, and 
madmen must content themselves with a 
local habitation and a name and precious
